SINCE AUGUST 5, the Jammu 
and Kashmir administration has 
issued as many as 230 orders for 
detention of people across 
Kashmir under the draconian 
Public Safety Act (PSA). Of these, 
only three have been rejected by 
the PSA Advisory Board which is 
supposed to review these orders 
and confirm or reject them 
within six weeks. 


Late Sunday night, former 
Jammu and Kashmir CM Farooq 
Abdullah was slapped with PSA 
and detained in his house after 
declaring it as subsidiary jail. The 
order was confirmed by the PSA 
Advisory Board before the

SIGNALLING A qualitative shift 
in Delhi’s stated position on

IN THE wake of the Supreme Court directive to de¬ 
molish four apartment complexes constructed in vi¬ 
olation of Coastal Regulation Zone norms, an all-party 
meeting called by the Kerala government on Tuesday 
wanted the Union Ministry of Forest, Environment 
and Climate Change to be joined as a party in the case. 
The decision was part of the state government’s bid 
to ensure that the flats are not razed. 

The meeting was held to take stock of the situation 
arising out of the SC ultimatum to demolish the com¬ 
plexes and the protests by the residents. 

Chief Minister Pinarayi Vijayan, who chaired the 
meeting, said that as per the Environment Protection 
Act, the Union government has the power to give re¬ 
laxation in such cases (regularisation of illegal build¬ 
ings). “We hope the Union government would use its 
power in this issue. The state government wanted the 
Union Ministry of Forest, Environment and Climate 
Change implead a party in this case. The state has also 
urged the Ministry to bring to the Supreme Court’s 
notice the environmental impacts in the event the 
flats are demolished. The Union minister was also in¬ 
formed about the gravity of the issue,” he said. 

He added that attempts to protect the apartments 
would be made only after convincing the Supreme 
Court. 

The meeting observed that it was the 
Constitutional obligation of the state government to 
implement the Supreme Court order, but previous 
court verdicts on the issue had been in favour of the 
builders and it was on this basis that residents had 
bought the flats. 

Builders are responsible for this crisis, and the gov¬ 
ernment would explore the possibility of blacklist¬ 
ing these builders, he said.

and not on Kashmir, said: “Our po¬ 
sition has, is and will always be 
very clear on PoK, that it is part of 
India and we expect one day we 
will have physical jurisdiction over 
it.” 

His statement follows Defence 
Minister Rajnath Singh’s state¬ 
ment on August 18 that should bi¬ 
lateral talks happen, it will not be 
about J&K, but on PoK. At a rally in 
Haryana, Singh had said: “If talks 
are held with Pakistan, it will now 
be on PoK.” He was the first to flag 
this issue, after the government re¬ 
voked J&K’s special status. 

Home Minister Amit Shah, 
speaking in Lok Sabha on August 
6 at the end of a debate on the gov¬ 
ernment’s J&K move, had said: “I 
wish to place on record that when¬ 
ever I mention the State of Jammu 
and Kashmir in the House, it 
means both Pak-occupied 
Kashmir and Aksai Chin are part of 
it. And the borders of Jammu and 
Kashmir, as decided by our 
Constitution and the Constitution 
of Jammu and Kashmir, include 
both Pak-occupied Kashmir and 
Aksai Chin.” 

The Parliament resolution of 
February22,1994 had stated: “The 
state of Jammu 82 Kashmir has 
been, is and shall be an integral 
part of India and any attempts to 
separate it from the rest of the 
country will be resisted by all nec¬ 
essary means”, and that “India has 
the will and capacity to firmly 
counter all designs against its 
unity, sovereignty and territorial 
integrity”. Demanding that 
“Pakistan must vacate the areas of 
the Indian State of Jammu and 
Kashmir, which they have occu¬ 
pied through aggression”, it re¬ 
solved that “all attempts to inter¬ 
fere in the internal affairs of India 
will be met resolutely”. 

Jaishankar’s statement sets the 
stage for Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi’s visit to the US where the 


THIS WILL ESCALATE 
TENSIONS: PAK 

New Delhi: The Pakistan 
Foreign Ministry, in a state¬ 
ment, called upon the in¬ 
ternational community to 
“take serious cognizance of 
India’s aggressive postur¬ 
ing” about taking physical 
jurisdiction of PoK, and 
said “such irresponsible 
and belligerent statements 
have the potential to fur¬ 
ther escalate tensions and 
seriouslyjeopardise peace 
and security in the region. 
Pakistan stands for peace, 
but would be ready to re¬ 
spond effectively to any act 
of aggression”. 


J&K issue is expected to dominate 
the discourse. India has now un¬ 
veiled an offensive diplomatic 
strategy to counter what is per¬ 
ceived by Delhi as Pakistan’s war¬ 
mongering. 

On Pakistan Prime Minister 
Imran Khan’s statement that there 
is no point talking to India, 
Jaishankar said part of the problem 
with Pakistan is that it has only 
been talking and not doing any¬ 
thing on terrorism. “They think 
nice words are an answer to the 
real problem. The real problem is 
the dismantling of this (terror) in¬ 
dustry that they have created... 
Show me a country in the world 
which will accept that its neigh¬ 
bour can conduct terrorism and 
then it will go and talk to that 
neighbour. Our position is com¬ 
pletely normal, rational. They are 
the people whose behaviour is a 
set of aberrations. The abnormal¬ 
ity is theirs.” 

Flanked by Foreign Secretary 
Vijay Keshav Gokhale and MEA’s 
official spokesperson Raveesh 


Kumar, the External Affairs 
Minister said Article 370 is an “in¬ 
ternal issue”, while the real issue 
on hand is Pakistan-sponsored ter¬ 
rorism. “Show me anywhere in the 
world where a country openly 
uses terrorism as part of their for¬ 
eign policy.” 

Defending the J&K move, 
Jaishankar said: “It (Article 370) 
was a temporary provision which 
is not often used in the analysis of 
events... The provision had actually 
become dysfunctional. It was be¬ 
ing arbitraged by some narrow set 
of people for their own gains. By 
doing so, they were impeding de¬ 
velopment and feeding a sense of 
separatism. The separatism was 
being utilised by Pakistan to carry 
out cross-border terrorism.” 

“So, here was an incoming gov¬ 
ernment which could either do 
something that was done for the 
last several decades but was un¬ 
successful, or do something differ¬ 
ently. We tried to do something 
differently,” he said. 

Stressing that the international 
community understands India’s 
reasons for abrogating Article 370, 
he said the country’s position on 
Kashmir has been clear since 1972 
and it is not going to change. 

“Beyond a point, don’t worry 
too much about what people will 
say on Kashmir. There is complete 
predictability about my position... 
At the end of the day, it is my issue. 
On my issue, my position has pre¬ 
vailed and will prevail.” 

Responding to statements of 
US Congress members on 
Kashmir, he said: “I would ask 
them: you have confronted terror¬ 
ism, what was your response? You 
have confronted separatism, what 
was your response? Would you be 
impassive if affirmative action was 
not implemented?... What would 
you do if the laws of your country 
don’t apply to all parts of the coun¬ 
try? Ask yourself the same ques¬ 


tions and if after all that you have a 
point of view, I will be happy to talk 
to you.” 

Quoting Prime Minister Modi, 
Jaishankar said that Pakistan has 
developed a reputation for “inter¬ 
national terrorism” and India has 
a reputation for information tech¬ 
nology — both acronymed IT. 

He said “not just Pakistan” but 
“the whole world” will be watch¬ 
ing US President Donald Trump 
share the stage with the Prime 
Minister at an Indian diaspora 
event in Houston, which reflects 
the state of India-US relationship. 

Asked about the significance 
of Trump at the Houston event 
and the message to Pakistan, 
Jaishankar said “it is not just 
Pakistan, the whole world will be 
watching the Houston event and 
take lessons about what Indian- 
Americans have achieved... I think 
there are multiple messages 
there. Obviously, it is for 
Pakistanis to read what they read 
into it, and I would say the same 
applies to other people in the 
world as well.” 

On a possible meeting be¬ 
tween Modi and Khan on the side¬ 
lines of the UNGA, he said, “just 
look at the climate” and pointed to 
the constraints of having a dia¬ 
logue. There was, however, no cat¬ 
egorical no to the question. 

On a likely meeting with 
Pakistan’s Foreign Minister Shah 
Mahmood Qureshi on the side¬ 
lines of the SAARC Foreign 
Ministers meeting in New York, 
Jaishankar said they were together 
at the Commonwealth Foreign 
Ministers meeting at the same 
place in the past. SAARC, he said, 
is about regional cooperation. 
“SAARC needs trade, needs con¬ 
nectivity, and doesn’t need terror¬ 
ism. Which country is promoting 
SAARC, and which is country is 
impeding SAARC is known,” he 
said.

The PSA Advisory Board is meant 
to act as a check and balance on the 
government’s use of this stringent 
law — it allows for detention with¬ 
out a formal charge and without trial 
for up to two years—and that’s why 
the judiciary was made part of its ap¬ 
pointment exercise. The chairperson 
of the board could only be appointed 
in consultation with the Chiefjustice 
of the Jammu and Kashmir High 
Court. 

Ironically, one of the last deci¬ 
sions of the PDP-BJP government led 
by Mehbooba Mufti was to do away 
with this. In May 2018, days before 
her government fell, an ordnance 
was brought in that took the judici¬ 
ary out and vested the powers with 
a committee of bureaucrats. The or¬ 
dinance was promulgated by then 
Governor N N Vohra on May 22, 
2018 when the Assembly was in re¬ 
cess. 

The current three-member 
Advisory Board is headed by former 
J&K HC judge Janak Raj Kotwal. 
Kotwal was appointed to the post on 
January 30, after the State 
Administrative Council (SAC) got the 
sanction for his appointment from 
Governor Satya Pal Malik. The post 
had until then remained vacant 
since March 2018. 

Before the ordinance was prom¬ 
ulgated, Section 14(3) of the PSA 
said, “The Chairman and the other 
members of the Board shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the Government in con¬ 
sultation with the Chiefjustice of the 
High Court.” 

Following the amendments 
brought in through the ordnance, 
the concurrence of chiefjustice of 
High Court was no more required as 
long as the chairman was not a sit¬ 
ting judge of the High Court. The 
concerned section now read: “The 
chairman and other members of the 
Board shall be appointed by the gov¬ 
ernment on the recommendation 
of the Search-cum-Selection 
Committee consisting of the follow- 
ing: Chief Secretary (Chairman): 
Administrative Secretary, Home 
Department (Member); 

Administrative Secretary, 
Department of Law and Justice and 
Parliament (Member)...” 

It said that the Chiefjustice of the 


High Court was to be consulted only 
if the chairman was a sitting judge of 
the High Court or District or Sessions 
court. 

That the advisory board has con¬ 
firmed almost all PSA orders it has 
received from the J&K administra¬ 
tion ever since Home Minister Amit 
Shah announced abrogation of 
Article 370 is in keeping with the 
long-standing tradition of PSA advi¬ 
sory boards in Kashmir. 

According to data retrieved by 
Venkatesh Nayak and Dr Shaikh 
Ghulam Rasool through RTI for 
Commonwealth Human Rights 
Initiative (CHRI), between April 2016 
and mid-December 2017 the State 
Government referred 1,004 deten¬ 
tion orders to the Advisory Board. It 
confirmed 998 orders, a confirma¬ 
tion rate of 99.4%. 

Significantly, CHRI found that in 
the same period, Jammu and 
Kashmir High Court admitted 941 
pleas seeking quashing of the deten¬ 
tion orders. Of these, 764 detention 
orders were quashed. 

PSA has often been criticised by 


human rights activists as among the 
most abused laws in the country also 
earning it the moniker of the “law¬ 
less law”. Under the law, however, 
Advisory Boards have powers to call 
for detailed reasons from the district 
magistrate for detention of a person 
under PSA. The Board is supposed to 
examine the reasons thoroughly for 
a maximum period of six weeks 
within which it can also call for rep¬ 
resentation from the person against 
whom the detention order has been 
issued. The spirit behind the provi¬ 
sion is clear that the administration 
must not make any arbitrary deten¬ 
tions under the PSA. 

According to Amnesty 
International estimates there have 
been over 20,000 detentions under 
the Act since it came into force in 
1978. Interestingly, many people 
have found it difficult to get out of jail 
even after High Courts have quashed 
detention orders as the law allows 
the administration to slap the per¬ 
son with fresh charges under PSA. 

As The Indian Express reported 
yesterday, since the Pulwama attack 


on February 14 and until August 4, 
records show that as many as 150 
habeas corpus petitions were filed 
in the Srinagar bench of the Jammu 
and Kashmir High Court against PSA 
orders. Of these, verdicts came in 39 
cases - in almost 80%, the court 
quashed the detention and ordered 
the release of the detainee. 

Dalit murdered 

family’s “honour”. 

On Sunday, Abhishank Pal (23), 
fondly called Monu, was killed by 
family members of Shivani Gupta, 
with whom he was reportedly in a 
relationship with, in what police said 
was an honour killing. Abhishank 
was on his way to the hospital where 
his mother Rambeti (56) was admit¬ 
ted when Shivani’s father and two 
associates caught him, tied to the 
charpoy and set him on fire. Five per¬ 
sons, including two women, are ac¬ 
cused, and three have been arrested. 

Abhishank was admitted to the 
same hospital as his mother, said 
Mithilesh’s younger brother Ajay Pal. 
“If you leave some parts of his face, 


his whole body had turned black. He 
was still alive and crying in pain so 
we mshed him to the district hospi¬ 
tal where Rambeti was. When she 
got to know about Monu, she suf¬ 
fered a heart attack. We were taking 
her to Lucknow but she died on the 
way. Hours later, Monu was also re¬ 
ferred to Lucknow and he, too, died 
on the way,” said Ajay. 

In Bhadaicha village in Hardoi, 
Mithilesh is still coming to terms 
with the loss. His house is deserted 
and he was just discharged from the 
same hospital Tuesday after suffer¬ 
ing a minor heart attack. A day after 
the two cremations, he barely 
speaks. His brother, Ajay said: “It is 
the hate other castes have for us.” 

According to Ajay, Rambeti fell ill 
Saturday and was admitted to hospi¬ 
tal. “Doctors referred her to Lucknow 
and we asked Monu to go home and 
bring some cash. But Radhey and 
others had different plans,” said Ajay, 
who drives a mini-bus. 

“When Monu was returning 
with the money, around 1 am 
Sunday, he was stopped by Radhey, 


his neighbours Satyam Singh and his 
brother Shikhar Singh outside their 
house. They used derogatory lan¬ 
guage and when Monu tried to stop 
them, they assaulted him with rods 
and broke his limbs. Later, they 
poured petrol and set him on fire af¬ 
ter locking him in a room. Village lo¬ 
cals heard the noise and police were 
informed. He was admitted to the 
district hospital with more than 70 
per cent bum injuries.” 

This is also what the FIR, regis¬ 
tered after Abhishank’s death, states. 
In it, Radhey Gupta and four others 
have been booked for murder, as¬ 
sault and breach of peace along with 
sections of the Atrocities Act. 

At the Kotwali police station 8 km 
away, in a lock-up with a dozen oth¬ 
ers, is Radhey Gupta. He claimed he 
did not have children of his own and 
that he had adopted his niece Shivani 
decades ago. 

“I was driven by anger and it all 
happened in the spur of the mo¬ 
ment. Sometimes a man has to do 
something to save the dignity of his 
caste and family. I did the same. I do 
not know if I am proud of it or not,” 
he said. 

His wife Daali Gupta (46) and 20- 
year-old Shivani Gupta, also co-ac¬ 
cused in the murder, sit on chairs 
kept outside. Though police said 
Radhey confessed to lulling Monu af¬ 
ter he saw him with his niece, Daali 
still blamed Shivani and regretted 
the decision to adopt her around 17 
years ago. 

“She is the daughter of my 
brother. When she was around three 
years old, he and his wife came us 
and said that they are unable to raise 
her. As we did not have any child, we 
decided to adopt her. We sent her to 
school but did not know that she will 
show her tme colours. In school, she 
started talking to Monu. Now years 
later, because of her, we are going to 
jail. She should be the one responsi¬ 
ble. We are innocent,” she said. 

Shivani said she has been beaten 
by Radhey and Daali on multiple oc¬ 
casions after they found out about 
Monu. They met in school, she said, 
and started talking to each other reg¬ 
ularly. 

“When my uncle and aunt got to 
know about Monu, they beat me up. 
I even stayed with my biological 
mother for around a week. When I 
returned, I was again beaten up. And 
after my intermediate, they did not 
let me study further. I was not al¬ 
lowed to go outside without their 
permission,” she said, showing a 
deep red scar on her face. 

“On Saturday night, I wanted to 
meet Monu and I messaged him to 
come to my house. He came to the 
roof where we all slept. Monu and I 
then went downstairs but uncle 
woke up. Furious, my uncle and aunt 
and came to my room and caught us. 
Monu was beaten up and I was 
locked in a different room,” she said. 

“I tried to stop them, I begged and 
cried but they did not listen to me. 
After all the beating, uncle and aunty 
poured petrol and Monu and burnt 
him alive.” 

Additional SP (east) Gyananjay 
Singh said three accused have been 
arrested while police teams have 
been formed to nab village locals 
Satyam Singh and Shikhar Singh, 
who were also allegedly involved in 
the crime. 


UAV crashes during trial

AN ADVANCED version of an unmanned aerial 
vehicle, which is being developed by the Defence 
Research Development Organisation (DRDO) as 
part of its UAV programme, crashed during a trial 
flight conducted in the Chitradurga region of 
Karnataka on Tuesday morning. 

The Rustom II UAV crashed in fields near 
Challakere in the Chitradurga district where a 
DRDO flight test facility, the Aeronautical Test 
Range, is located. “Unmanned Aerial Vehicle be¬ 
ing developed by DRDO on experimental flight 
trial in new configuration has crash landed in fields 
near ATR Chitradurga. Data is being analysed,” 
DRDO said in a statement on social media. 

The Rustom UAVs have been developed to re¬ 
place Israeli UAVs used by Indian forces. The 
Rustom II is considered to be an unmanned com¬ 
bat aerial vehicle. 


ED attaches Delhi farmhouse, fort 
in Bikaner in Moin Qureshi case

THE ENFORCEMENT Directorate 
(ED) has attached a fort in 
Rajasthan along with a farm¬ 
house in Delhi allegedly belong¬ 
ing to shell companies floated by 
controversial meat exporter 
Moin Qureshi. The agency on 
Tuesday claimed it had attached 
a fort in Rajasthan and a 
Chhatarpur farmhouse among 
others in connection with its 
money laundering probe against 
Qureshi. 

ED said a provisional order 
for attachment has been issued 
under the Prevention of Money 


Laundering Act (PMLA) and the 
total value of the properties is Rs 
9.35 crore. 

The shell companies identi¬ 
fied by the agency are Evershine 
Hospitality Private Limited, 
Skyrise Infratech Private Limited, 
Empire Sales Private Limited, 
Impress Estates Private Limited 
and Millennium Propcon Private 
Limited. 

Based on a CBI FIR, the ED had 
a few years back filed a PMLA 
case against Moin Qureshi, his 
company AMQgroup, employee 
Aditya Sharma, Pradeep Koneru 
of Timex Group of companies, 
former CBI Director A P Singh, 
and other unknown persons and 
public servants. 


12-year-old schoolboy booked for 
murder of his teacher in Mumbai

MUMBAI, SEPTEMBER 17 


A 12-YEAR-OLD boy in Mumbai 
has been booked for the murder 
of his teacher, who was also his 
school principal. According to 
police, the boy is probably the 
youngest to be booked under 
Section 302 of the IPC in the city. 

The boy is alleged to have 
stabbed his tuition teacher at her 
home. Before being sent to an ob- 
servation home, the boy al¬ 
legedly told the police at first that 
he felt humiliated when the 
teacher scolded him in front of 


two other students when he 
asked for money. He later al¬ 
legedly said that he had been 
paid to kill her. 

As per law, a child between 
seven and 12 years has partial 
defence from criminal liability, 
and the prosecution has to es¬ 
tablish that the child knew that 
the act was wrong and he would 
have to face the consequences. 

The deceased lived alone af¬ 
ter she got divorced three years 
ago. 

The police said that around 
8.30 pm on Monday, the boy 
went to the teacher’s home — lo¬ 
cated around 200 metres from 


his house — with a knife. After 
she allowed him in, he sat on a 
sofa and as soon as she turned, 
stabbed her in the back. She 
raised an alarm and started call¬ 
ing for her stepmother, who 
lived opposite to her house. 

Police said when the step¬ 
mother and other family mem¬ 
bers arrived at the house, the boy 
was still there. After the teacher 
was rushed to a hospital, the 
boy’s mother — who was in¬ 
formed about the incident by lo¬ 
cal children — arrived and took 
him home. The police later went 
to the boy’s home and took him 
away for questioning.

NGT HAD OBJECTED TO EXEMPTIONS IN 2017 

This time too, women & 2-wheelers 
likely to be exempted from odd-even 



The scheme is set to return to Delhi between Nov 4 and 15

TWO-WHEELERS and cars being 
driven by women are likely to be 
exempted from the odd-even 
vehicle-rationing scheme, which 
is set to return to Delhi between 
November 4 and November 15. 
As per officials, the Delhi govern¬ 
ment is “not keen” on tweaking 
the list of exemptions drawn up 
before the first two phases of the 
policy’s implementation in 2016. 

The move assumes signifi¬ 
cance in the light of develop¬ 
ments of November 2017, when 
the government had to scrap the 
proposal to implement the pol¬ 
icy two days before it was sup¬ 
posed to come into effect as the 
National Green Tribunal (NGT) 
had directed that the exemp¬ 
tions be withdrawn. 


Asked if the exemptions will 
remain this time around, 
Transport Minister Kailash 
Gahlot said: “Most probably.” 

A senior government official 


said women are likely to be kept 
out of the ambit of the scheme 
keeping the aspect of their safety 
in mind. “The government also 
feels that two-wheelers have to 


be exempted as well, mainly be¬ 
cause the public transport sys¬ 
tem will take some more time to 
reach a level where we can call it 
robust,” the official added. 

In case of cars being driven by 
women, the exemption in 2016 
also included accompanying chil¬ 
dren of up to 12 years age. Vehicles 
carrying children in school uni¬ 
form were also exempted. 

The other exemptions that 
were in force in the last two 
phases covered CNG-vehicles, an 
extensive list of WIPs ranging 
from the President, Prime 
Minister, Chief Justice of India to 
the Lokayukta. Vehicles on med¬ 
ical emergency services were 
also exempted. 

During the odd-even period, 
private cars bearing registration 
number plates ending with odd 
and even digits are allowed to 
ply on alternate days. 


Delhi has a population of 2 
crore, which is served by 5,500 
buses. Around 3,796 of these 
come under the Delhi Transport 
Corporation (DTC), while the 
rest, known as orange cluster 
buses, are owned by private 
players and managed by DIMTS. 

The 373-km-long Delhi 
Metro rail network, which also 
touches parts of neighbouring 
towns such as Gurgaon, Noida, 
Faridabad and Ghaziabad, has 
emerged as Delhi’s lifeline in the 
last few years. 

The augmentation of the 
cluster fleet by 1,000 began last 
month with the induction of 25- 
standard floor buses. According 
to Gahlot, 25 more buses have 
arrived in Delhi and will be in¬ 
ducted soon. According to the of¬ 
ficial timeline, 125 buses are to 
be added in September and 170 
in October. 


‘Urdu academy will

We 
are looking at how the academy 
can help. Even when it comes to 
content, students find it difficult 
to get material. That will also be 
looked at,” Sisodia said. 

At the event, Sisodia said the 
way English and Hindi are 
treated as a standard language of 
teaching and study, Urdu will 
also be treated at par. 

Students from Jamia Millia 
Islamia, Jawaharlal Nehru 
University, District Institute of 
Education and Training and 
Maharishi Valmiki College of 
Education were felicitated.

Addressing a press confer¬ 
ence, Singh alleged that the 
same BJP which blames Mughal 
emperor Babur for “demolish¬ 
ing” Ram Temple in Ayodhya has 
“acted like Babur” in getting the 
Ravidas temple demolished at 
the behest of the DDA. 

On September 11, Chief 
Minister Arvind Kejriwal had 
written to Union Minister for 
Housing and Urban Affairs 
Hardeep Singh Puri requesting 
the Centre to denotify the forest 
land parcel in Tughlaqabad 


where the Ravidas temple stood. 

The temple was demolished 
on August 10 following a 
Supreme Court order, triggering 
widespread protests by follow¬ 
ers of the Bhakti movement saint 
across India. 

“Ek taraf turn kehte ho Babur 
ne Ram ke mandir ko toda, aaj BJP 
rupi Babur ne sant Ravidas

A FATHER-SON duo from the 
United States, who were de¬ 
tained for questioning by police 
on Saturday evening for al¬ 
legedly flying a drone near 
Rashtrapati Bhavan, faced an¬ 
other turn of bad luck after they 
were released on Sunday. They 
were stopped by three men pos¬ 
ing as police personnel near 
India Gate, who stole a wrist 
watch belonging to the son on 
the pretext of checking it. 

An e-FIR has been registered 
at South Avenue and police are 
scanning CCTVs for leads. 

According to police, the inci¬ 
dent took place after Peter James 
Lynn (65) and his son Guillaume 
Leadbetter Lynn (31) were re¬ 
leased on Sunday evening. 

“They had hailed an auto at 
India Gate to get to their hotel on 
Sardar Patel Marg. Right then, a 
car with three men stopped near 
them. They got out and said they 
were with the Airport Police. 
They asked them to hand over 
their bags for checking as they 
suspected that drugs were hid¬ 
den inside,” said an officer. 

Police said two of them 
went back to the car. “The third 
man asked Guillaume to re¬ 
move his watch to show the 
serial number... he asked them 


to come to their office at the 
airport and started walking to¬ 
wards the vehicle. Suspicious, 
Guillaume said they would 
come along. By then, the man 
ran towards the car, got in, and 
the trio sped away,” the officer 
said. 

The duo then approached 
police, who informed the US 
Embassy about the incident. 

On Saturday, Peter and his 
son were caught from the park¬ 
ing area of Central Secretariat 
for allegedly flying a drone fit¬ 
ted with a video camera. They 
claimed they didn’t know flying 
drones is banned in Delhi. 

The incident came to light 
around 6.45 pm on September 
14 when personnel stationed in 
Parakram vans at Vijay Chowk 
saw something suspicious flying 
in the air and made a PCR call. 

“Senior officers of the New 
Delhi district rushed to the spot 
and started to look for the oper¬ 
ators. They found the duo sit¬ 
ting in the parking area; they 
were taken to a nearby police 
station and questioned by intel¬ 
ligence agencies and the Special 
Cell. They were released on 
Sunday after district officials 
discussed the matter with the 
JCP (New Delhi range),” an offi¬ 
cer said.

Spa crackdown: SDMC 
to tweak licence rules

THE SOUTH Delhi Municipal 
Corporation (SDMC) is planning 
to make changes in rules for pro¬ 
viding health trade licences to spa 
and massage parlours so that a re¬ 
cent proposal to disallow “cross¬ 
gender massage” (a woman giv¬ 
ing a massage to a man or 
vice-versa) can be incorporated. 

A senior SDMC official said 
they have received instructions 
from the deliberative wing, and 
the new rule is likely to be noti¬ 
fied in a month’s time. 

On Monday, the SDMC 
standing committee had pro¬ 
posed fresh guidelines for mas¬ 
sage parlours and spa centres, 
under which cross-gender mas¬ 
sages would not be allowed, a 
record of visitors would be 
maintained, and it would be 
mandatory for people to show a 
government identity card to 
avail the services. 

Former mayor and standing 


committee member Kamaljeet 
Sehrawat instructed officials to 
not give health trade licences to 
spas if they provide cross-gen¬ 
der massages. 

Sehrawat said there are re¬ 
ports of “immoral activities” be¬ 
ing done under the garb of mas¬ 
sage centres, and guidelines had 
been issued to stop them. 
“India’s culture and Delhi’s cul¬ 
ture do not allow this,” she said. 

The proposal also requires 
spas to install a CCTV at the re¬ 
ception to monitor who enters, 
she said. 

There are currently 297 spa 
centres in South Delhi. 

A senior official said the new 
rules will be examined by the 
health department, after which 
they will be incorporated into 
the set of rules for procuring li¬ 
cences. 

The Delhi Commission for 
Women had earlier written to 
the SDMC, saying it has received 
several complaints about prosti¬ 
tution rackets being operated 
from spas and massage centres.

Air Force Bal Bharti principal cites RTE Act for EWS students

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER17 

TEN CHILDREN have ap¬ 
proached the Delhi High Court 
against directives issued to them 
by a prominent city school to pay 
their fee or face expulsion. All 10 
had been admitted to the school 
under the EWS quota and had 
completed Class VIII in the aca¬ 
demic session 2018-2019. 

Children admitted under the 
EWS quota are entitled to free 
education, which is to be reim¬ 
bursed to the school by the state 
government. 

On August 13, the children 
received a “final reminder" from 
Air Force Bal Bharti School, ask¬ 
ing them to pay the fee for two 
academic quarters, spanning 
from April to September. 

“You are advised to pay the 
school dues latest by August 19 
else the name of your child will 
be struck off from the school 
rolls...,” read the letters to their 
parents, which had been signed 
by principal Sunita Gupta. They 
have been asked to pay fees 
amounting to Rs 36,620. 

Most of these children are 


residents of Nizamuddin basti. 

This is not the first time the 
school has sent such a commu¬ 
nication to the students. 

Earlier this year, The Indian 
Express had reported that stu¬ 
dents who had been admitted 
to the school against seats re¬ 
served for the EWS category 
and were going to complete 
Class VIII had received a letter 
from the principal, telling them 
that they would no longer be el¬ 
igible for free education once 
they reach Class IX. 

“As per the Right to 
Education Act 2009, the school 
is required to provide free and 
compulsory education up to el¬ 
ementary level i.e. up to Class VIII 
only. Thereof, w.e.f. 1 April 1, 
2019 your son/daughter... will 
not be eligible for freeship cate¬ 
gory. You are, therefore, advised 
to make suitable arrangement,” 
the letters had read. 

This year, hundreds of stu¬ 
dents who had been admitted 
under this provision to Class I in 
2011— the year the RTE rules 
were implemented— find them¬ 
selves in this vulnerable position 
after having completed Class VIII, 
with several schools pushing 


parents to pay the fees. 

The petition by the students 
in court draws attention to the 
fact that the school in question 
had been constructed on land 
granted by public authorities 
such as the DDA at a nominal 
cost, which have rules on EWS 
students pre-dating the Right to 
Education Act, 2009. 

The Delhi Right of Children 
to Free and Compulsory 
Education Rules, 2011, state that 
such schools “shall continue to 
fulfill their obligation for pro¬ 
viding free education beyond 
elementary education and till 
completion of secondary/sen¬ 
ior secondary education, as the 
case may be...” 

Principal Gupta said that 
schools are well within their 
right to ask for fee from the stu¬ 
dents concerned. 

“The freeship provision in the 
Right to Education Act is only till 
Class VIII or till the student turns 
14 years old, whichever is 
sooner,” she said. 

Asked about the unique con¬ 
ditions binding schools such as 
hers, she said the school was 
“seeking legal counsel on the 
matter”. 


Businessman shot dead outside 
home, accused snatch gold chain 


Five areas around Metro 
stations chosen for uplift

A 44-YEAR-OLD businessman 
was shot dead outside his home 
by two bike-borne assailants, in 
North East Delhi’s Jyoti Nagar 
Monday night. Before opening 
fire, they allegedly tried to rob 
him and got into a scuffle when 
he resisted. During the confronta¬ 
tion, one of them opened fire at 
the man’s shoulder, police said, 
adding that they allegedly robbed 
his gold chain and a silver locket, 
but not Rs 50,000 and gold rings 
he had on him. 

Police said the victim, Rajul 
Gupta, owned an electronic 
goods showroom in Jyoti Nagar. 
“He left his shop around 9 pm and 
was heading home on his scooter

when the incident took place. We 
have scanned several CCTV cam¬ 
eras and found that the assailants 
were following him after he left 
his shop. After reaching home, he 
parked his two-wheeler and was 
going inside when he was 
stopped by the two men. The as¬ 
sailants tried to rob him, but he 
resisted and started screaming for 
help after catching hold of one of 
them,” a senior officer said. 

Preliminary investigation has 
revealed that before family mem¬ 
bers and locals could react, one of 


the assailants allegedly whipped 
out a pistol and opened fire. “After 
injuring him, they robbed him of 
his gold chain and a silver locket,” 
an officer said. 

Rajul is survived by his wife 
Shivani (39) and two children, 
Muskan (18) and Om (16). He 
and his two brothers, Anuj and 
Amit, lived in a three-storey 
house with their families in 
Jyoti Nagar. 

DCP (North East) Ved Prakash 
Surya said, “Rajul was taken to 
Shanti Mukand Hospital by his 
family, where he succumbed to 
his injuries during treatment. 
We found that an altercation had 
taken place between the victim 
and the accused before he was 
shot dead. We are investigating 
the case and the accused will be 
identified soon.”

THE DELHI Development 
Authority (DDA) Monday ap¬ 
proved the transit-oriented de¬ 
velopment (TOD) policy, under 
which it plans to develop high- 
density, mixed-use areas around 
five Metro stations in the capital 
in the first phase. 

The Metro stations around 
which areas have been selected 
for the revamp include Mayur 
Vihar Extension, Dwarka 
Sector 18, Dwarka Sector 21, 
Mukundpur, Sarojini Nagar and 
INA (combined). 

Under the TOD policy, the 
DDA will plan the areas as sus¬ 
tainable urban centres, with fa¬ 
cilities for basic needs, shopping, 
office work, transport, public 


amenities and entertainment lo¬ 
cated close to each other to spare 
people long trips. 

The policy aims to improve 
public-transit ridership, reduce 
vehicular pollution and green¬ 
house emissions. 

DAA vice-chairperson Tarun 
Kapoor said development work 
will be done by private agencies, 
while planning will be done by 
the DDA. 

“The policy promotes high- 
density, mixed-use, mixed-in- 
come buildings within a short 
distance of a rapid public trans¬ 
port network, set in a public 
realm that encourages more 
people to use public transport,” 
he said. 

The proposal will be for¬ 
warded to the Union Housing 
Ministry for its approval and no¬ 
tification, officials said. 



1984 riots: Court relief to woman who lost husband

But 
when the suspect was produced 
before her, she failed to identify 
him. She believed it was a minor 


lapse; instead she faced a23-year 
trial after the then sessions judge, 
S N Dhingra, filed a complaint 
against her on November 13, 
1996, accusing her of giving a false 
statement to the court. 

She spent the next 23 years 
fighting for justice in her hus¬ 
band's case, and also defending 
herself at Karkardooma court. 
She would leave her son and 
daughter at home during hear¬ 
ings, and work at a local dispen¬ 
sary to pay for her children's edu¬ 
cation. “I was so scared. My 
husband was killed and I was fac¬ 


ing trial. I was grateful that I got a 
lawyer who did not demand 
money at the time,” Satnami, 
who paid the lawyer in install¬ 
ments, told The Indian Express. 

With a trial court acquitting 
her Tuesday, her ordeal has finally 
come to an end. The judgement 
passed by Metropolitan 
Magistrate Shivali Sharma read: 
“The explanation offered by the 
accused appears to be quite prob¬ 
able and the two statements, 
when read in the light of the ex¬ 
planation, do not appear to be 
contradictory to each other in 


such a manner that both cannot 
co-exist and either of them is nec¬ 
essarily false. This probability is 
sufficient to cloud the entire case 
of the prosecution with doubt 
and the benefit of this doubt has 
to be given to the accused... I have 
no hesitation in holding that the 
prosecution has failed to prove 
the offence... beyond any reason¬ 
able doubt.” 

Satnami told The Indian 
Express: “I saw my husband being 
burnt to death. I remember that 
night when we were cooped up 
in fear; I thought they would 


never break through the door. The 
next afternoon, they managed 
to... It was a mob of20-25 people... 
It was tough to fight the case as a 
widow, and tougher to do it fight¬ 
ing as an accused.” 

Her counsel, Sumit Sandeep 
Tyagi said, “Fighting a 20-year 
case was no small matter. In her 
husband's murder, some were 
convicted and some acquitted. 
Her trial moved slowly until the 
apex court ordered fast-tracking 
of cases older than 10 years. She 
was thankfully given the benefit 
of doubt by the trial court.”

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Laxmi was under police nose, says wildlife 
dept; search op intensifies, but in vain

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER 17 


A DAY after The Indian Express re¬ 
ported that a missing elephant, 
which had the Delhi Police and 
wildlife officials on its tail for over 
two months, had been kept in 
hiding in the national capital all 
along, police and the wildlife de¬ 
partment intensified their search 
operations. 

Wildlife officials Tuesday 
claimed that 35-year-old Laxmi, 
Delhi’s last elephant that has 
been missing since July 6, was 
last kept hidden in IP Extension, 
Patparganj, for around 10-15 
days — less than a kilometre from 
the office of the DCP (East). 

After receiving information 
that she was kept there, forest 
and wildlife officials said they 
rushed to the spot around 2 pm. 
But by the time they arrived at 
the spot, which they said was va¬ 
cant land opposite a banquet hall, 
Laxmi and its caretaker were 
gone. All that remained was ele¬ 
phant dung, officials said. 

An officer from the depart¬ 
ment, who was part of the search 
operation, said, “Local people, in¬ 
cluding security guards, told us 
that the elephant was being kept 
here for 10-15 days... The land 


does not have fencing or a bound¬ 
ary (wall) but has tall grass.” 

He added that four teams 
were formed later to comb 
through the Yamuna floodplains 
from Mayur Vihar Phase 1 to 
Akshardham, but Laxmi could 


not be found. The operation will 
continue Wednesday. 

A senior Delhi Police officer 
said, “The wildlife department 
received information that the 
elephant was sighted in East 
Delhi Tuesday and we had a

joint-team working with them to 
trace it. We will continue our ef¬ 
forts and we are also trying to 
find Yusuf Ali.” 

The Indian Express had met 
Ali, who claims to be the animal’s 
owner and has been with the ele¬ 
phant for the last two months, on 
Monday. 

“After the incident on July 6, 
we went into hiding. I hid Laxmi 
in the forests near the banks of 
the Yamuna for a few days while 
I kept shifting homes, staying 
with my relatives here,” he had 
claimed. 

Laxmi was reported missing 
after wildlife officials had gone to 
seize it from the banks of the 
Yamuna near ITO. During the op¬ 
eration, there was a scuffle be¬ 
tween officials and the family 
that was taking care of Laxmi, in 


the course of which the ele¬ 
phant’s mahout fled with it. 

The department has alleged 
its officers were attacked by 
members of the family. Later that 
month, a letter was sent to chief 
wildlife wardens across the 
country with the description of 
the elephant to help trace it. 

Meanwhile, within the fam¬ 
ily that has taken care of Laxmi, a 
rift has emerged over who owns 
the animal. Relatives alleged that 
Yusuf is not the actual owner. 
Mahboob Ali (29) claimed Yusuf 
took hold of Laxmi illegally after 
his father and Yusufs brother, 
Yaqoob Ali, died in 2014. He 
claimed the elephant’s owner¬ 
ship certificate is in his father’s 
name. Ali denies this and claims 
the elephant was given to him 
when his father divided his as¬ 
sets in 2003. 

Mahboob also said they have 
filed a civil case for taking back 
possession of Laxmi from Yusuf, 
along with a criminal case 
against him for allegedly taking 
hold of the elephant illegally. 

“If Laxmi is seized by the de¬ 
partment, it would become an¬ 
other lengthy process of trying 
to get the elephant back... 
Though, I would still make a re¬ 
quest to the government,” 
Mahboob said. 


RFID TECH AT 13 TOLL PLAZAS 

35,000 vehicles slip 
past toll collectors 
daily, says South MCD

MORE THAN 35,000 commer¬ 
cial vehicles have been slipping 
into the capital every day with¬ 
out paying tax since the imple¬ 
mentation of the radio-fre¬ 
quency identification (RFID) 
project at 13 toll plazas. This is as 
per an internal report prepared 
by the South Corporation. 
Around 85% of vehicles enter 
Delhi through these 13 points. 

Implemented at the toll 
plazas on July 17, the RFID tech¬ 
nology allows for automatic toll 
deduction. Commercial vehicles 
entering Delhi have to pay a green 
cess or environment compensa¬ 
tion charge between Rs 700 and 
Rs 1,400, and toll between Rs 100 
and Rs 2,000, depending on the 
vehicles’ size and category. 

There are separate RHD lanes 
for commercial drivers and the 
money is deducted through the 


RFID tag installed on the wind¬ 
shield. The deadline for com¬ 
mercial vehicles to switch to the 
cashless RFID system was 
September 14. 

According to an official, on an 
average, over 35,000 commer¬ 
cial vehicles get away using the 
free lane meant for private vehi¬ 
cles every day. This causes losses 
up to Rs 35 lakh per day for the 
vendor issued the contract to mn 
the system, he said, adding that 
the estimated losses will mn into 
crores every month. There are 58 
RFID lanes and 38 free lanes at 
toll plazas. 

The official also said they are 
unable to halt vehicles for check¬ 
ing as it would lead to traffic 
snarls. Over the past few months, 
officials said the number of peo¬ 
ple dodging tax had shot up after 
toll collectors were ordered not 
to station bouncers at booths. It 
has slipped further since RFID 
implementation, they said. 

At some toll plazas, the official 


said, there are plans to install 
high-resolution cameras in all 
lanes to monitor those who don’t 
pay tax. “This will ensure we have 
licence plate details of all such ve¬ 
hicles. But to penalise them, we 
need a centralised system of shar¬ 
ing information with the traffic 
and transport department as they 
have the database,” he said. 

“Another option is to equip all 
lanes with RFID, which will cost 
another Rs 50 crore. This is a pol¬ 
icy decision that needs to be taken 
keeping the South body’s weak fi¬ 
nancial condition in mind,” the of¬ 
ficial added. Developing the pres¬ 
ent structure cost the corporation 
around Rs 80 crore, while equip¬ 
ping all lanes with RFID will cost 
around Rs 125 crore. 

SDMC standing committee 
chairperson Bhupender Gupta 
said any project has initial hic¬ 
cups, but it gets streamlined in 
later stages. “I will hold meetings 
with officials to chalk out a solu¬ 
tion,” he said. 


Left sweep in JNUSU polls, Aishe 
Ghosh first SFI president in 13 years

THE UNITED Left Panel swept the 
Jawaharlal Nehru University 
Students’ Union (JNUSU) elec¬ 
tions for the fourth year in a row 
Tuesday. With Aishe Ghosh being 
elected president, JNU got its first 
Students’ Federation of India (SH) 
president after 13 years. 

Dhananjay Tripathi was the 
last JNUSU president from the or¬ 
ganisation in 2006-07. 

Of the total 5,728 votes, 
Ghosh got 2,313 votes. At the post 
of vice-president, Saket Moon 
from the Democratic Students’ 
Federation got 3,365 votes, more 
than 2.5 times the votes secured 
by ABVP’s Shruti Agnihotri, his 
competitor. 

Satish Chandra Yadav from 
the All India Students’ 
Association (AISA) won the post 
of secretary by securing 2,518 
votes. Similarly, All India 
Students’ Federation’s Mohd 
Danish won the post of joint sec¬ 
retary with 3,295 votes — more 
than double the votes secured by 
ABVP’s Sumanta Kumar Sahu. 

ABVP emerged as the runner- 
up on all four posts. 

SFI has maintained a strong¬ 
hold in the JNUSU polls for sev¬ 
eral years. However, when JNUSU 
elections were restarted in 2012 
following lifting of a ban by the 
Supreme Court, the All India 
Students’ Association (AISA) had 
emerged as the stronger Left 
force. Even since 2015, when AISA 
and SFI first formed an alliance, 
AISA always fought on the presi¬ 
dent’s post. 

Court’s 
order on 
Rapid Metro 
to continue 


Chandigarh: With the Haryana 
Shehri Vikas Pradhikaran set to 
transfer the Gurgaon Metro to 
Delhi Metro Rail Corporation for 
further operations, the Punjab 
and Haryana High Court Tuesday 
asked the Rapid Metrorail 
Gurgaon Limited and Rapid 
Metrorail Gurgaon South Limited 
to continue operating the two 
Metro links till further orders. It 
also sought names of retired 
judges who would oversee the 
transfer process of assets be¬ 
tween Rapid Metro and HSVP. 

The division bench Tuesday 
adjourned the matter to 
Wednesday for consideration of 
the names of retired judges. A to¬ 
tal of four names will be submit¬ 
ted by the parties before the bench 
for consideration, of which two 
are likely to be given the task of su¬ 
pervising the process of transfer. 

Senior Advocate Chetan 
Mittal, appearing for HSVP, said an 
agreement has been reached with 
the DMRC: “The assets can be 
handed to the HSVP in presence 
of a retired judge. The court has 
ordered the interim order (asking 
Rapid Metrorail to continue run¬ 
ning the Metro links) continue till 
Wednesday.” ENS 


Ghosh belongs to Durgapur in 
West Bengal and completed her 
graduation from Delhi University 
before joiningJNU for her masters 
in International Relations. She is 
currently a second-year MPhil 
student of the same course. 

The polls were held on 
September 6. The results were 
originally to be declared on 
September 8, but were stayed 
following pleas by two students 
— while one student had alleged 
that his nomination for the post 
of councillor in the JNU stu¬ 
dents’ union was illegally re¬ 
jected, the other sought that the 
elections be held in accordance 
with the LCR to maintain trans¬ 
parency and control excess ex¬ 
penditure. Declaration of the fi¬ 
nal results were stayed by the 
HC due to petitions which were 
Tuesday disposed, and the 
Election Committee (EC) given 
permission to announce the re¬ 
sults. The EC had withheld an¬ 
nouncing around 700 final 
votes, but the leads had sug¬ 
gested a clean sweep for the Left. 

“We knew what the result 
was going to be, but the HC order 
reasserts our politics, and the faith 
that students have in the Left. The 
declaration of this result is a win 
for students who voted for us...,” 
said Ghosh. 

The vote share of Left and 
ABVP have gone up. While the Left 
managed to secure 50.15% of the 
voteshare — more than 5% higher 
than last year, the ABVP got 23.2% 
votes, up by 2% from last year. 

Meanwhile, on the post of 
president, BAPSA’s Jitendra Suna 
got 1,121 votes and ABVP’s 
Manishjangid got 1,128 votes.

The salon offers services 
such as makeup, nail art, hair¬ 
styling and spa. Singh was ar¬ 
rested after Jayesh Patel (32) was 
caught by security officers at IGI 
Airport on September 8. 

“When the news broke about 
Patel, I warned Singh about his ac¬ 
tions. He told me that he wanted 
money and had nothing to do 
with the crime. He said that he 
was just doing his job,” claimed 
Sachdeva. 

Singh, who is called Billu by 
his friends and clients, hails from 
Punjab. He opened the salon four 
years ago. 

He lives with his wife and 
two children aged 15 and 24 in 
Rohini.

Plan for new agency 
to handle exam s for 
govt recruitment 
gets ministry nod

THE FINANCE Ministry has ap¬ 
proved a proposal to streamline 
recruitment of Group-B (non- 
gazetted), Group-C (non-techni- 
cal) and clerical posts in the gov¬ 
ernment along with various 
equivalent recruitment in pub¬ 
lic sector banks, it is learnt. 

A new National Recruitment 
Agency (NRA) will be set up to 
conduct the Common Eligibility 
Test (CET) for all these competi¬ 
tive examinations, in which an 
estimated 2.5 crore candidates 
appear annually. 

Sources in the Finance 
Ministry said that the 
Department of Expenditure ap¬ 
proved the proposal recently, and 
it is now likely to go to the Union 
Cabinet for its consideration. 

Sources said the proposed 
NRA will conduct preliminary 
examinations for all these re¬ 
cruitment, which are at present 
conducted by the Staff Selection 
Commission (SSC) and the 
Institute of Banking Personnel 
Selection (IBPS). As per the pro¬ 
posal, the NRA will subsequently 
forward the list of qualifying can¬ 
didates to the respective recruit¬ 
ing agencies to conduct the 
mains examinations, they 
explained. 

The SSC and IBPS, it is learnt, 
will not be disbanded for now 
and will conduct the mains ex¬ 
aminations as usual. 

According to an estimate, 
more than 2.5 crore candidates sit 
for these prelims, most of them 
conducted by SSC. Recruitment 
conducted at present through the 
SSC and proposed to go to the new 
agency include the Combined

THE PROPOSAL for a new 
agency is meant to 
streamline recruitment 
process on subordinate- 
rank posts in the govern¬ 
ment. The proposed NRA 
is expected to reduce the 
burden of SSC and the 
IBPS, among others, from 
holding preliminary re¬ 
cruitment exams, which is 
an extensive exercise. 

Once up and running, 
NRA will work as a prelim¬ 
inary single-window 
agency to shortlist quali¬ 
fying candidates from 
bulk of applicants and for¬ 
ward the list to SSC, IBPS, 
etc, to hold the mains. 


Graduate Level (CGL) examina¬ 
tion to enter government depart- 
ments as Assistant Section 
Officers and several other exami¬ 
nations for Customs and Central 
Excise, Income Tax Department, 
and Ministry of Railways, among 
others. 

Similarly, recruitment tests 
for clerical-level recruitment in 
public sector banks are proposed 
to go to the NRA. The proposed 
agency, however, will not be in 
charge of recruitment of 
Probationary Officers (PO) in 
banks, sources said. 

Sources said the basic idea 
behind this proposal is to short¬ 
list qualifying candidates 
through a Common Eligibility 
Test before sending them for the 
mains examination.

J&K leaders will be freed in 
less than 18 months: MoS

UNION MINISTER of State in the 
PMO, Dr Jitendra Singh has said 
that politicians detained in 
Jammu and Kashmir after the 
scrapping of special status will be 
released in less than 18 months. 

Pointing out that the media 
keeps asking about the release of 
political leaders detained in the 
state, Singh that 
he always says 
“less than 18 
months”, an ap¬ 
parent refer¬ 
ence to the 
Emergency, 
when leaders of 
all Opposition 
parties were 
jailed. Singh 
was speaking at 
an event in Katra on Sunday. 

When contacted over the 
phone on Tuesday, Singh con¬ 
firmed this, saying that he was 
asked when the leaders would 
be released and “I said less than 
18 months”. 

Singh’s statement is the first 
one by a senior functionary in 
the Union government about the 
maximum time for which main¬ 
stream political leaders in 
Jammu and Kashmir may re¬ 
main under detention. 

About the restoration of 
statehood to Jammu and 
Kashmir, Singh said it will not 
take 72 years, in apparent refer¬ 
ence to the continuation of 
Article 370 for seven decades. As 
the situation normalises, state¬ 
hood will be restored to Jammu 
and Kashmir, he added. 

Taking a dig at Kashmir-cen¬ 
tric politicians, he said they kept 
the people in the dark on Articles 
370 and 35A to ensure continu¬ 
ance of their dynastic rule. The 
struggle launched by Jan Sangh 
founder Syama Prasad Mookerjee 
for one flag, one Constitution and 
one Prime Minister finally came 
true with the abrogation of spe¬ 
cial status, he said, adding that 
there is no place for anti-national 
and separatist activities in Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi’s regime. 

Regarding apprehensions in 
certain quarters about outsiders 
getting jobs in the state, Singh said 
that every state and Union terri¬ 
tory has certain mles with respect 
to recruitment of people, and 
asked how many people from 
Kathua have got jobs in neigh¬ 
bouring Punjab which has no 
special status. Now, with the ab¬ 
rogation of special status, a new 
era of development will begin in 
the state and people of all sections 
of society will benefit, he added.

IN FIRST comments since his de¬ 
tention and subsequent shifting 
to Delhi on the Supreme Court’s 
directions, senior CPI(M) leader 
Mohammad Yousuf Tarigami on 
Tuesday hit out at the BJP-led 
Union government and accused 
it of having “humiliated” the 
people of Jammu and Kashmir. 

Making an emotional appeal, 
the former CPI(M) MLA said that 
the people of Kashmir are not 
asking for “heaven” and just 
want a chance to march together 
with India. “We also want to 
live....we also should get a chance 
to live,” he said. 

He said the government’s ac¬ 
tions have provided fodder to 
“forces who want to encourge vi¬ 
olence in Kashmir”. 

Tarigami said whatever is 
happening in Kashmir is not in 
India’s interest. “We, (Omar) 
Abdullah and the others are not 
terrorists,” he said. 

CPI(M) general secretary 
Sitaram Yechury, who by 
Tarigami’s side at the media con¬ 
ference, said the J&K leader will 


file a writ petition in Supreme 
Court challenging the abrogation 
of special status to J&K under 
Article 370 of the Constitution 
and reorganisation of the state. 

Tarigami asked the people to 
listen to the “version” of 
Kashmiris as well. “You have 
heard only one version (of gov¬ 
ernment)..^ Kashmiri, a 
Hindustani is saying this: please 
listen to us too. We don’t want to 
be killed or destroyed,” he said. 
“We are only saying that take us 
along as well. An average 


Kashmiri is not asking for the 
stars or the heaven. Just give us 
the chance to march together 
with you.” 

On the government’s claim 
that Kashmir has been peaceful 
and not a single bullet has been 
fired, Tarigami said bullets are 
not fired even in jails, but “ajail is 
still ajail”. 

Tarigami and Yechury also 
slammed detention of Lok Sabha 
MP and NC leader Farooq 
Abdullah under the Public Safety 
Act. 


Yashwant stopped, sent back 
by ‘court’ at Srinagar airport

THE JAMMU and Kashmir ad¬ 
ministration sent former Union 
minister Yashwant Sinha back to 
New Delhi on Tuesday after a 
drama of over five hours at at 
Srinagar airport. 

Sinha’s three associates — 
senior journalist Bharat Bhushan, 
civil society member Kapil Kak 
and Sushoba Bharve — were al¬ 
lowed to enter Srinagar. 

On Tuesday morning, 
Deputy Commissioner of 
Srinagar Tariq Ahmad Ganai, 
Budgam SP Amod Nagpuri, and 
SP (Anti-Hijacking) Javed Iqbal 
stopped Sinha at the airport’s ar¬ 
rival lounge. 

“They told us you three 
(Bhushan, Bharve and Kak) are 
free to go but stopped him 
(Sinha),” Bhushan told The Indian 
Express. He said Sinha then asked 
Ganai and the SPs to serve him 



written orders. “He asked the DC 
to hold court at the airport, and 
that he would plead his case,” 
Bhushan said. 

After nearly two hours Ganai, 
who is also the District 
Magistrate, served an order stat¬ 
ing that there is possibility of 
“disturbance of peace and pub¬ 
lic tranquility” if Sinha is allowed 
to move beyond the arrival 
lounge, and was thus being 
stopped as per Section 144 CrPC. 

“Sinha argued that the order 
doesn’t ask him to go back,” 
Bharve said. “He insisted that a 
court be held at the airport lounge 
so that he can plead his case.” 

Ganai then held a court and 
told Sinha that he has inputs that 


his arrival will lead to beach of 
peace, Bhushan said. 

After Sinha refused to fly back 
and said he will hold a sit-in 
protest, the SP came with a sec¬ 
ond written order. But Sinha, 
Bharve said, said he had been an 
IAS officer himself and they have 
no option but to arrest him un¬ 
der Section 188 for defying 
Section 144. 

Around 5 pm, police officials 
came with a wheelchair and 
asked Sinha to sit while his asso¬ 
ciates were locked in the arrival 
lounge. 

In Delhi, Sinha said state offi¬ 
cials said he must get into a car 
which would take him to the 
city. The car, however, stopped at 
a boarding gate and Sinha was 
taken out. “I protested and tried 
to get up (but) was pinned down 
on my wheelchair by use of 
force. I was then forcibly put on 
the flight back,” Sinha said.

Shah targets Cong: People had 
begun to doubt multi-party system

HOME MINISTER Amit Shah on 
Tuesday targeted the Congress, 
saying it performed so poorly 
during its tenure that after 70 
years of independence, people 
began to question whether the 
multi-party system had failed to 
realise the aspirations of citizens. 

Shah said Congress fostered 
a “culture of policy paralysis” and 
there was widespread corrup¬ 
tion in its regime. He also at¬ 
tacked the Congress on the secu¬ 
rity front, saying the borders 



were unguarded prior to 2014. 

He said the state of the coun¬ 
try during Congress rule was 
such that the common man was 
clueless as to where the nation 
was headed. 

“After nearly 70 years of in¬ 
dependence, there was a ques¬ 
tion in the minds of the people 
whether the vision of the found¬ 


ing fathers had really been re¬ 
alised. Whether the multi-party 
democratic system had failed to 
fulfil the aspirations of the citi¬ 
zens of the country," he said, ad¬ 
dressing an event of the All India 
Management Association. 

Shah said the people were 
disappointed with the perform¬ 
ance of the previous govern¬ 
ments. “There was widespread 
corruption, our borders were not 
secure and our soldiers were dy¬ 
ing every day, there was a total 
policy paralysis, lack of clear vi¬ 
sion of the leadership, the econ¬ 
omy was in doldrums, women 
didn’t feel secure and the youth 


was disappointed. There was a 
government where every minis¬ 
ter considered himself as the PM, 
whereas, the PM himself was not 
considered as PM,” he said. 

Shah said in this scenario, the 
nation in 2014 gave a resound¬ 
ing majority to the Narendra 
Modi-led government. 

Talking more on how the 
“culture of policy paralysis” ear¬ 
lier has transformed into a bold 
decision making one, Shah said 
previous governments could 
take only five decisions in the 
past 30 years, whereas, the Modi 
government took over 50 deci¬ 
sions in last five years.

A CRISIS emerged in the 
Congress in Tripura on Tuesday 
with indications that state unit 
chief Pradyut Manikya Deb 
Barman may step down over dif¬ 
ferences with AICC in-charge of 
the state, Luizinho Faleiro. 

Hitting out at Faleiro, who al¬ 
legedly wants to have him re¬ 
placed, Barman said he will not al¬ 
low “BJP and RSS people” to take 
any “key post” inTripura Congress. 

At the heart of the tussle is 
Barman’s plea in Supreme Court 


seeking implementation of the 
National Register of Citizens (NRC) 
in Tripura on the lines of Assam, 
and Faleiro’s alleged attempt to re- 
place Barman with Subal 
Bhowmik, who rejoined the 
Congress from the BJP in March. 

Bhowmik had left the 
Congress in 2013 and floated a 
regional party a year later. He 
joined BJP in 2016 and rejoined 
the Congress in March this year. 

On Tuesday, Barman told The 
Indian Express, “BJP and RSS peo¬ 
ple want to take key post in 
Tripura. I will not allow that.” 

Sources said Barman and 
Faleiro had a showdown over the 


NRC issue at a meeting of 
Congress leaders from the north¬ 
eastern states last week, chaired 
by party president Sonia Gandhi. 
A leader who attended the 
meeting said Faleiro argued that 
Barman should not annoy 
Bengalis in the state. 

Barman said, “I had filed a 
case seeking NRC in Tripura. He 
(Faleiro) told me that you to 
withdraw your case or step down 
as (Congress’sTripura) president. 
I will not withdraw the case.... I 
am not compromising on with¬ 
drawing the NRC plea. I cannot 
betray the people.” 

Barman is scheduled to meet 


Sonia on Wednesday and 
sources said he is in a mood to 
step down. 

Barman said every Bengali in 
Tripura is not a Bangladeshi. 
“Anyone who is a genuine 
Indian, irrespective of religion, 
irrespective of language or faith, 
should not be discomforted," he 
said. “But there should be a 
process — there may beTripuris 
who have come in, there may be 
Nepalis who have come in...” 

Barman maintained that im¬ 
plementation of NRC in Tripura 
“could even exclude key mem¬ 
bers of the Biplab Deb govern¬ 
ment in Tripura.”

A DAY after six BSP legislators 
approached Rajasthan Assembly 
Speaker C P Joshi, seeking to 
merge with the ruling Congress 
in the state, BSP chief Mayawati 
on Tuesday called the Congress 
a “untrustworthy” party that al¬ 
ways looks to hurt those who 
support it rather than taking on 
its “main rival”. 

Mayawati said despite BSP’s 
unconditional support to the 
Congress in this year’s Lok Sabha 
elections, the grand old party has 
betrayed its trust. 

In multiple tweets in Hindi, 
the BSP chief stated, “By break¬ 
ing MLAs from the BSP, the 
Congress government in 
Rajasthan has once again proven 
that it is a non-trustworthy 
party. This is a betrayal of the BSP 
movement, done at a time when 
the BSP was giving uncondi¬ 
tional support to the Congress 
government (in Rajasthan) from 
outside.” 

Indirectly accusing the 
Congress of shying away from 
taking on the BJP directly, she 
tweeted, “Instead of fighting 
against its bitter rival party/or- 
ganisations, the Congress party 
always looks to hurt those which 
support it. The Congress is, thus, 
a party that is against SCs, STs, 
OBCs and has never been sincere 
and honest about the right to 
reservation of these classes.” 

The BSP chief also accused 
the Congress of always being op¬ 
posed to B R Ambedkar and his 
humanitarian ideology. “For this

reason,” she stated, “Ambedkar 
had to resign as the first Law 
minister of the country. The 
Congress neither let him get 
elected to the Lok Sabha nor con¬ 
ferred on him the Bharat Ratna. 
Very sad and shameful.” 

The move by the BSP MLAs in 
Rajasthan is a major setback for 
Mayawati and her politics out¬ 
side Uttar Pradesh. In January 
this year, riding on the strength 
of BSP’s six MLAs in Rajasthan 
and two in Madhya Pradesh, she 
had warned that the party will 
have to “review" its decision of 
lending outside support to the 
Congress governments in both 
states unless cases registered 
against “innocent” people in 
connection with the Bharat 
Bandh on April 2,2018 are with¬ 
drawn. 

The Bharat Bandh was ob¬ 
served last year to demand 
restoration of SC/ST (Prevention 
of Atrocities) Act and reservation 
in promotions. 

After Mayawati’s warning, 
the Kamal Nath government in 
MP had announced that cases 
lodged against political oppo¬ 
nents by its BJP predecessor will 
be withdrawn.

2010 rape, 
double murder: 
SC stays convict 
execution till 
October 16

THE SUPREME Court on Tuesday 
stayed the execution till October 
16, of a man who was sentenced 
to death for raping and killing a 
10-year-old girl and murdering 
her seven-year-old brother in 
Coimbatore in 2010. 

A bench of Justices R F 
Nariman, Sanjeev Khanna and 
Surya Kant, which was hearing a 
review petition filed by the con¬ 
vict Manoharan, put the execu¬ 
tion on hold till October 16 so as 
to enable his lawyer to examine 
the trial court records so that she 
could argue the matter. 

The counsel for Manoharan 
said seven lawyers were changed 
in the case and as a result there 
was no proper representation. 

On August 1 the bench had, in 
a 2:1 judgement, given the death 
sentence to Manoharan. Justices 
Nariman and Suryakant backed 
the extreme penalty saying that 
the “crime...was cold blooded and 
involves the rape of a minor girl 
and murder of two children in the 
most heinous fashion possible”. 

Justice Khanna however 
favoured life sentence, “till his 
natural death, without remis¬ 
sion /commutation”. 

According to the case regis¬ 
tered by the Variety Hall police 
station in Coimbatore, the chil¬ 
dren were picked up by one 
Mohanakrishnan from outside a 
Vinayakar temple on October 29, 
2010. He also picked up 
Manoharan on the way and took 
the children to a remote area, 
where they raped the girl. 

Thereafter, they fed them 
milk laced a poisonous sub¬ 
stance. The duo then threw the 
children in the Parambikkulam- 
Aliyar Project Canal. 

Mohanakrishnan was ar¬ 
rested the same night while 
Manoharan was detained on 
October 31. Mohanakrishnan was 
however killed in an encounter 
with the police on November 9.

DEFENCE MINISTER Rajnath 
Singh on Tuesday underlined the 
importance of the domestic de¬ 
fence industry, calling it a promi¬ 
nent sector under the Make in 
India initiative which will con¬ 
tribute to India’s growth toward 
becoming a $10 trillion economy 
by the year 2030. 

Speaking at the annual ses¬ 
sion of the Society of Indian 
Defence Manufacturers, Singh 
said that its theme of‘Make in 
India: Marching Towards $26 bil¬ 
lion Defence Industry by 2025’ 
reflected “the aspiration and vi¬ 
sion of our government for the 
defence industry in the country”. 

“The current size of the Indian 
economy is around $2.7 trillion 
and our goal is to make it to $5 tril¬ 
lion by 2024 and subsequently, to 
$10 trillion by 2030,” he said. 
“Amongst several sectors of the 
economy which are set to con¬ 
tribute to this growth, defence has 
been identified as one of the most 
prominent sectors under the 
‘Make in India’ initiative.”

THE INDIAN Navy will “cer¬ 
tainly” ask for more money from 
the government, and demand 
that its share in the total defence 
budget be increased, Vice-Chief 
of Navy Staff Vice-Admiral G 
Ashok Kumar said on Tuesday. 

Speaking to reporters at a 
curtain raiser event for three 
Navy projects, he said it was a 
challenge to meet “our aspira¬ 
tions with the available budget”. 

“Our endeavour is to ask for 
a higher share of capital budget 
within the defence services 
budget, which has also dropped 
in the last six-seven years,” Vice- 
Admiral Kumar said. He pointed 
out that from a share of 18 per 
cent of the total defence budget 
in 2012- 2013, the Navy’s share 
has come down to 13.66 per 
cent. It is the Navy’s aim, he said, 
to “constantly convince” the gov- 
ernment to “to enhance the 
Navy’s budget within this 
budget”. 

He said that naval projects 
last for about a decade, “so the 
expenditure is spread over 10 to 
12 years”. This is why it is “a com¬ 
plex calculation for us to under- 


For the defence industry to 
reach that level, he said, the pro¬ 
duction has to grow by nearly 15 
per cent year on year. 

Singh said the defence sector 
“has huge implications for 
India’s endeavours to promote 
R&D (research and develop¬ 
ment), innovation and its efforts 
to secure a place in global supply 
chains" and will have “enormous 
spin-off benefits for the econ¬ 
omy in general”. 

The minister said the defence 
industry recorded a production 
of nearly Rs 80,000 crore in 2018- 
2019, adding that the private sec¬ 
tor contributed Rs 16,000 crore, 
but even in the production activ¬ 
ities of defence public sector and 
OFB, 40 per cent of the produc¬ 
tion activities were being out¬ 
sourced to private players. 

He said the government’s en- 
visaged Defence Production 
Policy has “clearly spelled out 
our goal to achieve a turnover of 
$26 billion in aerospace and de¬ 
fence goods and services by 
2025, involving an additional in¬ 
vestment of nearly $10 billion 
and creating employment for 
nearly 2-3 million people”.

ISRO panel to release report on Vikram lander soon 



Contact chances 
dim as lunar 
night nears 


ATTEMPTS TO restore contact with Vikram will become 
futile after two days, when a lunar night descends over the 
area where the lander currently is. Nights on the moon, 
which are equivalent to 14 earth days, can be extremely 
cold, with temperatures in the region where Vikram has 
landed expected to go down as low as -200 degree Celsius. 
The electronics on Vikram are not designed to withstand 
such low temperatures, and are likely to become non¬ 
functional.

WITH LESS than three days to go 
before Sun sets over the area 
where the Vikram lander of 
Chandrayaan-2 mission fell off 
after a failed landing attempt, the 
Indian Space Research 
Organisation seems to have all 
but given up hopes of succeed¬ 
ing in its attempt to make con¬ 
tact with the spacecraft. 

In a cryptic message posted 
on its Twitter handle, its first 
since September 10 when it had 
said attempts were still being 
made to restore contact with the 
lander, ISRO thanked everyone 
for “standing by us”. 

“We will continue to keep go¬ 
ing forward — propelled by the 
hopes and dreams of Indians 
across the world,” it said, with¬ 
out giving any update on Vikram. 

Officially, ISRO said there was

no update to be shared. “Any up¬ 
date or image would be shared on 
our website,” it said in a message 
to The Indian Express. It said the 
tweet was meant to thank every¬ 
one who had encouraged ISRO. 

But a source said an internal 
ISRO committee, constituted to 


go into the likely reasons for the 
failure in making the soft-land¬ 
ing, was likely to submit its find¬ 
ings “very soon”, possibly within 
the next couple of days. The 
source said the committee had 
met a few times and almost fi¬ 
nalised its conclusions.

“The report is expected to be 
made public in a few days after 
going through the proper chan¬ 
nels,” the source said. 

Vikram, which was scheduled 
to touchdown on the Moon’s sur¬ 
face on September 7, had devi¬ 
ated from its planned flight path 


when it was just 2.1 km above the 
Moon. From that point, it was not 
decelerating as fast it should have 
to enable a safe landing. A few 
seconds later, when it was barely 
335 metres above the Moon, and 
travelling at more than 200 km 
per hour, it lost contact with the 
ground station. For a soft landing, 
Vikram needed to bring down its 
speed to less than 7 km per hour 
just ahead of touch down. 

In subsequent statements, 
ISRO only said that it had lost 
contact with Vikram. A couple of 
days later, it said that the 
Chandrayaan-2 Orbiter, which is 
functioning normally and going 
around the Moon, had been able 
to locate the lander on the Moon 
and taken its “thermal image”. It 
has neither released thermal im¬ 
ages nor said why normal images 
of Vikram were not taken. There 
are cameras on the Orbiter that 
can take normal optical images. 

On Tuesday, the Lunar 



Reconnaissance Orbiter (LRO) of 
NASA, which has been going 
around the Moon since 2009, 
came over the location where 
Vikram landed. It would pass 
over that area several times as it 
continues in its orbit. The LRO is 
expected to take images of 
Vikram but it is not clear when 
these would be released. 

A NASA official was quoted in 
the US media as saying that LRO 
images would be released at 
some time. “Per NASA policy, all 
LRO data are publicly available. 
NASA will share any before and 
after flyover imagery of the area 
around the targeted 
Chandrayaan-2 Vikram lander 
landing site to support analysis 
by the Indian Space Research 
Organisation,” a report in space- 
flightnow.com, an online sources 
for space news, had quoted Noah 
Petro, LRO’s project scientist at 
NASA’s Goddard Space Flight 
Centre, as saying.

SIX DAYS after a 16-year-old girl 
had filed a police complaint 
against two men for allegedly 
molesting her, she was found 
hanging at her residence in 
Bareilly district on Monday. 

While no suicide note was 
found, the girl’s family said she 
took the extreme step as resi¬ 
dents, including the two booked 
in the molestation case, were 
making “objectionable” remarks 
and mocking her for filing a com¬ 
plaint, on which no action was 
taken by the police. The family 
also alleged that there was pres¬ 
sure on her to drop the case. 

A day after she died, police 
arrested four persons — all aged

between 25 and 30 years — on 
charges of abetment to suicide. 

Police have also suspended a 
sub-inspector for delay in regis¬ 
tering the molestation FIR based 
on the complaint filed by the girl 
on September 11. 

“In the preliminary inquiry, it 
was found that on September 11, 
when the victim and her rela¬ 
tives reached the local police sta¬ 
tion, they were turned away and 
asked to submit a written com¬ 
plaint. The S-I who was holding 
the charge of the police station 
has been suspended,” said 
Additional Superintendent of 
Police (Rural) Sansar Singh. 

All the four arrested in the 
case were produced before a lo¬ 
cal court Tuesday and sent them 
to judicial custody, said ASP Singh. 
Further probe is on, he added.

resolved via bilateral talks: Jaishankar 


‘Kashmir may not be major 
topic in Modi-Xi talks’

INDIA ON Tuesday said the recent 
incident between Indian and 
Chinese soldiers on the bank of 
the Pangong Tso lake in eastern 
Ladakh was “not a skirmish" but 
a face-off, which was resolved us¬ 
ing bilateral mechanisms in place 
to defuse such situations. 

A scuffle broke out between 
Indian and Chinese soldiers on 
the bank of the lake last 
Wednesday but the matter was 
swiftly resolved through talks 
between the two militaries. The 
face-off had ended following 
delegation-level talks between 
the two sides. 

Addressing the 100-day 


press conference of the Ministry 
of External Affairs, External 
Affairs Minister S Jaishankar 
said: “We did not have a skir¬ 
mish, I want to be very clear I 
think there was what we call a 
face-off. It was resolved.” 

“From time to time that has 
happened and it has happened 
because you have deferring per¬ 
ceptions of the Line of Actual 
Control (LAC) and patrols meet 
and some time that kind of situ¬ 
ation happens. A lot of effort has 
gone into mechanisms and pro¬ 
cedures to address such situa¬ 
tions,” he said. 

In the recent incident, the 
mechanisms kicked into play 
and they addressed the issue as 
it had been done in the past, 
Jaishankar said. 


Asked about reports of 
Chinese ships around the Indian 
Ocean region, he said it was not 
a diplomatic matter, but an op¬ 
erational issue under the 
purview of the Navy. 

On China’s aggressive behav¬ 
iour in the South China Sea, 
Jaishankar said India is working 
in conjunction with the 
Vietnamese. 

He also called for patience on 
the announcement of dates and 
venue of Chinese President Xi 
Jinping’s informal summit, say¬ 
ing it will be made public when 
details are finalised. 

Asked if the visit of China’s 
Special Representative for border 
talks Wang Yi had been resched¬ 
uled, Jaishankar said: “Often peo¬ 
ple float dates. For me no dates 


are dates until (Ministry of 
External Affairs Spokesperson) 
Raveesh Kumar says so....There 
was no rescheduling. Our NSA 
was preoccupied so not much 
should be read on that.” 

On India’s position on the 
Chinese telecom equipment 
maker Huawei, the minister said 
India will take a call not just on 
Huawei, buton5G. 

“I believe there is a compli¬ 
cated process of trials and how 
that moves. Again I think people 
are unnecessarily politicising it. 
This is about telecom... there 
could be technological implica¬ 
tions, there could be other impli¬ 
cations,” he said. 

To look at it as a foreign pol¬ 
icy choice would not be an accu¬ 
rate assessment, Jaishankar said.

KASHMIR MAY not be a “major 
topic” during the informal talks 
between Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi and Chinese 
President Xi Jinping likely to be 
held next month in India, 
Chinese foreign ministry 
spokesperson Hua Chunying 
said Tuesday. Instead, border is¬ 
sues between India and China 
and issues that encompass more 
“strategic thinking” may be part 
of the talks, she added. 

Last week, a face-off between 
Indian and Chinese troops in 
Ladakh was defused after senior 
Army officers on both sides held 
discussions the same day. 

In response to a question 


from The Indian Express on 
whether Kashmir was likely to 
be discussed, Hua said: “For this 
kind of informal summit, I think 
it is better to leave the leaders 
much time to discuss whatever 
they would like to discuss... I 
think for those things like 
Kashmir, I don’t think it will be 
a major topic occupying the 
talks. But for the leaders, they 
will be free to talk about what¬ 
ever they like, that is my under¬ 
standing.” 

Although reports have said 
that the second informal sum¬ 
mit between Modi and Xi is 
likely to take place between 
October 10-12 near Chennai, 
Hua said she was not in a posi¬ 
tion to confirm details.

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SARADHA CHIT FUND CASE 

Court disposes of 
anticipatory bail 
plea of ex-top cop

KOLKATA, SEPTEMBER 17 


A SESSIONS court in Barasat on 
Tuesday disposed of the antici¬ 
patory bail plea of former 
Kolkata police commissioner 
Rajeev Kumar in connection 
with the Saradha chit fund case. 

District Sessions Judge S 
Rashidi said his court has no ju¬ 
risdiction and locus standi to 
pass judgment on Kumar’s plea 
as the chit fund scam case was 
registered at Alipore district 
court. While the Barasat court is 
in North 24 Parganas district, 
Alipore court is in adjacent South 
24 Parganas district. Kumar’s 
counsel was advised by the court 
to file bail plea in Alipore court. 

The court also rejected the 
CBI’s plea of custodial interroga¬ 
tion of Kumar. 

Kumar’s lawyers moved the 
anticipatory bail plea in the ses¬ 
sions court after the special court 
in the district, which is in-charge 
of trial of criminal cases against 
MPs and MLAs, refused to hear 
the petition on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, saying it does not have juris¬ 
diction to hear anticipatory bail 
pleas.Judge Rashidi heard 
Kumar’s prayer in the post-lunch 
session. 

Kumar’s counsel said he was 
served notices under Section 160 
of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure for interrogation to 
record his statement and there 
is no such power of the investi¬ 
gating authority to interrogate a 
witness under custody. The pe¬ 
titioner also stated that Kumar 
was being falsely framed as he 
has not been named in the FIR, 
chargesheet or supplementary 
chargesheet in connection with 
the Saradha chit fund scam. 



The CBI opposed the plea, 
stating that Kumar broke rules, 
and that his anticipatory bail 
would hamper the investigation. 
“The case is under investigation, 
before completion of a case how 
can someone be 
chargesheeted?” asked CBI 
counsel Kali Charan Mishra. 

Kumar’ counsel argued that 
Kumar acted in discharge of his 
official duties. “What happened 
in the last four days that the CBI 
feels a need to arrest him when 
Rajeev has not been named in 
the chargesheet, FIR or even sup¬ 
plementary chargesheet,” said 
his counsel Gopal Haidar. 

Earlier in the day, Special 
Court Judge Sanjib Talukdar re¬ 
fused to hear the case stating 
that it was out of his jurisdiction 
since it was a trial court, and sug- 
gested that Kumar move the 
Barasat district sessions court. 

Kumar, who headed the spe¬ 
cial investigation team consti¬ 
tuted by the Mamata Banerjee 
government in 2013 to probe the 
Saradha scam, is accused of tam- 
pering with evidence. The 
Supreme Court in May 2014 
handed over the case to the CBI. 

The CBI is seeking Kumar’s 
custodial interrogation, arguing 
that certain documents seized 
by the SIT during the initial in¬ 
vestigation were not handed 
over to it. 


Karnataka: Dalit BJP 
MP stopped from 
entering village

BENGALURU, SEPTEMBER 17 

A DALIT BJP MP representing 
Chitradurga constituency in cen¬ 
tral Karnataka was on Monday 
stopped from entering the vil¬ 
lage of a backward community. 

A Narayanaswamy, who rep- 
resents Chitradurga seat re¬ 
served for Scheduled Caste com¬ 
munity members, was 
prevented from entering a ham¬ 
let (Gollarahatti) of Kadu Golla 
tribe at Pemanahalli village in 
Pavagada region of Tumakur dis¬ 
trict on the ground that he be¬ 
longs to the Dalit community, 
which is considered untouch¬ 
able by the Kadu Gollas. 

A video of the MP’s visit to the 
Gollarahatti along with a team of 
social workers for development 
work, which was aired on local 
television channels, showed the 
MP trying to reason with vil¬ 
lagers to allow him to enter while 
some locals insist he cannot enter 
the hamlet. “The others come for 
votes, I come to bring you devel¬ 
opment. Your community has 
backed me in the elections. I 
want change and development, 


not votes,” Narayanaswamy told 
the villagers. 

“Brother, no one from your 
community comes into the hatti,” 
a villager told the MP, citing a su¬ 
perstitious belief of defilement of 
the community if Dalits enter the 
locality. The MP chose to stay out¬ 
side the hamlet, despite a section 
of villagers insisting that he enter 
the settlement. 

“I am pained by the incident. 
Some people wanted me to en¬ 
ter the hamlet, but I moved away 
to avert a clash within the com¬ 
munity,” Narayanaswamy said. 

Local district officials rea¬ 
soned with leaders of Kadu Golla 
community, and with the inter¬ 
vention of a seer an invitation was 
extended to Narayanaswamy to 
visit the Gollarahatti at the end of 
the week. 

Kadu Gollas are a backward 
caste community engaged in 
cattle grazing and shepherding. 
They were promised inclusion in 
the list of Scheduled Tribes dur¬ 
ing the Congress government 
under then CM Siddaramaiah — 
with the concurrence of the 
Union government. The long 
pending demand of the commu¬ 
nity has not been fulfilled. 


Arson in Agra village 
after minors ‘elope’

N0IDA, SEPTEMBER 17 

COMMUNAL TENSION and ar¬ 
son erupted in an Agra village 
after a girl and a boy, both mi¬ 
nors belonging to different 
communities, allegedly eloped 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

An FIR of kidnapping was 
registered against the boy on 
the basis of a complaint from 
the girl’s family. Soon after, a 
group of30-35 people from one 
community allegedly rioted 
and set fire to establishments 
belonging to the boy’s commu¬ 
nity. 

The police maintained that 
two shops were set on fire, but 
local residents alleged that the 
boy’s house and several shops 
were attacked. 

“We received information on 
call around 4 pm that a minor 
has eloped with another person 
of a different community. An FIR 
was registered after speaking to 
the family members of the vic¬ 
tim. When the FIR was regis¬ 


tered, some antisocial elements 
tried to disturb peace in the area 
and some shops were damaged. 
The situation is under control 
and we are making efforts to re¬ 
trieve the minor,” said Ajay 
Anand, ADG Agra Zone. 

According to the police, the 
girl disappeared between 1 pm 
and 4 pm. Her family ap¬ 
proached the police station and 
registered a complaint. Soon af¬ 
ter, a group of 30-35 people al¬ 
legedly began rioting and set 
fire to shops of the other com¬ 
munity, the police said. 

Visuals of the incident that 
went viral showed a shop burn¬ 
ing with the shutter half closed. 
Debris of burnt carts and goods 
were also seen. 

An HR was registered against 
unidentified persons for arson, 
rioting and damage to property. 
“We were informed as the inci¬ 
dent was taking place, so we 
rushed with fire tenders. We 
stopped them, after which calm 
prevailed. We are deploying ex¬ 
tra force to ensure harmony at 
night,” said a police official.

THE SUPREME Court on Tuesday 
said the 1991 report drawn up by 
four historians, rejecting claims 
that the site where the Babri 
Masjid stood was the birthplace 
of Ram, was at best an “opinion” 
and “cannot be” accepted as “ev¬ 
idence” to decide the Ayodhya 
case. 

“At the highest, it would be 
an opinion,” Justice D Y 
Chandrachud, who is part of the 
five-judge Constitution Bench 
hearing the case, told senior ad¬ 
vocate Rajeev Dhavan, who is 
representing the Sunni Central 
Wakf Board. 

The remarks came as Dhavan 
drew the court’s attention to the 
report — Ramjanmabhumi- 
Babari Masjid, A Historians’ 
Report to the Nation, authored 
by R S Sharma, M Athar Ali, D N 
Jha and Suraj Bhan — and said 
that the Allahabad High Court 
did not consider the report while 


deciding the case, “probably be¬ 
cause D N Jha had not signed it”. 

The CJI-headed bench is 
hearing appeals against the 
September 30,2010 Allahabad 
HC verdict dividing the disputed 
2.77 acres equally among the 
Sunni Waqf Board, Nirmohi 
Akhara, and Ramlalla. 

“Who asked them to (pre¬ 
pare the report)? Were they 
commissioned by the govern¬ 
ment,” Justice Bobde asked 
Dhavan. 

Senior counsel Zafaryab 
Jilani, also appearing for the 
mosque side, replied that “they 
had participated in a discussion” 
and “volunteered” to prepare it. 

Countering the bench’s re¬ 
marks that it was an “opinion", 
Dhavan said, “It’s certainly not a 
view. It’s expert history.” He then 
stated the credentials of the his¬ 
torians and cited contents of the 
report, but the bench did not 
seem impressed. 

Justice Chandrachud said, 
“This was in response to Vishwa 
Hindu Parishad’s (VHP) stand 
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during talks.... Just like what VHP 
says can’t be evidence before us, 
this also can’t be.” 

Dhavan denied that it was a 
reply to the VHP, but the bench 
pointed out that the report made 
it clear. 

Justice Chandrachud said, “It 
would have been different if the 
historians had responded to the 
evidence cited by the 
Archeological Survey of India 
(ASI)” which excavated the site on 
HC’s orders. But there were many 
developments after that, includ¬ 
ing the ASI report, he added. 

Justice Chandrachud stated 
that HC had dealt with the his¬ 
torians’ methodology and called 


it “very perfunctory”. 

The bench also quizzed the 
Board on motifs found in Babri 
Masjid, as revealed in photo¬ 
graphs taken in 1950. 

Referring to a photograph of 
what is known as the ‘simha 
dwar’, which showed a bird be¬ 
tween two lion heads, Justice 
Bobde asked, “What is that? Is it 
Garud?”, and added he was ask¬ 
ing this because senior advocate 
C S Vaidyanathan, appearing for 
the deity Ramlalla, has “stated 
that it is Garud”. 

Dhavan replied that what¬ 
ever it may be, it proved nothing 
since some Muslim witnesses 
had said it was an emblem of the 
Nawab, and Hindu witnesses 
said it belonged to a temple. 

Justice Bobde said the court 
was trying to co-relate it to the 
arguments that a mosque can¬ 
not have such images. 

Dhavan then cited photos of 
the ‘kasauti’ pillars found inside 
the mosque and said it was a 
“mystery" where the pillar had 
came from. “Some say it came 


from Sri Lanka, some say Nepal; 
some say from a mine, some say 
it was lying there," he submitted. 
He said the lotus motif found on 
them did not prove they be¬ 
longed to a temple. 

Dhavan said such images of 
flowers, etc, were part of Islamic 
art everywhere and there was 
“no direct evidence of the image 
of God on them”. 

Justice Bobde then sought to 
know whether there was any ev¬ 
idence of such images being 
found in other mosques. 

“No”, replied Dhavan, “we 
were not asked to produce such 
evidence.” As far as Muslims 
were concerned, they were pray¬ 
ing at the western wall and that 
did not have any images, he sub¬ 
mitted. 

The Board also sought to con¬ 
tradict the Shia Wakf Board’s 
claim that it was willing to hand 
over the land for building a Ram 
temple and said that their stand 
in a written statement before the 
HC was that the land must go to 
Muslims whenever it is released. 


HOURS AFTER Malaysian Prime 
Minister Mahathir Mohamad 
said that his Indian counterpart 
Narendra Modi did not request 
extradition of radical preacher 
Zakir Naik, India on Tuesday re¬ 
butted the claim and said the is¬ 
sue did come up when the two 
leaders met in Russia this month. 

Mahathir told radio station 
BFM 89.9 that Modi, whom he 
met in Russia during an eco¬ 
nomic forum in the Russian city 
of Vladivostok earlier this 
month, made no extradition re¬ 
quest for Zakir despite official 
notice from New Delhi. “He did¬ 
n’t ask me for this man," he said. 

At a media briefing Tuesday, 
External Affairs Minister S 
Jaishankar said Naik’s extradi¬ 
tion issue had indeed come up 
during Modi’s meeting with 
Mahatir in Vladivostok, “...the 
Indian expectation was commu¬ 
nicated and it was decided that 
officials concerned should 
meet,” he said. “There is an ex¬ 
tradition request sent in January 
2018. We want Zakir Naik back...” 


Dam, Unity statue show development, 
environment can thrive together: PM

PRIME MINISTER Narendra 
Modi Tuesday said the Sardar 
Sarovar dam and the Statue of 
Unity are living examples of how 
development and environment 
can thrive together. 

Addressing a rally on the oc¬ 
casion of Namami Devi 
Narmade, celebrating the full 
reservoir level of the Sardar 
Sarovar dam at its raised height 
of 138.68 metres, Modi said: "In 
our culture, there is a belief that 
environment protection and de¬ 
velopment are both possible. 
Since morning today, I have vis¬ 
ited a lot of places. At every place, 
I have seen amazing coordina¬ 
tion between environment and 
development. On one side is the 
Sardar Sarovar dam and the hy¬ 
dropower turbines, and on the 
other side there is a cactus gar¬ 
den, a butterfly garden, eco- 
tourism and others," he said. 

That the Sardar Sarovar dam 
has reached its full reservoir limit 
(FRL), he said, is an achievement 
in itself because the level earlier 
was 122 metres. 'This is a laud¬ 
able achievement. And this will 
be the inspiration for the Jal 
Jeevan mission and promotion 
of movements for the success of 
water conservation in the coun¬ 
try. The people's movements in 
the state for water conservation 
are commendable and should be 
promoted at the national level 
too," he said. 

On the Statue of Unity and 
the footfall of more than 23 lakh 
tourists in the last 11 months, 
Modi said: "On an average, 
Statue of Unity sees a daily foot¬ 
fall of8,500 tourists. Compare it 
with the Statue of Liberty which 


sees a footfall of 10,000 tourists 
every day. It is 133 years old. So a 
daily average of8,500 tourists at 
Statue of Unity in just 11 months 
speaks volumes about its popu¬ 
larity. With new tourist attrac¬ 
tions coming up in the area, not 
only will tourist numbers in¬ 
crease but so will employment 
opportunities for local resi¬ 
dents." 

He recalled the time when 
the state used to have acute wa¬ 
ter shortage, and how women 
had to walk 5-10 km daily to 
fetch water. Families from Kutch 
and Saurashtra migrated to 
other cities, he said, adding that 
it was in 2000 when a special 
water train service was started 
to provide water to Jamnagar, 
Surendranagar and Bhavnagar. 

The state, he said, had come a 
long way since. "When you 
trusted me with power, we had 
two major responsibilities. One 
to expedite work on the dam for 
irrigation and drinking water, 


and the second to expand the 
Narmada network canal. Till 
2001, the main canal stretched 
only 150 km. Irrigation and 
drinking water facilities were in¬ 
complete. But today, in the last 
17-18 years, almost twice the 
land has been brought under ir¬ 
rigation. Area under drip irriga¬ 
tion and micro irrigation was 
only 14,000 hectare and only 
8,000 agricultural families could 
benefit from it. Today, the area 
covered is 19 lakh hectare and 
around 12 lakh families benefit." 

He cited an IIM study which 
concluded that micro and drip 
irrigation had led to 50% water 
conservation, 25% reduction in 
use of fertilizer, 40% reduction in 
labour cost and 30% increase in 
crop produce which eventually 
led to an increase of Rs 15,500 in 
the per hectare income of each 
family in Gujarat. 

Reiterating the government's 
goal to provide tap water to 
every household, Modi said, "Not 


only irrigation, tap water provi¬ 
sion to every household has also 
substantially increased. In 2001, 
only 26% households had tap 
water availability in Gujarat. 
Today, 78% households have tap 
water facility. Taking inspiration 
from here, we have to achieve 
similar accessibility of tap water 
across the country." 

After he reached Kevadia in 
the morning, Modi visited 
tourist attraction spots devel¬ 
oped around the Statue of Unity 
including the cactus garden, the 
butterfly garden, safari park, 
Vishwa Van and Ekta nursery 
which were also formally inau¬ 
gurated Tuesday. He released 
butterflies and named the saf¬ 
fron-coloured tiger butterfly as 
the state butterfly. He performed 
the Narmada aarti before ad¬ 
dressing the rally.

THE NATIONAL Health Authority 
(NHA) is in talks with the Insur¬ 
ance Regulatory and Developm¬ 
ent Authority (IRDA) foruniversal 
blacklisting of hospitals that have 
been caught making fraudulent 
transactions under Ayushman 
Bharat - Pradhan Mantri Jan 
Arogya Yojana (PMJAY). 

So far, 97 hospitals across the 
country have already been de- 
empanelled by the authority 
which administers PMJAY. 

“We are talking to IRDA so 
that not only are names of de- 
empanelled hospitals displayed 
on our website but also for wider 
dissemination of the informa¬ 
tion so that they are not only 
kept away from all other govern¬ 
ment schemes such as CGHS, ESI 
etc but other insurers too are told 
to stay away from such hospi¬ 
tals,” NHA CEO Dr Indu Bhushan 
said on Tuesday. 

A strong fraud prevention, 
detection and control system is 
critical for PMJAY, under which 
an annual health cover of Rs 5 
lakh will be provided to 10.74 
crore families. Penalties worth

more than Rs 1.5 crore have been 
levied on errant hospitals. 

As PMJAY completes one year 
— it was inaugurated by PM Nar¬ 
endra Modi on September 23 last 
year — the government is plan¬ 
ning Ayushman Bharat Pakhwa- 
ra. “As we complete a year of 
launch of AB-PMJAY, we are cele¬

A DELHI court remanded 
Karnataka Congress leader D K 
Shivakumar injudicial custody 
till October 1 after the 
Enforcement Directorate told 
the court that they wanted 
more time to interrogate him. 

Special Judge Ajay Kumar 
Kuhar directed Shivakumar to 
be taken to hospital, and only 
after his medical condition is 
opined to be stable that he be 
sent to judicial custody in 
Central Jail, Tihar. 

“In case he is admitted in 
the hospital, his custody shall 
be taken over by the Supdt. 
Central Jail, Tihar who shall 
provide guards to the accused. 
In case of his admission in the 
hospital, the doctors shall hand 
over his custody to Suptd. 
Central Jail Tihar only on his 
discharge,” Kuhar said in his 
order. 

The court decided on send¬ 
ing him to hospital after it pe¬ 
rused the summary discharge 
prepared by the IO that 
Shivakumar was suffering from 
hypertension and fluctuating 
blood pressure. He had also un¬ 
dergone angioplasty and was 
on heavy medical dosage. 


NGOs substantially 
financed by govt come 
under RTI Act: SC

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER 17 


NON-GOVERNMENT ORGANI¬ 
SATIONS (NGOs) that are “sub¬ 
stantially financed, directly or in¬ 
directly”, by government funds 
will fall within the ambit of 
“public authority” under the 
Right to Information (RTI) Act, 
2005, the Supreme Court ruled 
on Tuesday. 

This would mean that these 
NGOs will have to maintain 
records as provided under the 
Act, and every citizen will have 
the right to get information from 
them. 

The judgment came from a 
bench of Justices Deepak Gupta 
and Aniruddha Bose while re¬ 
jecting claims by some colleges 
and schools which contended 
that they are not public author¬ 
ity under the Act. The court said 
the institutions concerned were 
substantially financed and are 
public authority within the 
meaning of the Act. 

The bench said RTI Act was 
“enacted with the purpose of 
bringing transparency in public 
dealings and probity in public 
life. If NGOs or other bodies get 
substantial finance from the gov¬ 
ernment we find no reason why 
any citizen cannot ask for infor¬ 


mation to find out whether 
his/her money which has been 
given to an NGO is being used for 
the requisite purpose.” 

On what constitutes “sub¬ 
stantial” financing, the bench 
said “in our view, ‘substantial’ 
means a large portion. It does not 
necessarily have to mean a major 
portion or more than 50 per 
cent”. 

The judgment said, 
“Substantial financing can be 
both direct or indirect. To give an 
example, if a land in a city is 
given free of cost or on heavy dis¬ 
count to hospitals, educational 
institutions or such other body, 
this in itself could also be sub¬ 
stantial financing. The very es¬ 
tablishment of such an institu¬ 
tion, if it is dependent on the 
largesse of the State in getting 
the land at a cheap price, would 
mean that it is substantially fi¬ 
nanced.” 

The bench, however, said 
“whether an NGO or body is sub¬ 
stantially financed by the gov¬ 
ernment is a question of fact 
which has to be determined on 
facts of each case”. 

The appeal was filed by DAV 
College Trust and Management 
Society, New Delhi; DAV College, 
Chandigarh; MCM DAV College, 
Chandigarh; and DAV Senior 
Secondary School, Chandigarh. 


All NGO office-bearers must 
declare they are not involved 
in religious conversion

IN A move that could further 
complicate receipt of foreign 
funds for NGOs, the government 
has modified foreign contribution 
mles in a manner that will require 
each office-bearer of an NGO to 
declare they were not involved in 
religious conversion. Earlier, only 
directors of the NGO were sup¬ 
posed to make such a declaration. 

Under the amended mles, of¬ 
fice-bearers, key functionaries 
and all members of the NGO will 
have to declare before the gov¬ 
ernment that they were not 
prosecuted or convicted in a re¬ 
ligious conversion case. 

In a notification issued on 
Monday, the ministry also an¬ 


nounced the changes in the 
Foreign Contribution 

(Regulation) Rules, 2011, which 
includes that individuals receiv¬ 
ing personal gift valued up to Rs 
1 lakh need not inform the gov¬ 
ernment about it anymore. 
Earlier, the threshold value was 
Rs 25,000, as per the market 
value of the gift item in India. 

In addition, every member of 
an NGO must also now, under 
oath, through an affidavit, certify 
that they have never been in¬ 
volved in “diverting” foreign funds 
or propagating “sedition" or “ad¬ 
vocating violent means”. In case 
of emergent medical aid needed 
during a visit abroad, the accept¬ 
ance of foreign hospitality has to 
be intimated to the government 
within a month of such receipt, 
according to the amended mles. 


Mob attacks 6 of family at 
Aligarh Railway Station

TWO DAYS after six members of 
the same family were attacked 
by a mob at the Aligarh Railway 
Station, the police on Tuesday 
ruled out any communal angle 
to the incident. 

On Sunday afternoon, 
Shahim and Taufeeq Khan, along 
with their families, were visiting 
Aligarh for the treatment of their 
15-year-old relative Shifa at 
Aligarh Muslim University’s hos¬ 
pital. According to the complaint, 
as the family members stepped 
off the train onto the platform, a 


mob attacked Shahim and 
Taufeeq. 

The family has alleged that 
they were targeted due to their 
religion. “We still don’t know 
why they attacked but it can be 
nothing but communal since 
they especially went after my 
relatives in the burqa and not any 
other women. Both Taufeeq and 
Shahim were badly hurt,” said 
Mukarram Ali, the complainant. 

However, the police say the 
attack might have been over 
“some issue over space”. 

“The family was coming from 
Kannauj and attacked when 
they stepped down," Aligarh 
GRP SHO Yashpal Singh said.

How Indian Americans rated 
President Trump’s policies 


ON MONDAY, the White House an¬ 
nounced that US President Donald 
Trump will join Indian Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi at an Indian diaspora 
event in Houston, Texas. The PM is ex¬ 
pected to address 50,000 Indian 
Americans at the “Howdy Modi” 
event on September 22. 

“A special gesture by @POTUS, sig¬ 
nifying the special friendship between 
India and USA! Delighted that 
President @realDonaldTrump will 
join the community programme in 
Houston on the 22nd. Looking for¬ 
ward to joining the Indian origin com¬ 
munity in welcoming him at the pro¬ 
gramme,” Modi posted on Twitter. 

President Trump’s decision is be¬ 
ing seen by many as an attempt to win 
over the influential and affluent Indian 
American voters for the upcoming US 
Presidential election next year. As the 
data, detailed alongside, from the 
2018 Asian American Voter Survey 


show, Indian Americans (referred to 
as the “Asian Indians” in the survey) 
were more disapproving of Trump’s 
presidency than the average Asian 
American (which includes Koreans, 
Vietnamese, Chinese etc.). On several 
key policy issues, too, Asian Indians 
identified with either the Democratic 
Party or its positions. For instance, on 
the need for stricter gun laws or pro¬ 
viding healthcare for all immigrants, a 
higher percentage of Asian Indians 
“agree” than the average Asian 
American. This trend also applied to 
issues central to Trump’s agenda. For 
instance, on restricting green cards for 
immigrants using government assis¬ 
tance, 54% of Asian Indians disagreed, 
which was higher than the average 
figure — 50% — for Asian Americans. 

It must be noted, however, that 
this data pertains to a 2018 survey, and 
views and opinions may have under¬ 
gone changes since then.

An Expert Explains 


Civil code: the debate, the status 

Recent observations by the Supreme Court have put the spotlight back on the debate over a Uniform Civil 
Code. What would such a Code seek to achieve, and what have been the arguments for and against it?

LAST WEEK, while hearing a matter relating 
to properties of a Goan, the Supreme Court 
described Goa as a “shining example” with 
a Uniform Civil Code,observed that the 
founders of the Constitution had “hoped and 
expected” a Uniform Civil Code for India but 
there has been no attempt at framing one. 

What is a Uniform Civil Code? 

A Uniform Civil Code is one that would 
provide for one law for the entire country, ap¬ 
plicable to all religious communities in their 
personal matters such as marriage, divorce, 
inheritance, adoption etc. Article 44 of the 
Constitution lays down that the state shall en¬ 
deavour to secure a Uniform Civil Code for the 
citizens throughout the territory of India. 

Article 44 is one of the directive principles. 
These, as defined in Article 37, are not justicia¬ 
ble (not enforceable by any court) but the prin¬ 
ciples laid down therein are fundamental in 
governance. Fundamental rights are enforce¬ 
able in a court of law. While Article 44 uses the 
words “state shall endeavour”, other Articles in 
the ‘Directive Principles’ chapter use words such 
as “in particular strive”; “shall in particular di¬ 
rect its policy”; “shall be obligation of the state” 
etc. Article 43 mentions “state shall endeavour 
by suitable legislation” while the phrase “by 
suitable legislation” is absent in Article 44. All 
this implies that the duty of the state is greater 
in other directive principles than in Article 44. 

What are more important — fundamental 
rights or directive principles? 

There is no doubt that fundamental rights 
are more important. The Supreme Court held 
in Minerva Mills (1980): “Indian Constitution 
is founded on the bed-rock of the balance be¬ 
tween Parts III (Fundamental Rights) and IV 
(Directive Principles). To give absolute pri¬ 
macy to one over the other is to disturb the 
harmony of the Constitution”. Article 31C in¬ 
serted by the 42nd Amendment in 1976, 
however, lays down that if a law is made to 
implement any directive principle, it cannot 
be challenged on the ground of being viola¬ 
tive of the fundamental rights under Articles 
14 and 19. 

Does India not already have a uniform 


code in civil matters? 

Indian laws do follow a uniform code in 
most civil matters - Indian Contract Act, Civil 
Procedure Code, Sale of Goods Act, Transfer of 
Property Act, Partnership Act, Evidence Act etc. 
States, however, have made hundreds of 
amendments and therefore in certain matters, 
there is diversity even under these secular civil 
laws. Recently, several states refused to be gov¬ 
erned by the uniform Motor Vehicles Art, 2019. 

If the framers of the Constitution had in¬ 
tended to have a Uniform Civil Code, they 
would have given exclusive jurisdiction to 
Parliament in respect of personal laws, by in¬ 
cluding this subject in the Union List. But 
“personal laws” are mentioned in the 
Concurrent List. Last year, the Law 
Commission concluded that a Uniform Civil 
Code is neither feasible nor desirable. 

Is there one common personal law for 
any religious community governing all 
its members? 

All Hindus of the country are not gov¬ 
erned by one law, nor are all Muslims or all 
Christians. Not only British legal traditions, 
even those of the Portuguese and the French 
remain operative in some parts. 

In Jammu and Kashmir until August 5, 
2019, local Hindu law statutes differed from 


central enactments. The Shariat Act of 1937 
was extended toJ&K a few years ago but has 
now been repealed. Muslims of Kashmir 
were thus governed by a customary law, 
which in many ways was at variance with 
Muslim Personal Law in the rest of the coun¬ 
try and was, in fact, closer to Hindu law. Even 
on registration of marriage among Muslims, 
laws differ from place to place. It was com¬ 
pulsory in J&K (1981 Act), and is optional in 
Bengal, Bihar (both under 1876 Act), Assam 
(1935 Act) and Odisha (1949 Act). 

In the Northeast, there are more than 200 
tribes with their own varied customary laws. 
The Constitution itself protects local customs 
in Nagaland. Similar protections are enjoyed 
by Meghalaya and Mizoram. Even reformed 
Hindu law, in spite of codification, protects 
customary practices. 

How does the idea of a Uniform Civil 
Code relate to the fundamental right to 
religion? 

Article 25 lays down an individual’s fun¬ 
damental right to religion; Article 26(b) up¬ 
holds the right of each religious denomina¬ 
tion or any section thereof to “manage its 
own affairs in matters of religion”; Article 29 
defines the right to conserve distinctive cul¬ 
ture. An individual’s freedom of religion un¬ 


der Article 25 is subject to “public order, 
health, morality” and other provisions relat¬ 
ing to fundamental rights, but a group’s free¬ 
dom under Article 26 has not been subjected 
to other fundamental rights 

In the Constituent Assembly, there was 
division on the issue of putting Uniform Civil 
Code in the fundamental rights chapter. The 
matter was settled by a vote. By a 5:4 ma¬ 
jority, the fundamental rights sub-commit- 
tee headed by Sardar Vallabhbhai Patel held 
that the provision was outside the scope of 
fundamental rights and therefore the 
Uniform Civil Code was made less impor¬ 
tant than freedom of religion. 

What was the view of Muslim members 
in the Constituent Assembly? 

Some members sought to immunise 
Muslim Personal Law from state regulation. 
Mohammed Ismail, who thrice tried unsuc¬ 
cessfully to get Muslim Personal Law ex¬ 
empted from Article 44, said a secular state 
should not interfere with the personal law of 
people. B Pocker Saheb said he had received 
representations against a common civil code 
from various organisations, including Hindu 
organisations. Hussain Imam questioned 
whether there could ever be uniformity of 
personal laws in a diverse country like India. 

B R Ambedkar said “no government can 
use its provisions in a way that would force 
the Muslims to revolt”. Alladi Krishnaswami, 
who was in favour of a Uniform Civil Code, 
conceded that it would be unwise to enact 
Uniform Civil Code ignoring strong opposi¬ 
tion from any community. Gender justice 
was not mentioned in these debates. 

How did the debate on a common code 
for Hindus play out? 

In June 1948, Rajendra Prasad, President 
of the Constituent Assembly, warned 
Jawaharlal Nehru that to introduce “basic 
changes” in personal law was to impose 
“progressive ideas” of a “microscopic minor¬ 
ity” on the Hindu community as a whole. 
Others opposed to reforms in Hindu law in¬ 
cluded Sardar Patel, Pattabhi Sitaramayya, 
M A Ayyangar, M M Malaviya and Kailash 
Nath Katju. 

When the debate on the Hindu Code Bill 
took place in December 1949,23 of 28 speak¬ 
ers opposed it. On September 15, 1951, 
President Prasad threatened to use his pow¬ 
ers of returning the Bill to Parliament or ve¬ 
toing it. Ambedkar eventually had to resign. 
Nehru agreed to trifurcation of the Code into 
separate Acts and diluted several provisions.

Joining the dots in the great game in Yemen

THE OVER four-year-old war that has devas¬ 
tated Yemen and triggered a catastrophic hu¬ 
manitarian crisis in one of the world’s poor¬ 
est countries, saw a dramatic new turn over 
the weekend after a spectacular aerial attack 
took out two major oil production facilities 
deep inside Saudi Arabia and sent global 
crude prices soaring. 

The War in Yemen 

In February 2012, the Arab Spring’s 
Yemeni Revolution of Dignity ended 
President Ali Abdullah Saleh’s 34-year rule. 
The transfer of power to longtime Vice- 
President Abdrabbuh Mansour Hadi was fol¬ 
lowed by massive internal strife, jihadist at¬ 
tacks, unemployment, and food insecurity. 

A two-decade old insurgency of the Shia 
Zaidis — called Houthis after their leader 
Hussein Badreddin al-Houthi, whom Saleh’s 
army had killed in 2004 — flared up, and 
Yemen’s northern Saada province and adja¬ 



cent areas passed into Houthi control. 

The capital, Sanaa, fell in the beginning of 
2015 — and as the Houthis, backed by Saleh 
and Yemeni forces loyal to him pressed on, 
Hadi fled first to Aden and, in March that year, 
to Saudi Arabia. 

With the establishment of the Houthi 
government in Sanaa, Riyadh and its Sunni 
Arab allies waded into the war. Saudi Arabia’s 
intense bombing campaign against the 
Houthis and the loyalists of Saleh was pro¬ 
vided logistic and intelligence support by the 


United States, United Kingdom, and France. 

Saudi Arabia vs Iran 

As in many military and non-military 
conflicts in the region, Saudi was provoked 
by its intense insecurity about the Sunni 
kingdom’s great rival, Shia Iran. Saudi Arabia 
and the US consider the Houthis to be a proxy 
of Iran, armed and funded by the regime in 
Tehran. Yemen’s coastline along the Gulf of 
Aden and its unique location on the mouth of 
the Red Sea, the gateway to the Suez, gives it 
enormous strategic value. 

The US and Saudi have an old and deep 
relationship; indeed, the Americans started 
to associate themselves with the military ac¬ 
tion before Trump became President. The 
Trump administration, which now faces 
some pressure in Congress to end America’s 
involvement in the war, sees Crown Prince 
Mohammed bin Salman’s assault on Yemen 
as part of the continuing larger effort by the 
two allies to beat and bleed Iran. 

What happens now 

American officials have cited intelligence 


assessments and satellite pictures in support 
of claims that the attacks that penetrated 
Saudi air defences were carried out using so¬ 
phisticated drones and cruise missiles that 
could not have originated from Yemen. But 
the Houthis have claimed responsibility 
while Iran has denied involvement—and the 
US “evidence” does not provide conclusive 
proof to the contrary. 

Tensions in the Gulf are already high, and 
the crisis suggests Tmmp’s policy of “maxi¬ 
mum pressure” against Iran could backfire in 
unforeseen ways. For all his talk of being 
“locked and loaded”, it is unclear if the 
President has the stomach to actually strike at 
Iran — the war is not very popular in the US, 
and the relentless Saudi bombing of Yemeni 
civilian areas is seen worldwide as being both 
pointless and morally indefensible. 

Yemen is in the middle of what has been 
called the world’s worst man-made human¬ 
itarian disaster. International groups believe 
some 70,000 people have been killed since 
January 2016, and that about 80% ofYemenis 
— about 24 million people — desperately 
need humanitarian aid. 


Vokkaligas, politics and symbolism: Why Kempegowda’s statue matters

THE NAME of the founding father of 
Bengalum — Kempegowda or Nada Prabhu 
Kempegowda — is hard to miss in the city. 
The city’s airport is known as the 
Kempegowda International Airport, the 
main bus stand is the Kempegowda Bus 
Stand, a main arterial road in the old city is 
the K G Road or the Kempegowda Road. 

In history lessons in schools, 
Kempegowda is the man who marked with 
towers the four corners of a Bengaluru he 
imagined. The chieftain from the 
Vijayanagar empire in the 16th century, 
who conceived the idea of a new city of 
Bengaluru while he was out hunting with 
a minister, is a political icon for the domi¬ 
nant agricultural Vokkaliga community in 


south Karnataka. 

Wooing Vokkaligas 

Last week, Chief Minister B S 
Yediyurappa announced plans to construct 
a 101-foot-tall bronze statue of 
Kempegowda at the Bengaluru airport at 
the cost of Rs 100 crore. The move is widely 
seen as an attempt by the BJP to gain lever¬ 
age with the Vokkaliga community, which 
has shown little inclination to support the 
BJP until the recent Lok Sabha polls. 

Yediyurappa also garlanded an existing 
statue of Kempegowda on the premises of 
the Bengaluru City Corporation on 
September 4 and lit a Kempegowda torch. 
“To make Bengalum founder Kempegowda 
immortal our government has decided to re¬ 
lease Rs 100 crore. The BJP has also decided 
to install a mammoth statue of Kempegowda 
at the Bengalum airport,” he said.

The announcement of these plans came 
a day after the Vokkaliga community held a 
big protest in Bengalum over the alleged 
targeting of its members — Congress leader 
D K Shivakumar, the Cafe Coffee Day 
founder V G Siddharth and former Chief 
Minister H D Kumaraswamy — by investiga¬ 
tive arms of the BJP-led central government. 

Over20,000 people marched and staged 
a rally that was backed by the opposition 
Congress andjanata Dal (S).The rally came 
at a time when the BJP was making plans to 
poach several Vokkaliga community lead¬ 
ers from southern Karnataka as part of a 
strong push to make inroads in the old 
Mysum region —the Vokkaliga heartland. 

The BJP, which has never won a clear 
majority of over 113 seats in the 224-mem- 
ber Karnataka Assembly thanks to lack of 
traction in southern Karnataka and the 
Vokkaliga heartland in particular, has been 


sensing a new opportunity after the Lok 
Sabha polls where it virtually swept 
Karnataka. 

The waning fortunes of the JD(S), the 
party of former PM H D Devegowda, with 
which the Vokkaliga community has firmly 
allied in the past, too has given the BJP hope. 

Politics of symbolism 

Yediyurappa has conceived the idea of 
immortalising Kempegowda on the lines of 
his declaration to celebrate (including by 
announcing holidays) the birth anniver¬ 
saries of several community icons in 
Karnataka during his first tenure as Chief 
Minister during 2008-2011. 

During that tenure, the birth anniver¬ 
saries of Lingayat spiritual leader 
Basavanna, backward caste Kuruba com¬ 
munity spiritual leader Kanakadasa and 
Scheduled Tribes icon Maharishi Valmiki 


were declared holidays and jayantis. 

Incidentally, the birth anniversary of 
Kempegowda was declared a celebration in 
2017 by the Congress government led by then 
Chief Minister Siddaramaiah, at the instance of 
Vokkaliga Congress leader D K Shivakumar, 
whose father's name is also Kempegowda. 

The Siddaramaiah government had also 
declared the birth anniversary of the erst¬ 
while Muslim king of Mysuru, Tipu Sultan, 
a holiday and an occasion for state celebra¬ 
tion, but the move has been resisted by 
some sections of the society including the 
right-wing groups allied with the BJP. 

Although Yediyurappa and other BJP 
leaders have participated inTipuJayanti cel¬ 
ebrations in the past, one of the first deci¬ 
sions taken by him after he became the 
chief minister again in July was to cancel 
state celebrations of the birth anniversary 
of Tipu Sultan.

The fires of Arabia 

Any escalation in tensions in the Gulf would be costly. India 
should join efforts to nudge the region towards engagement 

T HE UNPRECEDENTED DRONE attacks over the weekend on major Saudi hy¬ 
drocarbon facilities have led to a spike in the world oil prices. The attacks, 
claimed by Yemen’s Houthi rebels, have knocked out more than half of Saudi 
crude output and five per cent of the global oil supplies. Oil industry experts 
say the damage is serious and Saudi Arabia will not be able to quickly make up for the 
shortfall in production amounting to 5.7 million barrels a day. Given the expanded global 
oil production in recent years and the emergence of new major exporters like the US, the 
world could possibly absorb the new oil shock without too much pain. That hope, how¬ 
ever, must be tempered by two factors: One, the drone attacks have exposed the massive 
vulnerability of Saudi oil production and two, the Houthis have promised to attack again 
if Saudi Arabia continues its four-year old war against them. 

The other is the danger of escalation in the tension between Riyadh and Tehran that 
has enveloped the region in proxy wars. If Saudi Arabia has supported the government 
in Yemen in the tragic civil war, Iran has been the main backer of the Houthi rebels. While 
denying any complicity in the attack, Tehran has backed the Houthi right to self-defence 
against Saudi Arabia. The US decision to blame Iran after the attack appeared to push the 
region to the brink of a new war. But President Donald Trump seemed to be backing away 
from an immediate military retaliation against Iran. In the last few weeks, Trump has 
toyed with the idea of meeting Hassan Rouhani, the president of Iran, on the margins of 
the UN General Assembly session that convenes next week in New York. If there is evi¬ 
dence of Iranian involvement, Trump might yet choose to turn up the heat on Iran. 

The recent developments offer an opportunity for all sides to take a deep breath and 
step back. In the last couple of years, Iran has seen most of its oil exports vanish amidst 
the American sanctions. While Iran can certainly hurt the Saudi oil production, a mili¬ 
tary confrontation with the US could set Tehran back by decades. The US and Saudi Arabia, 
on the other hand, may have miscalculated that Iran would simply cave under the cur¬ 
rent campaign to put “maximum pressure” against Tehran. Meanwhile Trump, unlike 
the security establishment in Washington, has no desire to push America into another 
costly war in the Middle East. The current lose-lose situation should open the door for sen¬ 
sible compromises all around. India, which is friends with all the actors in the Middle 
East, can easily do more than being a passive observer. Like Japan and Europe, which are 
trying to calm the waters in the Gulf, India too must step in to nudge the region towards 
military restraint and political engagement. 


Identity fixation 


There is no ground for an NRC in Haryana and UP. Loose talk 
around it can only trigger anxieties and fears 


T HE CHIEF MINISTERS of Haryana and Uttar Pradesh seem to be keen on a 
National Register for Citizens (NRC) on the lines of the one in Assam. While 
Haryana Chief Minister Manohar Lai Khattar announced that his govern¬ 
ment will have its NRC, UP CM Adityanath spoke of implementing it in phases 
if need be. Both leaders seem unaware that the NRC was introduced in 1951 in view of the 
exceptional conditions that prevailed in Assam then. The Supreme Court ordered that 
the register be updated and thereafter, started to monitor the process after being seized 
of the specific context of the problem. Ironically, with the completion of the Assam NRC 
on August 31, it has become evident that the process is neither fool-proof nor can a citi¬ 
zenship register offer solutions to complex issues of identity. Surely, Haryana and UP have 
more pressing administrative issues to tackle instead of contemplating divisive schemes. 

The NRC seems to have caught the imagination of BJP leaders ever since party chief 
Amit Shah started to mention it in his campaign speeches during the general election. 
While the anti-immigrant sentiment in Assam did not disriminate on religious grounds, 
the BJP twisted it to give the narrative a communal colour. The principle that underlies the 
NRC itself is flawed since modern societies and economies are influenced by migration. 
Assam’s own tortuous history, particularly since the mid-19th century, has been shaped 
by the influx of capital and labour, often facilitated by the state, and the pressures of ge¬ 
ography. The same state also fuelled anxieties about identity and demography, which 
congealed into political movements in the last century. The Partition of the Subcontinent 
further complicated the process. Seeing it all through the prism of religion would not 
help to understand the nuances of a complex, and tragic, process that has affected mil¬ 
lions of people. 

The lesson from Assam is that it is a futile exercise to catalogue people on the basis of 
their supposed origins. For instance, it was estimated that illegal migrants in Assam num¬ 
bered anywhere from 10 lakh to two crore. But the NRC puts it at 19 lakh, which has left 
many who backed the process dissatisfied. The process has been an unmitigated disas¬ 
ter with people threatened with uncertain future, including detention. Any talk of NRC 
today only triggers anxieties and fears with deep communal undertones. The govern¬ 
ment must ask itself if it wants to expend its immense political and social capital on the 
“illegal” migrant or focus on creating opportunities for a large young population. 


Let there be biryani 

Pakistan cricket team’s new boss wants the dish out of the 
sport. He is going too far in the quest for fitness 

O NE OFTHE best things about cricket throughout the second half of the 20th 
century was that its heroes were not six-packed, styled and and trying to 
be sexy. Sachin Tendulkar always remained a bit portly, Arjuna Ranatunga 
far more so. And Shane Warne was frequently seen smoking between ses¬ 
sions. The last bastion for the everyman in the gentleman’s game, Pakistan, is now set to 
fall. The new head-coach-cum-chief-selector, Misbah-ul-Haq, has reportedly put in place 
dietary restrictions for players in Pakistan’s national camp and in domestic tournaments 
to address the team’s deteriorating fitness levels. But the ban on biryani is going too far. 

Among the immediate provocations for the dietary dictatorship were the accusations 
faced by the Pakistan team in the wake of their loss to India in the World Cup. Angry 
Pakistan fans alleged that on the eve of the encounter, the team was wolfing down burg¬ 
ers, pizzas and all manner of desserts and this gluttony was the reason for their lethargy 
on the field. Of course, junk food should have no place in the diets of athletes. But unlike 
the junk food of the west, the South Asian comforts of “biryani or oil-rich red meat meals 
or sweet dishes” ought to be treated with more leniency. After all, Inzamam ul Haq’s bat¬ 
ting did not suffer too much, did it? 

Meat, rice and a bit of spice. It’s a simple combination that gives the taste-buds and the 
soul so much more than the sum of its parts. In fact, for years, rumour (let’s call it conven¬ 
tional wisdom) had it that it is the lack of the now offensive red meat meals that pre¬ 
vented India from producing a fast-bowler of an Imran, Wasim or Waqar calibre. And 
players, working hard as they are on their fitness now, need something to look forward 
to, lest they rebel against the new cricket leadership. Misbah must be careful not to throw 
the biryani out with the bathwater.

DEAR FINANCE MINISTER, 

Like I did when I took over as governor of 
the Reserve Bank of India (RBI), you are going 
through baptism by fire. It would have been 
nice to direct your fresh mind, formidable 
energy and enthusiasm towards drawing up 
a roadmap to a $5-trillion economy. Instead, 
barely did you settle into the corner office in 
North Block you were saddled with what is 
possibly the biggest economic challenge 
since the taper tantrum of 2013. Growth has 
sunk to a six-year low and you are called 
upon to reverse the slump in the face of 
heightened global uncertainty, flagging ex¬ 
ports, sluggish investments and a stressed fi¬ 
nancial sector. 

You have already announced a slew of 
measures to front-load expenditures and 
comfort investor sentiment. The RBI has cut 
rates and is pumping in massive liquidity. I 
gather from your statements that you are 
considering further measures. This letter is 
not about what you should do next but about 
what you should not. You should not launch 
a fiscal stimulus. A lot of people must be ad¬ 
vising you that if there was ever a time to 
open the money spigots, now is it. My unso¬ 
licited advice to you is that don’t succumb to 
the temptation. Here is why. 

You simply don’t have the fiscal space. 
Everyone, including you, knows that the ac¬ 
tual fiscal deficit is higher than what is shown 
in the budget. Tax receipts during the past two 
years have been short of budget estimates. In 
order to show that the fiscal deficit target has 
been met, despite the revenue shortfall, the 
government resorted to massive window- 
dressing of expenditures, including withhold¬ 
ing payments to public enterprises. 

It’s completely irrational to not admit the 
true fiscal deficit. We are fooling no one, least 
of all potential investors who base their de¬ 
cisions on our macro sustainability. We can 
persist with our denial, but that’s hardly go¬

Analysts who have poured over the num¬ 
bers are telling us that the prospects of 
achieving this year’s budgeted fiscal deficit 
are even more dire. At first glance, the tax 
revenue growth you projected in the July 
budget seemed reasonable. That comfort, 
though, was short-lived. When compared 
with the actual tax collections of last year, 
the data was released subsequently, this 
year’s projections are decidedly unrealistic. 

Amidst all the challenges you are facing, 
a bit of luck has been the generous dividend 
from the RBI to the extent of 0.3 per cent of 
GDP beyond what you had budgeted for. 
That will fill the fiscal hole to some extent. 
But that is a one-off. What will you do next 
year when RBI transfers revert to trend, as I 
expect they will? 

Let me also tell you another thing you 
should worry about, not that a conscientious 
person like you needs being reminded. You 
should worry about the growing revenue 
deficit. For some reason, the revenue deficit 
has gone off the radar, and that’s not a good 
thing. Borrowing to meet current expendi¬ 
tures is never sustainable. If on top of this 
worrying state of public finances, you opt for 
a fiscal stimulus, the damage will extend far 
beyond your current term. And the economy 
will pay a heavy price. 

I am sufficiently clued into the debate to 
know what arguments the supporters of 
stimulus might be making to you. Let me ad¬ 
dress them. 

First, they will be telling you that the egre¬ 
gious impact of fiscal excess is felt through 
higher inflation, higher interest rates that will 
crowd out private investment and a higher 
current account deficit. All of these, they will 
contend, are within comfort range, giving 
you room for a stimulus. Such complacency 
is completely unwarranted. I don’t have the 


space to detail all the past episodes, but you 
are surely aware that every time we have in¬ 
dulged in fiscal excess, believing that “this 
time is different”, we ended up in a crisis or 
a near-crisis. 

Second, the stimulus supporters will ar¬ 
gue that India’s debt-to-GDP ratio is low in 
comparison to its peers. Data doesn’t bear 
this out. In any case, experience as well as re¬ 
search shows that international comparisons 
of debt to GDP ratios, without reference to 
other parameters, are misleading. 

The third argument fiscal doves will 
make is that it is wooden-headed to remain 
committed to fiscal responsibility when the 
economy is in a serious downturn. Fiscal ad¬ 
justment should be done over a cycle, saving 
in good times for spending in bad times. This 
is an appealing argument in theory but will 
not work in practice, especially in a boister¬ 
ous democracy like ours. Which finance min¬ 
ister will take the pain of saving to give his 
successor the pleasure of spending? Yes, fis¬ 
cal adjustment over a cycle is a good idea, but 
it will have to wait till our fisc gets robust. For 
now, being wooden-headed is not just good, 
but imperative. 

The more savvy of the doves will also in¬ 
voke the IMF finding that in the midst of the 
eurozone sovereign debt crisis of 2011-12, fis¬ 
cal austerity was militating against growth. 
But that finding does not apply universally 
across space and time. It may have been fis¬ 
cal austerity vs growth for them, but for us, it 
has been and still is, fiscal austerity for growth. 

Fifteen years ago, C Rangarajan and I pub¬ 
lished an article with a similar thrust as this 
one. That the message is still relevant is an 
indication of our unchanging challenges. 

You have a tough job, madam. My best 
wishes for your success.

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Dyerism, Then And Now 

Why the phrase coined by Mahatma strikes a chord 


IN 1919, THE Rowlatt Act enacted by the 
British government took away the civil rights 
of Indians. Those who protested peacefully 
in Jallianwala Bagh faced merciless police 
firing on the orders of General R Dyer. That 
cold-blooded assault was described by 
Mahatma Gandhi as Dyerism. He employed 
the concept to denote practices of exclusion, 
including the ostracisation of the Dalits from 
all spheres of social life in 1919. 

Gandhi also described the killing of 
Muslims in the name of cow as a manifes¬ 
tation of Dyerism. Sadly, today, we are wit¬ 
nessing calculated attempts to employ 
Dyerism against Dalits and minorities by the 
NDA regime. 

The manner in which bills are framed by 
the government and passed in Parliament 
without following the due processes of de¬ 
liberation and consultation clearly indicate 
the revival of full-blooded Dyerism. The gov¬ 
ernment paid scant regard to the Opposition’s 
plea, in both houses of Parliament, that bills 
should be sent to committees for delibera¬ 
tion and consultation on a bipartisan basis. In 
doing so, it negated the message of 
Babasaheb Ambedkar that Parliament be¬ 
longs to the Opposition. A variety of opinions 
needed to be taken into account before en¬ 
acting legislation. By not doing so, the NDA 
invites the accusation that it’s worse than the 
British regime of 1917 and 1919. 

The British rulers responded to Mahatma 
Gandhi’s satyagraha in Champaran by arrest¬ 
ing him when he visited the place to consult 
the people there. However, he was released 
unconditionally and allowed to hold discus¬ 
sions with farmers and colonial planters who 
forced the former to plant indigo in their 
lands. As a result of the satyagraha, the colo¬ 
nial state framed the Champaran Agrarian Bill

1917, which stipulated the abolition of forcible 
plantation of indigo. When this Bill was in¬ 
troduced in the Bihar and Orissa Legislative 
Council, members demanded its reference to 
the House’s Select Committee. The colonial 
rulers agreed. It is instructive to note that the 
British government sent the Bill to Mahatma 
Gandhi and other leaders for scrutinising it 
and fine tuning its contents. The Bill became 
an Act after the changes suggested by Gandhi 
were incorporated. The national movement 
forced the colonial legislature to be account¬ 
able and the culture of accountability and 
scrutiny became the heart of parliamentary 
functioning in independent India. The Modi 
government is destroying this culture. 

It’s worrying that the NIA, UAPA, RTI and 
several other bills, including the J&K re-or- 
ganisation bill, were passed in Parliament’s 
monsoon session without extensive deliber¬ 
ation and consultation. The convention of 
sending contentious pieces of legislation to 
parliamentary standing committees wasn’t 
followed. 

Majoritarianism based on numerical 
strength can never be a guiding norm for 
mnning Parliament and governing the coun¬ 
try. In fact, what was done to Jammu and 
Kashmir is contrary to Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi’s assurance in his last year’s 
Independence Day speech. He had talked 
about abjuring “gaali” and “goli” and win¬ 
ning over the Kashmiris by embracing them 
(“gale lagaane se”). But the clampdown on 
Kashmiris and reducing the area’s status to a 
union territory is nothing but Dyerism. The 
absence of dialogue, debate and informed 
scrutiny of government action in Parliament 
also endangers federalism. 

A Constituent Assembly debate is worth 
referring to here. On December 13,1946, the 


Constituent Assembly took up the 
Objectives Resolution for discussion. There 
were two important groups missing in the 
Assembly. A debate ensued on whether to 
move the amendments or stall constitution¬ 
making. Ambedkar issued a warning which 
assumes relevance in the context of what 
was done to Jammu and Kashmir. He said: 
“It may be that you have the right to do so. 
The question I am asking is this. Is it prudent 
for you to do so? Is it wise for you to do so? 
Power is one thing; wisdom is quite a differ¬ 
ent thing and I want this House to consider 
this matter from the point of view, not of 
what authority is vested in this Constituent 
Assembly, I want this House to consider the 
matter from another point of view, namely, 
whether it would be wise, whether it would 
be statesmanlike, whether it would be pru¬ 
dent to do so at this stage.” 

Is the passage of J&K reorganisation bill 
without adequate scrutiny, the repeal of 
Article 35A and the withdrawal of Kashmir’s 
special status without the consent of the 
Kashmiri people wise, prudent or states¬ 
manlike? 

In using its brute majority to pass impor¬ 
tant bills, the government ostensibly seems 
to be acting on its credo of “minimum govern¬ 
ment and maximum governance”. But it has 
reduced Parliament to a “minimum 
Parliament”. If Parliament becomes redun¬ 
dant, democracy will die. Conditions will be 
created for presidential form of government, 
the mle of a so-called strong man or fascism. 
Political parties which believe in democracy 
and justice for all citizens must put up strong 
resistance before such a calamity hits the 
Indian nation.

Fight Hindu Rashtra 

JANATA PARTY PRESIDENT Chandra Shekhar 
felt that there is bound to be a clash between 
the party and the RSS if the latter decides to be 
a political party.

RSS CHIEF BALASAHEB Deoras denied that 
he had spoken of capturing power in 10 
years at a meeting in Bhopal. In a statement 
issued in Ujjain, he dismissed the report to 
this effect as “sheer nonsense and a figment 
of imagination”. The statement, however, did 
not say anything about his other remarks at 
the meeting as reported in the press. Deoras 
also denied that the RSS and the Congress (I) 
president, Indira Gandhi, had entered into 
any kind of understanding.

Not in the spirit 
of the Constitution 


Supreme Court’s example of Goa as a state with a Uniform Civil Code is inconsistent with Article 44. 
Its colonial era law is archaic in comparison to post-Independence legislation on personal laws 



THE FOUNDING FATHERS of the Constitution 
had “hoped and expected” that the state will 
act on Article 44 that pertains to Uniform 
Civil Code but “till date no action has been 
taken in this regard,” an apex court bench has 
observed. Though Hindu laws were codified, 
“there has been no attempt to frame a 
Uniform Civil Code applicable to all” the 
bench has said, adding rather curiously: 
“However, Goa is a shining example of an 
Indian state which has a Uniform Civil Code 
applicable to all regardless of religion” (Jose 
Paulo, September 13). With due deference, I 
find both the obiter dicta and the ruling of the 
bench inconsistent with the letter and spirit 
of Article 44. 

Placed in the Constitution among the non- 
justiciable Directive Principles of State Policy, 
Article 44 charges the state with a duty to “en¬ 
deavour to secure for the citizens a Uniform 
Civil Code throughout the territory of India”. 
If this can be seen as a clear-cut injunction for 
“framing" a new comprehensive code at one 
go, the bench is right in complaining of the 
state’s inaction, but does the language of the 
Article mean this? Is endeavouring to secure 
a law the same as framing and enforcing it 
straight away? If not, have any endeavours 
ever been made in this direction? 

Codification of the Hindu law in 1955-56, 
often cited in the context of Article 44, can¬ 
not be seen as an “endeavour to secure” a 
Uniform Civil Code. A Hindu Code Bill was 
moved in the central legislature four years 
before the Constitution came in force. It faced 
stiff opposition from various quarters. Article 
44 was, in fact, meant to answer the objec¬ 
tion that the majority community’s personal 
law was being singled out for modernisation 
and reform. Notably, the proposed Hindu 
Code had to be fragmented later and even¬ 
tually took the form of four separate Acts. 

The state’s endeavours to secure a 
Uniform Civil Code are to be found in the mis¬ 
cellany of laws of general application that 
were sporadically enacted since 1954. 
Among these are the Acts facilitating civil 
marriages, banning marital dowries, protect¬ 
ing women from domestic violence, prevent¬ 
ing child marriages, ensuring ancestors’ 
maintenance and protection, and facilitating 
adoption of ill-fated children. The process 
has, of course, been slow-paced. But there is 
abundant scope for enacting more such laws 
that are applicable to all regardless of reli¬ 
gion and personal laws. 

Article 44 demands uniformity of family 
laws at an all-India level — a local law even if 
applicable to all cannot be seen as a Uniform 
Civil Code. The state-level code cited by the 
bench as an instance — the 152-year old 
Portuguese civil code in force in Goa and 
Daman & Diu — is not even applied uni¬ 
formly. The bench, in fact, admits that it ap¬ 
plies to all “except while protecting certain 
limited rights”. Yet, it calls the code a “shin¬ 
ing example” of uniformity. 

The Portuguese who ruled Goa and 
Daman & Diu since the 16th century had sep¬ 
arately codified local customs of each of these 
territories. Article 8 of the Royal Decree of 
1869, by which the Portuguese had extended 



their two-year old civil code to their “Indian 
possessions”, had pointedly subjected its ap¬ 
plication to the three pre-existing codes of 
native customs. After liberating the territo¬ 
ries in 1961 and integrating them into a Union 
Territory, the Indian government ruled that 
the Portuguese laws would continue until 
amended or repealed by a competent author¬ 
ity: among these was the Portuguese civil 
code. In 1987, Goa was separated from the 
newly formed Union Territory and made a 
state, but the civil code based on 19th century 
legal culture of Portugal was not thrown out. 

What is the sense in retaining an archaic 
law of foreign origin in certain national ter¬ 
ritories, 58 years after their assimilation into 
the nation? The government seems to have 
been oblivious of history in this regard, but 
how about the judiciary? RC Lahoti, former 
CJI, had once said “where two organs of state 
fail to perform their duty, the third cannot 
remain a mute spectator.” Instead of glorify¬ 
ing the archaic Portuguese code, the judiciary 
should have cared for its ouster. 

The court’s view that the supposedly uni¬ 
form law of Goa cannot be replaced with 
non-uniform family laws in force in the 
country ignores the fact that, unlike the for¬ 
mer, laws enacted and amended in the post- 
Constitution era are in keeping with social 
needs and norms of the time. The majority 
community along with Buddhists, Jains and 
Sikhs are predominant in the population of 
both the state of Goa and the Union Territory 
of Daman and Diu. It is unfair to keep them 
deprived of the modern family laws of 1955- 
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56 which are applicable to these communi¬ 
ties in the rest of India. 

The issue before the bench was if the suc¬ 
cession rules under the Portuguese civil code 
would apply also to properties of Goans lo¬ 
cated elsewhere in India, and the court an¬ 
swered that in the affirmative. In two earlier 
cases, the apex court had ruled that 
Christians of Travancore and Cochin were to 
be governed by the Indian Succession Act of 
1925 in force in Kerala, not by the local laws 
enacted before the merger of those territo¬ 
ries in that state ( Mary Roy 1986, CJ Simon 
2012). By the same analogy, the Act of 1925, 
in force in Maharashtra, could have been de¬ 
clared to be applicable to Mumbai-based 
property of the Goa-domiciled parties to the 
case before the bench. 

Last month, the Jammu and Kashmir 
(Reorganisation) Act repealed local family 
laws and replaced them with corresponding 
central laws. It is high time similar action was 
taken in regard to the Portuguese laws in 
force in Goa, Daman and Diu and also for the 
French Civil Code still applicable to a section 
of Indians in Pondicherry. Till this is done, the 
judiciary — as a “competent authority” — 
should suitably restrict application of these 
archaic laws of foreign origin whenever it 
gets a chance. This will be its proper role in 
leading the nation to the constitutional goal 
of a uniform civil code.

I do 
believe that in a few years from now, there is 
going to be visible positive change visible not 
only in this ratio, but also in the attitude and 
mindset of the people. We are witnessing how 
women achievers are proving their mettle in 
various fields: There is a renewed confidence 



that we (women/girls) can do it. 

Cleanliness is next to godliness. The 
Swachh Bharat Abhiyan, an initiative to¬ 
wards a cleaner India, has been a great suc¬ 
cess — it has been one of the most effective 
campaigns, featuring very high participation 
by one and all.

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How Parliament 
is diminished 

Legislature’s role is not merely to pass as many 
laws as possible. History shows lack of debate 
is a symptom of majoritarianism

THE NUMBER OF bills passed during the 
last session of Parliament were cited as a 
reason for calling it the most productive 
session in recent times. However, as any 
entrepreneur/manufacturer will tell you, 
the real test of productivity lies in quality 
and not just quantity. Let us not forget to 
examine the time spent deliberating on any 
piece of legislation from diverse perspec¬ 
tives. This is particularly important because 
there is no evidence to show if the “swift¬ 
ness” of passing a legislation contributes to 
its effectiveness in governing. 

The time allocated for the important leg¬ 
islative business pertaining to J&K reorgan¬ 
isation, triple talaq and the National Medical 
Council in the upper house was four hours. 
No wonder, careful consideration of dis¬ 
agreements, and respect for dissent were 
absent. The intention of the government 
seemed to be to pass the bills in both houses 
with just a pretence at discussion. 

Also, as per the established rule of the 
House, parties like AIADMK, DMK, RJD, CPM, 
JDU and TRS get time in the range of four to 
six minutes, which does not allow these par¬ 
ties to express their views in comprehensive 
manner. In the best interests of a delibera¬ 
tive parliament, a mechanism must be 
evolved whereby numbers alone do not dic¬ 
tate the time allocated to each party. 

This would also help realise Sarvepalli 
Radhakrishnan’s idea: He emphasised on 
multiple occasions that Parliament is not 
only a legislative but a deliberative body. 
“So far as its deliberative functions are con¬ 
cerned” he said, “it will be open to us to 
make very valuable contributions”. He ad¬ 
vocated for better balance between legisla¬ 
tion and deliberation, even if it requires sit¬ 
ting early and continuing till late. The 
history of parliamentary democracy from 
across the world shows that when any po¬ 
litical party gets a huge majority, there is a 
temptation to acquire an authoritarian pos¬ 
ture and one of the most obvious features 
of the same is to set aside quality delibera¬ 
tion by pushing legislation in haste under 
the cover of “mood of the nation”. 

Let us not forget that understanding and 
explaining the mood of the nation and its 
reflection through a majoritarian parlia¬ 
ment is a fundamental intellectual ques¬ 
tion that has not received due attention. 
Daniel Jonah Goldhagen, author of Hitler’s 
Willing Executioners, shows that studies of 
the Holocaust were marred by a poor un¬ 
derstanding and under-theorising of anti¬ 
semitism. Similarly, evidence suggest that 
even in the Indian case the demonisation 
of the “other” has been working at subter¬ 
ranean level for very many years. The 
“other” could encompass minorities, Dalits, 
Kashmiris or many other groups, depend¬ 
ing on the issue at hand. 

This reality has been unfolding slowly 
over the last several decades but we only 
worked on the symptoms and remained 


oblivious of the chronic ailment afflicting 
the body politic. Now those subterranean 
emotions are coming to the surface, unset¬ 
tling a large section of civil society as well 
as several political parties. As a result, on the 
J&K reorganisation bills and on the abroga¬ 
tion of Article 370, faultiness across and 
within political parties have been exposed. 
Several representatives were seen appeal¬ 
ing to their leaders to accede to the “national 
mood”, irrespective of the constitutional 
history as well as the mysterious manner in 
which the bills were brought to the House. 

Needless to say, the ruling party poses 
as the sole custodian as well as the anchor 
of the said “mood of the nation”. It is ax¬ 
iomatic that a political party or a coalition 
of political parties need a majority in the 
parliament and that is how governments 
are formed and function. However, over¬ 
powering of parliament procedures by 
popular myths or half-truths of the domi¬ 
nant majority diminishes Parliament from 
being a deliberative institution to being a 
majoritarian one. 

Parliament was always meant to en¬ 
gage with and undertake the legislative and 
deliberative business, representing the 
people of India and it has more or less ad¬ 
hered to this since 1952. In most cases, par¬ 
ties and coalitions in power aimed at build- 
ing consensus. And when consensus 
building failed and legislation had to be 
voted upon, the minority voice was judi¬ 
ciously respected and not jeered. However, 
a majoritarian parliament is different from 
majority in the parliament. Majority in par¬ 
liament gains legitimacy through deliber¬ 
ation but in a majoritarian parliament, 
numbers trump every other moral consid¬ 
eration. In a nation that prides itself on its 
argumentative traditions, the hectoring of 
minority opinion amounts to the strangu¬ 
lation of democracy. 

As far as tailoring legislation to suit the 
narrative of prevailing national mood is con¬ 
cerned, we should open some pages of 
Goldhagen’s classic: “We know that many 
societies have existed in which certain cos¬ 
mological and ontological beliefs were well- 
nigh universal. Societies have come and 
gone where everyone believed in God, in 
witches, in the supernatural, that all foreign¬ 
ers are not human, that an individual’s race 
determines his moral and intellectual qual¬ 
ities, that men are morally superior to 
women, that blacks are inferior or that Jews 
are evil.” At some point in history, each of 
these beliefs were held by a majority and 
was carried forward as the “national mood”. 

A majoritarian parliament and its 
modus operandi should not allow us to ig¬ 
nore that contemporary concerns are also 
about an unending struggle between 
memory and forgetting. If not our contem¬ 
poraries, history shall ask us what made us 
succumb to a politics of amnesia, thriving 
on imagined history amplified by counter- 
factuals. As a matter of caution we — polit¬ 
ical and ideological differences notwith¬ 
standing — must remember what the 
progression of events in the Third Reich 
tells us. But we must also remember that 
history is not inescapable and that our in¬ 
dividual and collective choices with regard 
to the “national mood” shape it.

Cokie Roberts,

Attacks by Taliban kill 48, Afghan 
President unhurt as bomb hits rally 

Suicide bombers strike Kabul and Ghani campaign rally in Parwan province, 11 days before election

TALIBAN SUICIDE bombers 
killed 48 people in two separate 
attacks in Afghanistan on 
Tuesday, the deadliest taking 
place near an election rally by 
President Ashraf Ghani, though 
he was unhurt. 

The attacks happened 11 days 
before Afghanistan’s presidential 
election, which Taliban com¬ 
manders have vowed to violently 
disrupt, and follow collapsed 
peace talks between the United 
States and the insurgent group. 

Ghani, who is seeking a sec¬ 
ond five-year term in voting on 
Sept 28, was due to address a rally 
in Charikar, the capital of central 
Parwan province, when a suicide 
bomber attacked the gathering. 

The blast killed 26 people 
and wounded 42, said Nasrat 
Rahimi, spokesman for the inte¬ 
rior ministry. 

“When the people were en¬ 
tering the police camp, an old 
man riding a motorcycle arrived 
on the highway and detonated 
his explosives, causing casual¬ 


ties,” said Parwan province’s po¬ 
lice chief Mohammad Mahfooz 
Walizada. 

With sirens wailing, rescuers 
rushed to lift the wounded into 
the backs of pick-up trucks for 
evacuation. 

“Women and children are 
among them and most of the 
victims seem to be the civilians,” 
said Abdul Qasim Sangin, head 
of Parwan’s provincial hospital. 

The President was nearby 
but unharmed, and later took to 
Twitter to condemn the bomb¬ 


ing at the rally. 

“Taliban tried to break this 
unity by targeting innocent civil¬ 
ians,” he wrote. “They shame¬ 
lessly accepted responsibility at 
a time when they’re cloaking 
acts of terror as efforts for peace.” 

In a separate incident, a man 
on foot blew himself up in the 
centre of the capital Kabul, send¬ 
ing ambulances and Afghan 
forces rushing to the blast site. 

Twenty-two people were 
killed, and 38 were wounded, 
said Rahimi, the interior ministry

spokesman. Most of the dead 
were civilians, including women 
and children, though six were se¬ 
curity force members. 

The Taliban said it carried out 
the two attacks, and a statement 
issued by a spokesman for the 
insurgents said they were aimed 
at security forces. 

“People were given warn¬ 
ing,” the statement said, adding, 
“Do not take part in the puppet 
administration’s election rallies, 
because all such gatherings are 
our military target.” 



Violence worsens 
amid failed talks, 
upcoming polls 

DURING PEACE talks with 
the US, the Taliban had 
stepped up attacks in 
Afghanistan in a bid to gain 
leverage in the negotiations. 
Now, with the US calling off 
the talks, the Taliban have 
publicly declared that there 
will be even more strikes. 
The group considers the 
Afghan government a US 
puppet, and after the col¬ 
lapse of the talks, it’s likely 
the Taliban will hit more 
government targets. They 
have also warned that elec¬ 
tion rallies will be targeted. 
Taliban have denounced the 
twice-delayed presidential 
election, and told civilians to 
stay away from rallies.

230 US-Indian 
groups urge 
Ro Khanna to 
withdraw from 
Pakistan Caucus

A RECORD number of 230 
Indian-American organisations 
in the US have urged Democratic 
Congressman Ro Khanna to 
withdraw from the 
Congressional Caucus on 
Pakistan, saying it was contrary 
to both American principles and 
India’s geo-strategic interests. 

Khanna, 42, became the first 
Indian-American to have joined 
the Congressional Pakistan 
Caucus last month. He is also a 
member of the Congressional 
Caucus on India and Indian 
Americans, which is the largest 
country-specific caucus in the 
House of Representatives. 

In a letter submitted to the 
Indian-American lawmaker on 
Monday, Hindu and Indian- 
American organisations, profes¬ 
sional associations and commu¬ 
nity leaders urged Khanna to 
withdraw from the 
Congressional Pakistan Caucus. 

“As a leading member of 
the House India Caucus, 
Foreign Affairs Committee, and 
a champion of human rights, 
we are deeply troubled that 
you joined the Congressional 
Pakistan Caucus,” the letter 
stated. The letter alleged that 
Pakistan continues to utilise ter¬ 
ror assets to attack US interests 
in Afghanistan and wage a proxy 
war against India. PTI 


Iran’s Khamenei rules out talks with US

IRAN’S SUPREME Leader on 
Tuesday ruled out talks with 
Washington after President 
Donald Trump blamed Tehran 
for an attack on Saudi oil facili¬ 
ties that knocked out half the 
kingdom’s output. 

Trump said on Monday that 
it looked like Iran was behind the 
weekend strike at the heart of 
the Saudi oil industry, which cut 
5% of global production, but 
stressed he did not want to go to 
war. Iran denied it was to blame. 

“Iranian officials, at any level, 
will never talk to American offi¬ 
cials... this is part of their policy to 
put pressure on Iran,” Iranian 
state TV quoted Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei as saying. 


He said talks could only take 
place if the United States re¬ 
turned to a nuclear accord be¬ 
tween Iran and the West that 
Trump abandoned last year. 

US-Iran relations deteriorated 
after Trump quit the accord and 


reimposed sanctions over 
Tehran’s nuclear and ballistic pro¬ 
grammes. He also wants Iran to 
stop supporting regional proxies, 
including Yemen’s Houthi group, 
which has claimed responsibility 
for the attack. REUTERS 


Saudi oil attack 
launched from 
Iran: US official 

Washington: The United States 
has concluded the weekend at¬ 
tack on Saudi oil facilities was 
launched from Iranian soil and 
cruise missiles were involved, a 
US official said on Tuesday. 

The official, who declined to 
be identified, said the United 
States was gathering evidence 
about the attack to present to the 
international community, no¬ 
tably European allies, at the UN 
General Assembly next week. 

Asked if Washington was 
certain that the missiles had 
been launched from Iranian soil, 
the official answered: “Yes”.

Israelis vote in unprecedented repeat 
election centred on PM Netanyahu

ISRAELIS VOTE Tuesday in an un¬ 
precedented repeat election that 
will decide whether longtime 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu stays in power de¬ 
spite a looming indictment on 
corruption charges. 

Netanyahu, the longest 
serving leader in Israeli history, 
is seeking a fourth consecutive 
term in office, and fifth overall. 
But he faces a stiff challenge 
from retired military chief 
Benny Gantz, whose centrist 
Blue and White party is run¬ 
ning even with Netanyahu’s 
Likud.

tray himself as a seasoned states¬ 
man who is uniquely qualified to 
lead the country through chal¬ 
lenging times.

Netanyahu appeared poised 
to remain in office after the April 
elections, with his traditional al¬ 
lies of nationalist and ultra-reli¬ 
gious Jewish parties controlling 
a parliamentary majority. 


But Avigdor Lieberman, his 
mercurial ally-turned-rival, re¬ 
fused to join the new coalition.

Chinese envoy to 
Pakistan: CPEC has 
entered second phase

CHINESE AMBASSADOR to 
Pakistan Yao Jing has said that the 
China-Pakistan Economic Corridor 
(CPEC) has entered the second 
phase after completion of key proj¬ 
ects in the first stage. 

The envoy, while addressing 
the Rawalpindi Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry (RCCI) on 
Monday, said that the CPEC proj¬ 
ects in energy and infrastructure 
sectors have either been com¬ 
pleted or are near completion, the 
Express Tribune reported. 

Completion of phase-I of 
CPEC had set a strong foundation 
for the second phase, which 
would focus on the develop¬ 
ment of Special Economic Zones 
(SEZ), strengthening trade and 
cultural ties through joint ven¬ 
tures and exchange of delega¬ 
tions, he said. 

“CPEC is a unique model of 
connectivity, trade, and develop¬ 
ment, which is an important part 
of the Belt and Road initiative,” 
Yao added. 

The CPEC, launched in 2015, 
is the flagship project of the 
multi-billion-dollar Border and 
Road Initiative (BRI) launched by 
President Xi that aims to link 
Southeast Asia, Central Asia, the 
Gulf region, Africa and Europe 
with a network of land and sea 
routes. PTI 


Hindu student 
found dead in 
hostel in Pak, kin 
demand probe

A PAKISTANI Hindu dental col¬ 
lege student was found dead in 
mysterious circumstances in her 
hostel room in Sindh province 
with a rope tied to her neck, 
prompting her family to demand 
a transparent probe, according 
to media reports on Tuesday. 

Namrita Chandni, a final- 
year student of Bibi Asifa Dental 
College in Larkana district and a 
social activist, was found lying on 
a cot by her friends on Monday 
with a rope tied to her neck. Her 
room locked from inside, the 
Express Tribune reported. 

Chandni belonged to Ghotki, 
the district which was in the 
news since Sunday after three 
cases against 218 rioters were 
filed for vandalising properties, 
including a Hindu temple. 

Police is yet to ascertain 
whether the girl committed sui¬ 
cide or was murdered. 

Chandni’s brother and uncle 
demanded an investigation into 
her death, saying it is unlikely 
that she committed suicide. 


UK PM could recall 
Parliament if top court 
rules suspension illegal

BORIS JOHNSON could recall 
Parliament if Britain’s highest 
court rules he unlawfully sus¬ 
pended it, a government 
lawyer said on Tuesday, after 
judges heard the Prime 
Minister wanted a shutdown 
because it was an obstacle to 
his Brexit plans. 

Johnson announced on 
August 28 that he had asked 
Queen Elizabeth to prorogue, or 
suspend, Parliament for five 
weeks from last week until 
October 14. He said the shut¬ 
down was necessary to allow 
him to introduce a new legisla¬ 
tive agenda. 

Opponents said the real rea¬ 
son was to prevent scrutiny and 
challenges by Parliament — 
where he now has no majority — 
to his Brexit policy, especially his 
promise to leave the European 
Union by October 31 even if no 
divorce deal has been agreed. 

They want the Supreme 
Court, the United Kingdom’s 
highest judicial body, to rule 
Johnson’s actions were illegal. 
Critics, including rebels thrown

out of his Conservative Party 
over Brexit, say he should resign 
if that is its decision. 

“The consequence (of his ad¬ 
vice to the monarch being ruled 
unlawful) could be that he goes 
to the queen and seeks the recall 
of parliament,” Richard Keen, the 
government’s chief law officer in 
Scotland, told the court. 

However, Keen was unable to 
mle out that Johnson might then 
look to suspend Parliament again. 

All 11 judges on the 
Supreme Court will now decide 
on a crucial question: how far 
Britain’s unwritten constitution 
limits the power of the Prime 
Minister and whether 
Johnson’s advice to the queen 
was therefore illegal.

Khalid Hameed Was Killed By A Student Who Claimed The Professor Insulted Islam 

The killing of a professor sends a chill through a campus in Pakistan

PROFESSOR KHALID Hameed’s 
devotion to teaching often led him 
to arrive early for work, and the 
day he was lulled was no different 
Hameed, a senior English lec¬ 
turer at Government Sadiq 
Egerton College in the Pakistani 
city of Bahawalpur, parked at 
about 8 am on March 20, signed 
the staff room register, unlocked 
his office and walked in. His killer 
came up from behind, hitting 
him in the head with a heavy 
padlock and stabbing him sev¬ 


eral times. Hameed, 59, who was 
six months from retirement, 
died immediately. 

One of his students, Khateeb 
Hussain, was detained by police. 
In a video of his interrogation, 
Hussain said he killed Hameed 
— a devout Muslim, according to 
his family — because he had in¬ 
sulted Islam. Six months later, no 
charges have been brought 
against Hussain, or against a 
preacher from Tehreek-e- 
Labbaik Pakistan, a hard-line 
Islamic group, who police say in¬ 
cited him to kill. 

The killing has devastated 
Hameed’s family and chilled his 


colleagues at Sadiq Egerton 
College. They see it as a horrify¬ 
ing new chapter in a campaign 
against liberal education, which 
small but influential extremist 
groups in Pakistan consider un¬ 
acceptable. Many of the teachers 
are now wary of speaking freely 
to their students. 

“Actually, this teacher was a 
symbol of all liberal education,” 
said Irshad Ahmad Tabasum, an 
associate professor in Hameed’s 
department. 

Tabasum and some of his col¬ 
leagues stressed that Hameed 
was no provocative liberal fire¬ 
brand, just a dedicated, well-liked

teacher. They said the college had 
not previously had trouble with 
religious extremists and they 
were at a loss to explain what 


could have motivated the killer. 

A day before Hameed’s death, 
anonymous pamphlets were dis¬ 
tributed that called for banning a 
campus gathering that he was co- 
ordinating. The pamphlets 
claimed, wrongly, that men and 
women there would be allowed to 
dance together. But investigators 
said Hussain was not behind the 
pamphlets and teachers at the col¬ 
lege doubt there is a connection. 

In the video of his interroga¬ 
tion, Hussain — who had been 
pursuing a degree in English lit¬ 
erature — said Hameed “used to 
bark against Islam and utter 
derogatory remarks every day”. 



But he did not cite any specific 
comment that angered him. 

Like English literature classes 
around the world, Hameed’s 
roamed across broad themes in 
philosophy, history, religion and 
politics, his colleagues say. They 
resent speculation about what 
he might have said that enraged 
Hussain, seeing it as an attempt 
to find justification, or at least 
sense, in his killing. 

But they also say that the 
shock of the killing has made 
them wonder about their own 
teaching — and that they have 
started to skirt potentially con¬ 
tentious subjects. 


“For the last 25 years, I have 
never felt the pressure as I am 
feeling now,” Tabasum said. He 
said he had long taught “Oedipus 
Rex” in his classes on Greek 
tragedy but was now worried 
about doing so. 

“Because every single word 
can create a problem for you,” he 
said. “This is what has been in¬ 
culcated in me after this inci¬ 
dent. Before that, whatever I felt, 
I expressed that.” 

Teachers have found them¬ 
selves reluctant to let classroom 
discussions get too philosophical, 
said Mahmood Ahmed Shaheen, 
an assistant professor at Sadiq 



Egerton. “Obviously it is a fact, 
when such incidents happen, 
they affect our sensibilities, they 
affect our perception,” he said. 
“We feel a bit insecure when you 
are studying and discussing 
something in class, and particu¬ 
larly if it is related to religion.” 

Such fears have spread well 
beyond Bahawalpur, a conserva¬ 
tive city 380 miles southeast of 
Islamabad, the capital. “I think that 
it would be wrong and foolish to 
think that such terrible incidents 
could only happen elsewhere,” 
said Shaista Sonnu Sirajuddin, a 
former professor at the University 
of Punjab in Lahore. NYT

Indian MFs: UAE 
tops in investments 
by non-residents

MUMBAI,SEPTEMBER17 

NON-RESIDENT investments, 
led by the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE), in Indian mu¬ 
tual funds (MFs) at Rs 93,340 
crore ($ 13.5 billion) as of 
March 2019 substantially ex¬ 
ceeded the investments made 
by MFs in the form of overseas 
equity investments at Rs 4,482 
crore ($ 0.7 billion), the 
Reserve Bank of India has said. 
Non-resident investments 
(foreign liabilities) had risen by 
8.95 per cent from Rs 85,670 
crore in March 2018. 

Topping the table, the UAE 
which accounts for a sizeable 
Indian population invested Rs 
14,979 crore in Indian MFs, 
registering a share of 16 per 
cent. Investments from the US, 
which is in the second spot, 
amounted to Rs 8,989 crore, 
accounting for 9.6 per cent 
share. According to Reserve 
Bank data, the UAE, the UK and 
the US were the largest in¬ 
vestors together accounting 
for one-third of the MF units 
held by non-residents. 

MF units held by non-res¬ 
idents in Mauritius and 
Singapore declined after 
the amendment of 
Double Taxation Avoidance 


Agreement (DTAA) with these 
countries for withdrawal of 
capital gains exemption in a 
phased manner, effective April 
2017. Non-resident invest¬ 
ments from Singapore de¬ 
clined from Rs 6,897 crore to 
Rs 5,683 crore and Mauritius 
from Rs 5,649 crore to Rs 3,831, 
as per the RBI data. 

On the other hand, the US 
(44.6 per cent share in total for¬ 
eign assets) and Luxembourg 
(41.1 per cent) remained the 
preferred investment destina¬ 
tions for Indian MF companies, 
RBI said. Foreign liabilities of 
asset management companies 
($3.3 billion) exceeded foreign 
assets ($0.1 billion) substan¬ 
tially in March 2019. Net for¬ 
eign liabilities of AMCs in¬ 
creased by 68 per cent during 
the year, mainly on account of 
equity valuation gains after 
stock exchange listing. Non¬ 
residents in the UK held over 
half of the foreign liabilities of 
AMCs in March 2019 while 
AMCs’ equity liabilities to non¬ 
residents in Japan, Mauritius 
and Hong Kong declined dur¬ 
ing the year due to capital repa¬ 
triation and reduction in mar¬ 
ket value of their investment 

Overseas assets of AMCs 
were largely held in Guernsey, 
Mauritius and Singapore, the 
RBI said.

UNION HOME Minister Amit 
Shah on Tuesday said that eco¬ 
nomic reforms may initially pose 
difficulties to citizens but those 
who bear with it have the right to 
enjoy fruits later.

“From lawlessness towards the 
mle of law is the hologram of this 
government You may have appre¬ 
hensions that so many inquiries.

With US envoy in attendance, govt holds talks with stakeholders

IN THE run up to Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi’s US visit this 
weekend, the Commerce Ministry 
Tuesday held multiple rounds of 
stakeholder consultations on is¬ 
sues related to price control of 
medical devices—one of the stick¬ 
ing points in bilateral trade rela¬ 
tions between the two countries. 

Incidentally, one of the rounds 
of deliberations with multina¬ 
tional medical device firms was at¬ 
tended by US Ambassador to India, 
Kenneth I Juster, The Indian Express 
has learnt 

The discussions focussed on 
the potential of the government 
controlling the trade margins en¬ 
joyed by stockists, distributors, 
hospitals and others involved in 
the sale of devices across the sup¬ 
ply chain, persons present during 
the meeting told The Indian 
Express. While India’s earlier deci¬ 
sion to cap the maximum retail 


prices (MRPs) of medical devices 
like cardiac stents and orthopedic 
knee implants may not be re¬ 
versed, the government is leamt 
to have indicated it would look at 
premiums for products in these 
categories that were “innovative”, 
they added.’ “What the govern¬ 
ment is trying to see is how we can 
make other devices affordable for 
patients through an alternate 
mechanism like trade margin ra¬ 
tionalisation,” one of the persons 
said. This does not apply to stents 
and knee implants, which are un¬ 
der ceiling price control, the per¬ 
son added. 

“The discussion had was that... 
ad-hoc, stents cannot be (brought 
out of ceiling price caps),” said an¬ 
other person, also requesting 
anonymity. “The (price) cap will 
be there, because it was a policy 
decision which was taken (before) 
and that led to major improve¬ 
ments in healthcare in terms of the 
usage of these devices. There was 
an apprehension that because of 
this, new technology may not 


come in,” the person said, adding 
the government considered meas¬ 
ures to ensure stents considered to 
be superior or newer technology 
may be able to get different prices. 

“The government says it will 
take innovation and new devel¬ 
opments into consideration and a 
premium or extra value could be 
attached to this.Jf somebody 
comes up with a new innovation, 
they will get some advantage in 
terms of pricing,” the person 
added. These discussions were 
also attended by the US Ambassa¬ 
dor to India and officials from the 
Indian Council of Medical Rese¬ 
arch, National Pharmaceutical 
Pricing Authority and the Depar¬ 
tment of Pharmaceuticals, per¬ 


sons present confirmed. Queries 
sent to the Commerce Ministry 
about the details of the discus¬ 
sions as well as the Ambassador’s 
presence were unanswered by 
press time Tuesday. 

These deliberations initially 
sparked controversy, with Indian 
medical device firms and associa¬ 
tions present at the meeting with 
multinational stakeholders claim¬ 
ing they were asked to exit and 
wait for a separate interaction. 

“Initially, we were asked to 
step out of the meeting and were 
not allowed to give our counter ar¬ 
guments during these delibera¬ 
tions on price control. Later, we 
were relieved to be given an op¬ 
portunity to speak with the hon¬ 


ourable Commerce Minister, for 
which we are very grateful to the 
Department of Commerce,” said 
Rajiv Nath, Forum Coordinator, 
Association of Indian Medical 
Devices Industry (AiMeD). 

“We were surprised to see the 
US Ambassador present during 
the discussions with multinational 
medical device companies, pitch¬ 
ing for their interest, and seem¬ 
ingly attempting to influence in¬ 
ternal Indian policies away from 
affordable patient care,” he added. 

“US multinationals are putting 
extreme pressures on government 
through the US embassy to dilute 
price caps and replace it with soft 
trade margin caps. It appears that 
the government may relent to cre¬ 
ate consensus on some other is¬ 
sues with the US,” said Gurmit 
Singh Chugh, managing director, 
Translumina Therapeutics. 

India capped ceiling prices of 
stents and knee implants, two es¬ 
sential medical devices used by 
patients in the country, in 2017. 
Prices of these devices were 


slashed over65 percentasaresult, 
and the move was expected to hit 
US-based firms like Abbott, 
Medtronic, Stryker and Boston 
Scientific. When the US first an¬ 
nounced intentions to withdraw 
duty-free benefits accorded to 
India under the country’s 
Generalised System of Preferences 
(GSP) programme in March, com¬ 
merce ministry officials here indi¬ 
cated that these price caps were 
among the issues under negotia¬ 
tion between the two countries. 

Until then, India and the US 
had been engaged in discussions 
to arrive at a “balance” on bilateral 
trade issues. While “an extensive 
and reasonable package that cov¬ 
ered all US concerns” were worked 
out by India, the US had raised “ad¬ 
ditional requests” on sectors like 
medical devices and dairy prod¬ 
ucts, Commerce Secretary Anup 
Wadhawan had told reporters 
during a briefing in March. “We 
will not compromise on the issue 
of affordability (of medical devices 
like stents),” he had said.

STOCKS ON Monday tumbled 
amid fears that a surge in oil prices 
following an attack in Saudi Arabia 
could further slow down the 
growth in the economy which was 
already facing a demand slow¬ 
down. The BSE benchmark Sensex 
plunged 642.22 points, or 1.73 per 
cent, to36,481.09 and the broader 
NSE Nifty fell 185.90 points, or 1.69 
per cent, to 10,817.60. 

With today’s fall, the Sensex 
has fallen 904 points in the last 
two days after the attack on Saudi 
Arabian oil installations. Investor 
wealth, or market capitalisation 
of listed companies, declined by 
Rs 2.72 lakh crore to Rs 1.39 lakh 
crore in the stock sell-off in the last 
two days. The mpee on Tuesday 
weakened by another 18 paise to 
settle at 71.78 against the US dol¬ 
lar as investors fretted over the im¬ 
pact of higher cmde oil prices on 
the current account deficit and fis¬ 
cal deficit. 

Analysts said mpee asset mar¬ 
kets were under a cloud since 
Monday after geopolitical risks 
were revived by attacks on Saudi 
Arabia oil facilities. India is 


amongst few in the region most 
exposed to higher oil prices due to 
its rising reliance on energy im¬ 
ports and sizeable oil trade deficits. 
“The extent of oil gains hinges on 
how long the outage lasts. It re¬ 
mains to be seen if Monday’s price 
surge sustains.

RBI Governor Shaktikanta Das 
had also warned on Monday that 
India’s current account and fiscal 
deficits could worsen if oil prices 
remain at the elevated level. Many 
experts also opined that higher oil 
prices were likely to severely hit 
economic conditions in India, 
which imports more than 70 per 
cent of its oil requirements. India’s 
growth rate has already fallen to 


the 5 per cent level in the June 
quarter, raising concern over the 
macroeconomic fundamentals. 

All sectoral indices ended in 
the red with BSE auto, realty, 
metal, bankex, finance, oil and gas, 
energy, teck and IT indices falling 
up to 3.80 per cent.

Global oil slips from

OIL PRICES dropped sharply on 
Tuesday after a top Saudi Arabian 
source indicated that production 
could be fully back on line within 
weeks, quicker than initially 
thought following weekend at¬ 
tacks that halved the kingdom’s 
output. Saturday’s attacks raised 
the spectre of a major supply 
shock in a market that in recent 
months has been preoccupied 
with demand concerns and falter¬ 
ing global growth. Oil surged as 
much as 20 per cent at one point 
on Monday. 

Production could be fully on¬ 
line within two to three weeks 
and the kingdom was close to 
restoring 70 per cent of the 5.7 
million barrels a day lost after the 
attacks, a top Saudi source briefed 
on the latest developments told 
Reuters. Brent crude was down 
$3.72, or 5.4 per cent, at $65.30 a 
barrel by 1350 GMT. West Texas 
Intermediate was down $2.40, or 
3.8 per cent, at $60.50 a barrel. 

In the immediate fallout from 
the attacks, state-owned producer 
Saudi Aramco told some Asian re¬ 
finers it would meet its oil com¬ 
mitments, albeit with changes, 
sources said. 

The attacks on crude-pro- 
cessing facilities at Abqaiq and 
Khurais resulted in the largest 
single supply disruption in half a 
century, and threw into question 
Saudi Arabia’s status as supplier 


Steepest hike 
in petrol, diesel 
since Budget 

New Delhi: Petrol and diesel 
prices on Tuesday saw the 
biggest hike since July 5 
Budget on concerns over 
spike in global oil prices fol¬ 
lowing attacks on Saudi 
Arabian cmde oil facilities. 

Petrol price was increased 
by 14 paise per litre to Rs 72.17 
and diesel by 15 paise to Rs 
65.58 per litre in the national 
capital, according to price in¬ 
formation available from 
state-owned oil firms.

DEEP DISAGREEMENTS within 
the Federal Reserve over the eco¬ 
nomic outlook and how the US 
central bank should respond will 
not stop policymakers from cut¬ 
ting interest rates at a two-day 
meeting that began on Tuesday. 

An oil price spike after attacks 
on Saudi Arabian oil facilities over 
the weekend added to the list of 
risks facing an economy already 
slowed by ongoing trade tensions 


and global weakness. 

But the deep divide evident 
around the Fed’s policymaking 
table means further rate cuts 
could be far from a done deal, and 
on Tuesday traders were no 
longer betting the central bank 
will follow Wednesday’s ex¬ 
pected rate cut with another by 
the end of the year. 

At one end of the Fed’s large 
boardroom table sit St. Louis Fed 
President James Bullard and 
Minneapolis Fed President Neel 
Kashkari, who are expected to ar¬ 
gue for a steep reduction in bor¬ 


rowing costs to counter low infla¬ 
tion and an inverted Treasury 
yield curve. 

Pushback from the opposite 
end is likely to come from 
Cleveland Fed President Loretta 
Mester, who opposed the Fed’s 
rate cut in July, and Philadelphia 
Fed President Patrick Harker, who 
only reluctantly supported it and 
says he wants to leave rates 
where they are “to see how things 
play out.” 

Fed Chair Jerome Powell, 
seated midway down the table, 
faces the delicate task of talcing on

board those views and the dis¬ 
parate arguments of the other 
dozen policymakers to build con¬ 
sensus. A top challenge: making 
sense of economic data that sug¬ 
gests the US manufacturing in¬ 


dustry may be contracting and in¬ 
flation remains weak, even as 
households continue to spend 
and employers overall are adding 
plenty of jobs. 

“The discord is extremely 
visible,” said Gregory Daco, chief 
US economist at Oxford 
Economics. “If you look at the 
economy today, you look at an 
economy that’s bifurcated... The 
key question is whether that 
weakness seeps through the 
economy, and whether that’s 
aggravated.” 

On Tuesday, uncertainty 


over the rates outlook made its 
way into the market for interest- 
rate futures tied to the Fed’s pol¬ 
icy rate, where bets rose that the 
central bank’s expected reduc¬ 
tion to its benchmark overnight 
lending rate this week will be its 
final rate cut of the year. 

Traders, as of late Tuesday 
morning, gave a 61 per cent 
probability that the Fed would 
reduce its policy rate by a quar¬ 
ter of a percentage point to a 
range of 1.75 per cent to 2 per 
cent on Wednesday, down from 
92 per cent just a week ago.

THE GOVERNMENT is consider¬

said on Tuesday. The news of po¬ 
tential closure spooked investors 
and shares of STC and MMTC 
tanked by close to 20 per cent on 
the BSE on Tuesday, when the 
Sensex dropped 1.7 percent. 

“Slowly the original purpose 
of these PSUs has come to an end. 
They are no longer the canalising 
agencies. It’s not the business of 
the government to remain in 
such businesses. It doesn’t make 
sense to have such a big infra¬ 
structure to carry out gold im¬ 
ports, etc. We have started the 
discussion... all options (closure 
and merger) are open,” Goyal 
told reporters on the sidelines of

a CII event. As such, these com¬ 
panies haven’t “covered them¬ 
selves in glory”, he added. 

The government holds 90 per 
cent stake in STC and 89.93 per 
cent stake in MMTC. PEC isn’t a 
listed company. 

STC and PEC are under severe 
financial stress, which has threat¬ 
ened their operational capabili¬ 
ties, said a senior government of¬ 
ficial. STC reported a net loss of as 
much as Rs 881 crore in 2018-19, 
against a net profit of Rs 38 crore 
in 2017-18. In the June quarter, 


STC again reported losses - Rs 94 
crore against a meagre profit of 
about ?1.5 crore a year ago. 

Earlier this year, Syndicate 
Bank initiated insolvency pro¬ 
ceedings against STC for a default 
of Rs 625.32 crore. 

Although MMTC has been 
recording profits, the govern¬ 
ment feels such profits can be 
generated through other means 
as well and the Centre need not 
be in such businesses to earn this 
amount. MMTC posted a net 
profit of Rs 19.73 crore in the June 
quarter, against just Rs 9.94 crore 
a year ago. In 2018-19, its net 
profit stood at Rs 81.43 crore, 
compared with Rs 48.84 crore a 
year ago. PEC’s financial perform¬ 
ance wasn’t immediately avail¬ 
able. Shares of STC tumbled 19.61 
per cent to close at Rs 107.40 on 
the BSE on Tuesday, while 
MMTC’s dropped 16.57 per cent 
to end at Rs 20.65. 

STC’s debt-to-equity ratio 
jumped sharply to 25.56 per cent 
in FY19 against just 2.22 percent 
ayear ago.

THE SECURITIES and Exchange 
Board of India (Sebi) in an order 
on Tuesday restrained Gautam 
Thapar, VR Venkatesh, Madhav 
Acharya and B Hariharan from ac¬ 
cessing the securities market pro¬ 
hibiting them from buying, sell¬ 
ing or otherwise dealing in 
securities in any manner. 

The markets regulator has also 
restrained them from being asso¬ 
ciated with any intermediary reg¬ 
istered with the Sebi or any listed 
entity or its material unlisted sub¬ 
sidiary, till further orders. 

The order also stated that BSE 
shall appoint an independent au¬ 
ditor/audit firm for conducting a 
detailed forensic audit of the 
books of accounts of CG Power 
from the financial year 2015-16 
onwards till date. 

The expenses for the afore¬ 
mentioned forensic audit shall be 
borne by the company. The above 
directions from the market regu¬ 


lator shall come into force with 
immediate effect and shall be in 
force till further directions. 

CG Power and Industrial 
Solutions had on August 20 an¬ 
nounced that the total liabilities of 
the company and the group may 
have been potentially understated 
by approximately ?1,053.54 crore 
and tX 608.17 crore, respectively, 
as at March 31, 2018, and by 
^601.83 crore and ^401.83 crore, 
respectively, as at April 1,2017. 
“Certain assets of the company 
that were purportedly provided as 
collateral without due authority; 
and the company was made a co- 
borrowerand/orguarantorfor en¬ 
abling ostensibly unrelated third 
parties to obtain loans without due 
authorisation. The moneys so ob¬ 
tained were immediately and 
without due authorisation routed 


out of the company, either by itself 
or from its subsidiaries or ostensi¬ 
bly unrelated parties to certain re¬ 
lated parties,” the company had 
said in the exchange filings. 

The Sebi had met the officials 
of CG Power on August 22,2019, 
and had sought information on 
the matter in order to examine as 
to whether or not there were any 
violations of the provisions of se¬ 
curities laws, by the company and 
its directors/promoters, during 
the period 2016-2019. The com¬ 
pany had submitted a copy of the 
preliminary Investigation Report 
on August 26,2019. Sebi had also 
sought responses inter alia from 
the chairman (Gautam Thapar), 
past directors (Madhav Acharya, 
B Hariharan) and CFO (VR 
Venkatesh). 

“It is noted that the funds di¬ 


verted from CG Power were fraud¬ 
ulently transferred to its promoter 
company i.e. Avantha Holdings 
and entities related/connected 
with the company, viz Avantha 
International, Acton, Ballarpur 
International, Mirabelle and 
Solaris, without the knowledge of 
the company and without any ap¬ 
proval from its board. Having re¬ 
gard to the findings in the preced¬ 
ing paragraphs, the 
aforementioned entities as recip¬ 
ients of the fraudulent transfer of 
funds of the company amounting 
to tX 223.80 crore and are prima 
facie liable for the manipulation 
in respect of the financials of CG 
Power,” said Sebi in its order. 

The interim investigation re¬ 
port by Vaish Associates and 
Deloitte found multiple irregular¬ 
ities in the dealings of CG Power. 
One of the key findings of the in¬ 
vestigation showed that CG Power 
may have availed term loans 
which were further transferred as 
“remittance instruction” to 
Avantha International, an entity 
owned by Gautam Thapar. FE

AHEAD OF policy review by the 
Reserve Bank of India (RBI), 
Principal Economic Adviser 
Sanjeev Sanyal on Tuesday said 
there is far more space on the 
monetary side than the fiscal front 
for lifting sagging economic 
growth. Growth hit over six-year 
low of 5 per cent for the first quar¬ 
ter ended June 2019 mainly driven 
by demand slowdown. 

To push consumption, the RBI 
slashed benchmark interest rate 
four times consecutively since 
January 2019.The central bank re¬ 
duced the repo (short-term lend¬ 
ing) rate by 1.10 percentage points 
during the year. 

The next monetary policy re¬ 
view is scheduled to be held be¬ 
tween October 1 and October 4. It 
is expected to further cut interest 
rate to reinvigorate consumption. 

“Now, the point being made 
repeatedly is that there is clearly 
far more space on the monetary 
side than fiscal side as long as you 
want to maintain yourself within 
FRBM (Fiscal Responsibility and 
Budget Management) trajectory. 
Space is greater on monetary 
side,” he said at an event here.

THE RESERVE Bank of India (RBI) 
has proposed to regulate payment 
gateway service providers and 
payment aggregators in a move 
aimed at making digital payments 
safer and transparent. 

“The activities of payment 
gateways and payment aggrega¬ 
tors in online transactions are ex¬ 
tremely cmcial. Entities may be a 
source of risk in such a technol¬ 
ogy and customer experience in¬ 
tensive business if they have in¬ 
adequate governance practices 
which may impact customer con¬ 
fidence and experience,” the RBI 
said in a discussion paper propos- 
ing regulatory framework for 
these entities. It said capital re¬ 
quirements will be minimum 
net-worth as prescribed for 
Bharat Bill Payment Operating 
Unit (BBPOUs) (currently Rs 100 
crore) to be maintained at all 
times. “Existing payment aggre¬ 
gators should, within one year af¬ 
ter the issuance of guidelines by 
RBI, comply with this net-worth 
requirement,” the RBI said. 

According to the RBI, entities 
not able to comply with the net- 
worth requirement within the 
stipulated time frame, need not 
apply for authorisation but should 
wind-up payment aggregation 
business within one year of is¬ 


suance of guidelines. The RBI said 
the entity should be professionally 
managed where the promoters of 
the company should satisfy the fit 
and proper criteria prescribed by 
RBI. There should be a board ap¬ 
proved policy for disposal of com¬ 
plaints/ dispute resolution mech¬ 
anism / time-lines for processing 
refunds, etc. Entities should ap¬ 
point a nodal officer responsible 
for regulatory and customer griev¬ 
ance handling functions whose 
details are prominently displayed 
on their website, it said. 

As banks are already regulated 
entities of RBI, the payment gate¬ 
way services provided by them 
need not require a separate autho¬ 
risation as these activities form 
part of regular banking business. 
They should, however, comply 
with other prescriptions regard¬ 
ing time-lines, customer griev¬ 
ance redressal mechanism, etc. 
However, where the banks act as 
payment aggregator they have to 
obtain authorisation under PSSA, 
it said. It said these entities are a 
critical link in the transaction flow 
and there is a case to regulate ac¬ 
tivities and these fall within the 
ambit of PSSA. 

There is need for appropriate 
delineation of roles and responsi- 
bilities among merchants and 
customers, clarity in case of rout¬ 
ing of transactions through proper 
reporting of transactions handled, 
it said.

Check surge pricing by cab aggregators,

The letter states that Indian 
consumers don’t want surge 
pricing above 25 per cent, ac¬ 
cording to a survey by 
LocalCircles. It refers to screen 
shots of a Rs 2,000 ride in 
Mumbai that was six minutes 
long. It adds that the company 
should pay a penalty to the cus¬ 
tomer for canceled rides. 

“It is our request that the taxi 


aggregator rules under Motor 
Vehicles Act 2019 are made keep¬ 
ing the above public interest in 
mind. If that is not done, it would 
be an unpopular move and we 
may risk the states coming up 
with their own mles and setting 
lower limits of surge pricing for 
taxi aggregators,” the letter said. 

Uber and Ola did not respond 
to questions. On September 10, 
Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman said that one of the 
reasons for a slowing automobile 
market was the “mindset of mil- 
lennials” that prefer to travel by 
Uber and Ola.

RBI expands 
coverage of billers 
in payment system 


ENS ECONOMIC BUREAU 

MUMBAI, SEPTEMBER 17 


THE RESERVE Bank of India has 
decided to expand scope and cov¬ 
erage of Bharat Bill Payment Sys¬ 
tem (BBPS), an interoperable plat¬ 
form for repetitive bill payments, 
to include all categories of billers 
who raise recurring bills—except 
prepaid recharges — as eligible 
participants on a voluntary basis. 

The BBPS currently covers five 
segments — direct-to-home 
(DTH), electricity,gas, telecom and 
water bills. Apart from digitisation 
of cash-based bill payments, these 
segments would also benefit from 
the standardised bill payment ex¬ 
perience for customers, cen¬ 
tralised customer grievance re¬ 
dressal mechanism, prescribed 
customer convenience fee and the 
like, the RBI said. The RBI launched 


the BBPS to facilitate collection of 
repetitive (monthly, bi-monthly 
and quarterly) payments for 
everyday utility services provided 
by utility service providers. Now 
the scope of BBPS could be ex¬ 
tended to include services facili¬ 
tating the collection of other types 
of repetitive payments, such as 
school/ university fees and munic¬ 
ipal taxes/payments. 

The objective of the BBPS is 
also to provide an accessible bill 
payments system to the large seg¬ 
ments of un-banked/ under¬ 
banked population. All forms of 
payments will necessarily be a 
part of the bill payments system, 
the RBI had earlier said. The oper¬ 
ational arrangements for setting 
up of settlement accounts in des¬ 
ignated settlement bank, time dis¬ 
cipline for settlement, etc. will be 
established by the Bharat Bill 
Payment Central Unit (BBPCU).

Risking the rage of the aged 

Another French president tries pension reform

SISYPHUS HAD it easy, compared with 
French pension reformers. The mythical 
Greek was damned eternally to roll a boul¬ 
der up a hill and watch it roll back down 
again. But he never had to persuade Gallic 
workers to retire later. In 1995 Jacques 
Chirac’s government shelved his attempt to 
reform the system after weeks of protests 
and strikes brought Paris to a standstill. He 
tweaked it in 2003 but faced protests of 1 m 
workers and more. Nicolas Sarkozy made a 
bit more progress in 2010, but still not nearly 
enough. 

Now Emmanuel Macron has put a cau¬ 
tious shoulder to the boulder. On 
September 9th the president invited 
Laurent Berger, leader of the Confederation 
Frangaise Democratique du Travail, the 
country’s biggest private-sector union, to 
talks about pension reform at the Elysee 
palace. His prime minister, Edouard 
Philippe, held discussions last week with 
each of the big unions and employers’ 
organisations. 

After protesters wearing giletsjaunes 
(yellow jackets) brought the country to a 
standstill last year, a chastened Mr Macron 
wants to be seen to be listening. Reproached 
for his previously haughty know-it-all man¬ 
ner of governing, he is keen to avoid the im¬ 
pression that he is about to impose new mles 
on an unwilling public. Yet his caution raises 


questions about what, and how much, this 
reform is likely to achieve. The pension tsar, 
Jean-Paul Delevoye, made it clear in a report 
this summer that the new system would not 
change at all the overall amount that France 
spends on pensions. 

Given the scale of the problem, this is dis¬ 
appointing. The French retire earlier than 
workers in any other OECD country (see 
chart). Thanks to high life expectancy, they 
enjoy an average of a quarter of a century in 
their armchairs. Moreover, the French pen¬ 
sion system is hugely generous. Retirees re¬ 
ceive on average 61% of previous earnings, 
pre-tax — less than in Italy (83%) but far more 
than in Germany (38%). 

This puts strain on the public purse, all 
the more severe because the French system 
relies on taxing today’s workers to pay the 
pensions of their elders. In June the official 
pensions advisory council warned that by 
2022 the public-pension deficit would rise 
to €10bn ($11 bn), up from its previous fore¬ 
cast of half that figure. Overall, France spends 
nearly 14% of GDP on pensions, a bit less 
than massively indebted Italy (16%), but 
more than Germany (10%) and way above 
the 8% OECD average. 

The obvious way to close this gap would 
be to raise the retirement age, as many other 
countries have done. In France, the most re¬ 
cent effort to do this dates back to Mr 


Sarkozy. In 2010 he raised the minimum age 
from 60 to 62 years, and the age for a full pen- 
sion (without penalties) from 65 to 67. 
However, thanks to France’s monstrously 
complex system, many people are allowed 
to retire much earlier than this, so that the 
male retirement age is, on average, still only 
60. One problem is that Mr Macron cam¬ 
paigned in 2017 with a clear manifesto 
pledge not to touch the retirement age. This 
means that his reforms will, at best, solve 
only part of the problem. 

Mr Macron’s team argues that it is em¬ 
barking on a redesign that will be as tough 
to pull off as it would have been to raise the 
retirement age. It will also be more compli¬ 
cated. France has no fewer than 42 different 
mandatory public pension systems, which 
have grown up over the decades to serve 
farmers, civil servants, actors, railway work¬ 
ers, mine engineers, notaries and so forth, in¬ 
cluding a default public scheme in which 
everyone not otherwise covered must enroll. 
Rules governing pension rights and contri¬ 
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butions vary wildly between them, and can- 
not easily be combined. The system is 
opaque and curbs job mobility, as rights are 
hard to transfer. To replace this tangle, Mr 
Macron has promised to merge all these 
regimes into a single, points-based system 
that treats all workers equally. 

“What the French are trying to do is a big 


deal,” says Monika Queisser of the OECD. 
“France has one of the most fragmented pub¬ 
lic pension systems, and they are finally try¬ 
ing to get things harmonised.” To this end, 
Mr Macron this month brought Mr Delevoye 
into government. He has already spent many 
months conducting a review of the French 
system and discussing reform options. After 
all these talks, a bill is promised, but not till 
next summer. 

Up to a point, it makes sense to take the 
time to get it right. In the 1990s, notes Herve 
Boulhol, a pensions specialist at the OECD, it 
took Sweden nearly a decade to put in place 
a similar system. The French government, 
wary of renewed unrest, wants to try to forge 
a consensus. A poll for the Institut 
Montaigne, a liberal think-tank, suggested 
that only 33% of the French currently back 
Mr Macron’s reform. 

If anything, such doubts will harden 
when details emerge. So far nothing is fixed. 
Mr Delevoye has said, for instance, that he 
wants to identify a “pivot age” of 64 years, 
around which incentives to work later and 
penalties for early retirement would be 
based. This could, it is hoped, help nudge 
people into working longer. Mr Macron, 
however, says that he “would prefer us to 
find agreement on the length of contribu¬ 
tions rather than on age”. Either way, har¬ 
monising rules will inevitably mean some 


lose out. In anticipation, unions were plan¬ 
ning a big public-transport strike in Paris on 
September 13th. 

The trouble is that, however ambitious 
they look, the reforms would not do enough. 
Mr Macron promises to close the pension 
deficit by 2025, and the idea is to put in an 
automatic mechanism that adjusts the con¬ 
tribution rules as life expectancy increases. 
He wants people to be able to make their 
own informed choice about when to leave 
their desks, and with what package. Yet the 
new universal system will do nothing to curb 
overall spending on pensions. Indeed, Mr 
Delevoye has made this a selling point, 
promising in July that the universal system 
“will keep an identical level of pensions 
spending”. 

At some point this will catch up with 
France. As it is, there have been big rows 
within government about the wisdom of Mr 
Macron spending so much political capital 
on a project that will not save money. It is 
true that once the system is in place, it will 
indeed become administratively, if not po¬ 
litically, simpler for future governments to 
change the rules and make savings. But 
in the meantime, Mr Macron is putting vast 
effort into a reform that will leave the task 
half-done.

Facebook has unleashed a new dating service 


IN AMERICA it is no longer merely accept¬ 
able to meet your romantic partner on the 
internet. It is the norm. The latest data from 
a long-running survey by researchers at 
Stanford, released this summer, shows that 
40% of new heterosexual couples met on¬ 
line in 2017, far more than at bars, through 
friends or at work. For gay couples the pro¬ 
portion is even higher, at 60%. 

Little wonder, then, that Facebook is 
bringing a dating service to the richest 
denizens of its internet fief. Facebook Dating 
launched in America on September 5th, 
having been tested first in smaller markets 
such as Colombia and Canada. American 
Facebook users seeking significant others 
can now find the dating service in a dedi¬ 
cated tab within the firm’s smartphone app. 
Willing daters must explicitly create a pro¬ 
file and fill in their preferences. Users may, 
if they wish, tap into their social graph to 
look for matches among friends of friends, 
but that option is not on by default. 
Facebook says any data generated while 
searching will be kept separate from its 
main service and not used to target ads. 

Facebook Dating has the potential to 
break one of the most interesting features of 
internet dating. Most dating apps pair up

strangers, rather than friends of friends. For 
instance Tinder, the most popular dating 
app, pairs people up by allowing them to 
choose from a menu of potential partners 
within a set radius of where they are. 
OKCupid, a more old-school text-based ap¬ 
proach, asks users to read through a profile. 
Real-life pairings are usually circumscribed 
by a person’s social sphere, and the chances 
of meeting a total stranger are low. But on¬ 
line most people are paired with strangers. 
Some sociology research suggests that this 
means that online dating has the potential 


to create couples from more diverse back¬ 
grounds than would tend to form in real life, 
possibly helping to reduce income inequal¬ 
ity over time. 

Facebook’s effort will also make it pos¬ 
sible to match anonymously, but trawling 
through friends of friends is likely to prove 
more alluring. Thus Facebook is remaking 
the old world that was governed by social 
ties, probably reducing any benefits that 
may have come with less assortative cou¬ 
pling through online dating. 

These are inauspicious times for Mark 
Zuckerberg’s company to roll out a dating 
service. The firm is under antitrust investi¬ 
gation from attorneys-general in eight 
American states and the District of 
Columbia. The firm’s record on handling 
user data is poor. Adding dating informa¬ 
tion to the mix — which includes sexual ori¬ 
entation and, perhaps, HIV status — seems 
bold at best, misguided at worst. 

Still, recent history suggests Facebook 
Dating will be a success. The firm has more 
tools at its disposal to help its amorous users 
find a good match than any other dating 
service, thanks to its huge user base and its 
trove of their data.

The Binding Factor 

Author Sangeeta Khanna’s new book dispels myths 
around one of India’s favourite snacks and 
demonstrates innovative recipes

CAN PAKODAS be healthier than a red velvet 
pastry? Do they clog arteries? Author and 
nutrition coach Sangeeta Khanna was bust¬ 
ing myths at The Imperial in Delhi recently, 
at the launch of her latest book, Pakodas: 
The Snack for All Seasons (Westland Books; 
Rs 399). 

While cereals, lentils (corn, bajra and 
moong), rice and wheat make it to the col¬ 
lection, it’s the unusual versions that pique 
curiosity. From fritters made with flowers, 
fruits and leafy greens, there are nearly 100 
recipes, including those with amla, lasode ka 
phool, aam, seb, phalsa, even bhang. 

There is a section on Non Veg Pakodas. 
From the usual anda, chicken and prawn to 
Herbed Omelette Pakoda and Tisre Vade. 
There are also some chutney recipes in the 
book, and tips on which goes well with 
which kind of pakoda. After all, what is the 
life of a pakoda without a chutney accompa¬ 
nying it everywhere, everytime? 

“There was a time when all sorts of 
pakode, pakodiyaan, fulouri and vade (vari¬ 
ations of the snack) were routinely made in 
families. Even today, one can see three gen¬ 
erations enjoying these treats together — in¬ 
cluding the grandmother who has witnessed 
the best of fresh produce during her lifetime, 
and the grandchild whose table is stacked 
with cartons of processed foods,” Khanna 
writes in the book. She also cites the Puranas, 
where the oldest mention of pakodas is 
found as “vatakas” or vadas. 

In her live demonstration at the event, 
she highlighted the value in using local in¬ 
gredients and shunning refined oils in favour 
of cold pressed oils such as sesame, mustard, 
or groundnut. The organic ingredients for the 
cookout were sourced from Tijara Farms, a 
certified organic farm in Rajasthan. 

From well-known varieties such as 
Tamatar Bond and Bhaap ki mongodi to vari¬ 
ations such as Arbi Ke Patton ka rikwachh, 
Nariyal Katlika pakoda and Sehjan ke 
phoolon ka pakoda, the menu highlighted 
the diversity in Indian cuisine. 

Khanna says the book came from a news¬ 
paper article on pakodas she had written a 
few years ago, even though she has been col¬ 
lecting these recipes all her life. “My father’s 
and later my husband’s jobs took us across 
the country, and I was exposed to different 
types of foods,” says Khanna, in her 50s, who 
has studied botany and is a trained microbi¬ 
ologist. “I decided to write the book because 
I felt we were forgetting our culinary roots 
and in some way wanted to change the im¬ 
age that pakodas have unfairly been given. 
My quest has been to explore indigenous 
recipes,” she adds. Khanna’s other books 
include Culinary Culture of Uttar Pradesh 
(2019), and Paneer: 100% Vegetarian (2000).

KANKAUVEKAPAKODA 

INGREDIENTS 

20-25 Leaves of Kankauve (or 

leaves of Parijat/Shiuli) 

200 ml Mustard/Peanut Oil

Vi cup Besan

‘A series has its own grammar’ 


Director-writer duo Raj Nidimoru and Krishna DI< on their new series, The Family Man, 

and an ordinary hero who does an extraordinary job

KNOWN FOR their quirky feature films, 
director-writer duo Raj Nidimoru and 
Krishna DK has developed a 10-episode 
thriller The Family Man that will start 
streaming this Friday. After they got noticed 
in 2009 with the crime comedy 99, they 
have created a niche for themselves with 
their humour and style of storytelling. Their 
movies, Shor in the City (2011) and Go Goa 
Gone (2013) garnered much appreciation. 
Their web debut, featuring Manoj Bajpayee 
and Priyamani, is an action-drama series 
that revolves around a middle-class man 
who tries to stop terror attacks even as he 
has to protect his family from the impact of 
his secretive, high-pressure, and low-pay¬ 
ing job. Excerpts from an interview with 
Nidimoru and DK: 

RAJ NIDIMORU: For the series, we 
wanted to take on an important subject. So, 
we jumped into the topic of geopolitics and 
terrorism. As soon as we knew this was the 
idea, the next challenge was how to tell a 
fresh story and not make it just another se¬ 
ries on counter-terrorism. So, we thought 
we should have our kind of humour in it 
without diluting the subject. 

KRISHNA DK: The show’s concept is 
about a middle-class man who has the same 
problems as you and I. He is doing a govern¬ 
ment job. And, you know, how people think 
that you don’t have to do much in a govern¬ 
ment job, except that his job is to protect the 
nation from terror threats. That was the con¬ 
trast we wanted to show. A man may look 
like you and me, travel in a train and eat vada 
pav at a train station but he might be saving 
the country. We started thinking about the 
the day-to-day life as there is a lot of humour 
to take from it. 

Did you first think of the everyday hero 
concept and then build the story 
around it? 

DK: The underlining theme of the show is 
the ‘middle-class hero’. It took a while to wrap 
our heads around it. Three of us, Raj, myself 
and our friend Suman Kumar, wrote it. It took 
a long time because creating the first season 
is always the toughest. You have to get the

tonality of the show right. You also have to 
get the correct characters as you will be in¬ 
vesting in them in the following seasons. 

NIDIMORU: The usual method would be 
to make these guys bigger than life. The idea 
was to take the glamour off these charac¬ 
ters to make them just common men. Yet, 
the job they do is extraordinary. They work 
for a department called TASK, a fictional 
branch of the National Investigation Agency. 
However, all the operations that they carry 
out are quite fact-based. So, it’s true to life. 


How far did geography and locations 
influence the script? 

NIDIMORU: It was important for us to ex¬ 
plore a wider range, we didn’t limit ourselves 
to Hindi-speaking characters. We have char¬ 
acters speaking Tamil, Marathi, Kashmiri and 
Pashto. We have used India as a bigger can¬ 
vas as the story travels from Cochin to 
Mumbai and Kashmir to Balochistan. 

You have an interesting cast. How did 
you decide on that? 


NIDIMORU: One of the first actors we 
went to was Manoj Bajpayee. We told him 
the role of a common man with an extraor¬ 
dinary job was right up his alley. He was 
pretty excited. The role of his wife is played 
by Priyamani. The next person to be cast was 
Sharib Hashmi. His character was supposed 
to be that of a Bengali guy. Many suggested 
that we take him for the role. Since Sharib 
is from Maharashtra, I didn’t want to cheat 
and cast him as a Bengali. So, we made the 
character a Maharashtrian. 

What are the factors you have to keep in 
mind when you are doing a web series 
of this scale? 

DK: Obviously, we have made feature 
films ( Shor in the City, Go Goa Gone and 
Happy Ending ) and are now transitioning to 
a series. On the surface, it might look like it’s 
a natural progression but it’s not. A series 
has its own grammar. Yes, the whole thing 
is one story but a 10-episode series is also 
like telling 10 sub-stories. It should not feel 
like a 10-hour film but 10 episodes. In spite 
of the cliffhanger which takes you to the next 
episode there should be the satisfaction of 
watching an individual episode. Each 
episode has an opening, middle and conclu¬ 
sion. That was a big learning for us. The 
amount of writing one has to do is a lot more 
than writing a movie. 

NIDIMORU: We kept our sensibilities 
that we always had in our features — the 
satirical humour. We shot it like a movie but 
wrote 10 hours of it. 

How intrinsic is humour to your 
writing? Can it ever be effortless? 

NIDIMORU: It’s slightly effortless for us. 
It has kind of become second nature. Even 
when we were making a drama, there’s a 
certain sense of humour that creeps in. A 
heartbroken guy crying over a girl can be 
shown with a touch humour also. 

DK: Blending of genres is something we 
have been doing subconsciously. In this 
show, the lighter moments are far lighter and 
the serious moments get darker. At the be¬ 
ginning of an episode, you feel light but it 
slowly transitions to something serious. 

The Family Man will stream on Prime 
Video from September 20

When Less is More 

Open Frame 2019 has a pared menu but packs in a plethora of award-winning films

THE FIRST Open Frame started on a modest 
note in 2001. A Delhi-based festival screening 
independent documentaries, it comprised 
only films by the organiser, Public Service 
Broadcasting Trust (PSBT). Open Frame 2019, 
which will be held between September 20 
and 24, has hit another modest note and is 
made up of PSBT films. 

“We are without a current grant and hop¬ 
ing that funding would come through. What 
we do offer is rich content that is a combina¬ 
tion of retrospective films, some of our best 
from the past, and some of the best over the 
last year,” says Rajiv Mehrotra, Managing 
Trustee of PSBT, for regulars, who may miss 
Open Frame’s usual section of foreign films. 
The festival will screen 42 films, including 28 
new releases. Most have been critically re¬ 
ceived at festivals across the world and two 
of these — Janani’s Juliet and Mod Bagh — 
gained direct nominations for Best Long 
Documentary at Oscars 2019. The 
former is based on a theatrical adaptation of 
Romeo andJuliet against the caste realities of 
India, while the latter turns the lens on octo¬ 
genarian Vidyadutt Sharma, who is trying to 
keep his land alive in a fast-decimating 
Himalayan village. 

“Over the years, we have succeeded in 


expanding the constituency of independent 
documentary filmmakers and of people who 
watched and appreciated documentary 
films. We have worked with 500 filmmak¬ 
ers, a third of who were first-timers, and, in 
2018,75 of our films have had 235 festival 


selections around the world, winning 28 
awards,” says Mehrotra. He adds that films 
such as 2019’s Coral Woman and the 2006 
film, Bare, are made on low budgets but “have 
pushed the boundaries of filmmaking.”Cora/ 
Woman is filmmaker Priya Thuvassery’s ode 


to the beauty of corals. She travels with Uma 
Mani, a certified scuba diver, as the film 
highlights the underwater world and the 
threat to the coral reefs of the Gulf of 
Mannar. “Born in a traditional family, in¬ 
spired by the beauty of the corals, Uma 


leamt to swim, dive and paint in her 50s, and 
has since been trying to bring attention to 
this alarming environmental crisis through 
her paintings,” says Mehrotra. Bare, he adds, 
is “a film from the heart and made with pas¬ 
sion and basic equipment”. Filmmaker 
Santana Issar uses stock home video and a 
soundtrack made up of telephonic conver¬ 
sations in Bare to explore her relationship 
with her alcoholic father. 

As always, screenings will be followed 
by interactions with the filmmakers 


and experts. 

The first such interaction will be with 
Rintu Thomas and Sushmit Ghosh, founders 
of Black Ticket Films, who have made Kings 
of Horror. The film visits the story of one of 
the most important families of Bollywood, 
the Ramsays, who redefined horror in Indian 
cinema. Another filmmaker, Prithvi Konanur, 
shows what happens when a bunch of chil¬ 
dren are handed a camera, in his film, 
Action...Drama...Cut.... In another session, 
Umang Sabarwal and actor Sharmila Tagore 
will be present for an interaction after the 
screening of Starring Tagore, a film about the 
actor who was introduced to the screen as a 
13-year-old by Satyajit Ray and has success¬ 
fully balanced classical and popular cinema. 

A different kind of film, Notes on Guler, 
traces the memories and legacies of an erst¬ 
while principality that is now submerged be¬ 
neath a dam.

Kohli-Rabada 
clash will be 
fiery: De Kock

KAGISO RABADA has dismissed Virat Kohli 
twice each in Test matches and ODIs. One of 
them was the South African speedster's first 
Test wicket. Over the last one month, there 
has been anticipation over the renewed hos- 
tilities between the two stars and rookie 
Proteas captain Quinton de Kock believes it 
will be one of the highlights of the series. 

“Both Virat and Rabada are good players 
in their own right. Obviously, Virat has been 
the best batsman across formats and Rabada 
too has been one of the world's best since the 
last few years. Both of them like being posi¬ 
tive in the way they play and it is great to 
watch the good competition,” the wicket- 
keeper-batsman said on the eve of the sec¬ 
ond T20I. 

Referring to the recent contest between 
England and Australia, de Kock said: “We 
just watched the Ashes and Jofra Archer 
bowling. Archer is very aggressive the way 
he bowls and we all saw how Australia bat¬ 
ted. It was good cricket and I could only think 
that good things will come and it will be 
great for the fans to watch when there is so 
much of competitiveness when the two 
teams face each other.” 

De Kock is leading a 14-member South 
African team for the now truncated two- 
match series against India. Post the World 
Cup, South Africa Cricket compiled the squad 
mostly from their A sides and domestic 
leagues. 

The last time South Africa toured India, 
the visitors won the T20I series 2-0 and the 
ODI series 3-2, where de Kock was the third- 
highest scorer for the team with a total of 318 
runs. Apart from Rabada, the T20 squad also 
has pacer Junior Dala, who has dismissed 
Rohit Sharma three times in the format. 

Compared with India, whose top three 
Virat Kohli, Rohit Sharma and Shikhar 
Dhawan have played a total of 219 T20Is, the 
whole South Africa team has featured in only 
210 games with David Miller alone playing 
70T20IS. 

The South African skipper was of the view 
that the young team will look to gain expe¬ 
rience on the Indian tour. 

“I think players like de Villiers, Amla and 
du Plesis gave me lot of room to play. I don't 
see why that would change without them. 
Even players like them had to go through the 
same things we are going through right now. 
So the team will take it as it comes. We had 
a chat in the leadership group about how we 
are going to do things. We are still a young 
leadership team. Hopefully, we can learn 
though our mistakes,” said de Kock. 

While the Indian team is expected to play 
more than 20 T20Is ahead of next year's T20 
World Cup in Australia, South Africa is ex¬ 
pected to play only nine during this period. 
De Kock rued the fact that the team lost an 
opportunity in Dharamshala but is looking 
forward to playing in Mohali, a ground where 
South Africa became the first international 
team to take the field when they played 
against India on November 22,1993 during 
the Hero Cup. 

“Obviously, it was a bit of negative. Now 
that we have only two games in this series, 
we better take our chances. The focus before 
the World T20 is to prepare in different con¬ 
ditions and to lose a game is not ideal. Now 
it is an interesting format with the series be¬ 
ing of two matches whether we win or not,” 
said de Kock.

RISHABH PANT has managed only four 
scores in excess of 30 in his 18-match T20I 
career so far, but the young left-hander can 
take some solace from the fact that Rohit 
Sharma, arguably the best white-ball player 
in contemporary cricket, had only five such 
scores at the same stage of his progression, 
and it was the Mumbai batsman whom Pant 
picked out to seek guidance after a training 
session on Tuesday. 

Pant has had more downs than ups in the 
shortest format for India, with his last nine 
T20Is seeing him score less than five six times 
with the unbeaten 65 in the lastT20I against 
West Indies in Guyana his highest score. 

As the Indian team gets ready to face 
South Africa in the second T20I at the IS 
Bindra Stadium on Wednesday, the team 
management would hope Pant puts on the 
kind of show he does in IPL, where he has 
scored 488 runs and 684 respectively in the 
last two seasons. 

With the think tank showing faith in 
Pant's wicketkeeping abilities as well for this 
series, batting coach Vikram Rathour advised 
him to think his innings through before go¬ 
ing out in the middle. 

“I think he is a phenomenal player. There 
is no doubt about that. But what he needs to 
do is to sort his game plan. He needs to be 
more disciplined and all the young players 
like him need to understand that there is a 
fine line between fearless cricket and care¬ 
less cricket. What the team management is 
asking from them is to be fearless. About hav¬ 
ing a clear game plan and playing with in¬ 
tent. Focus should be batting to your strength 
and at the same time, one cannot be careless. 
I am sure they have started to understand 


that,” said Rathour. 

Talking of careless batting, it has seen 
Pant trying to go after West Indies spinner 
Fabian Allen off the first ball he faced with 
India still needing 162 runs in the third ODI 
at Port of Spain. 

Last week, head coach Ravi Shastri re¬ 
ferred to that innings and said, “We’ll let him 
be but at times when you see a shot, like the 
first-ball dismissal in Trinidad, if he repeats 
that, then he will be told. There will be a rap 
on the knuckles, talent or no talent. As sim¬ 
ple as that. Because you are letting the team 
down, forget letting yourselves down. In a 
situation where you have the captain at the 
other end, a target to chase, the need of the 
hour is sensible cricket,” Shastri had said in 
Dharamshala, telling his young gun that it's 


time to step up. 

Rathour believes Pant needs to harness 
his strokeplay to get the best out of his game. 

“Of course we want Rishabh to play all his 
shots. He needs to be fearless because that's 
what makes him special. He is an impact 
player. At the same time, he cannot afford to 
be careless. That's all. He need to understand 
the difference between that,” 

Chance for Iyer and Pandey 

With Shreyas Iyer and Manish Pandey 
getting opportunities in the middle order in 
the West Indies, the duo will also aim to ce¬ 
ment their spots in the Indian team for the 
longterm. 

Iyer, who scored two half-centuries 
against West indies A before knocks of 71 and

65 in the last two ODIs for the senior team, 
looks set to end India's middle-order prob¬ 
lems in the T20 format. 

Rathour felt both Iyer and Pandey need 
more consistency. “Shreyas had a good start 
in West Indies and Manish too has done well 
in the past and made a comeback after a long 
time. The selectors have picked them for the 
middle order and they have the ability to be 
very successful at this level. Basically, it is for 
them to come good. 

“As a coach, we will be backing them and 
making them prepare well for all situations. 
And back them to perform. I am sure they 
can fit in this role.” 

It will be a sort of homecoming for 
Rathour, who returns to his home ground as 
India's batting coach. The Himachal Pradesh- 
born former India cricketer took over from 
Sanjay Bangar. “Fortunately I have been in 
the system since long, first as a selector, and 
have seen all these players and interacted 
with them. So it's nothing different. Coaching 
is something which I have loved and the way 
things are looking in the Indian team, I am 
excited about the role,” he shared.

SHUBMAN GILL shone again with a fine 92 
as India 'A' reached 233 for three by the end 
of first day's play in 
the second unofficial 
Test against South 
Africa 'A' here on 
Tuesday. Opener Gill 
struck 12 fours and a 
six before getting out 
eight runs short of a 
century. This is the 
second time he has 
missed out on the 
three-figure mark, having scored 90 in the 
first match atThiruvananthapuram. 

The out-of-favour Karun Nair was batting 
on 78 and skipper Wriddhiman Shah was on 
36 at stumps, which was called after 74 overs 
due to bad light. Sent in to bat by the visiting 
captain Aiden Markram, India A didn't enj oy 
the best of starts with Bengal opener 
Abhimanyu Easwaran (5) falling leg-before 
wicket to Lungi Ngidi in the sixth over. 

Gujarat batsman Priyank Panchal, a pro¬ 
lific scorer in the domestic circuit like 
Easwaran, batted for 39 balls before getting 
dismissed to leave India A at 31 for two. The 
South African attack, which included Vernon 
Philander—who got some game time ahead 
of the first Test against at Visakhapatnam — 
Ngidi, Luthu Sipamla and Wiaan Mulder, 
bowled with a lot of discipline and did not 
offer the rival batsmen any easy scoring op¬ 
portunities. 

Gill, who was joined by Nair, got a move 
on as the two played some good shots. They 
added 35 runs in less than 10 overs before 
the lunch break. The Punjab right-hander 
showed impressive technique in dealing 
with the pacers and spinner Dane Piedt, who 
had done well in the first match at 
Thiruvananthapuram. 

He played some lovely shots on both sides 
and in Nair's company, added 135 runs for 
the third wicket in 34 overs. Gill looked to be 
on course for a ton, after having missed out 
in Thiruvananthapuram, but gave a catch to 
Senuran Muthusamy off Sipamla. 

Nair, on his part, played some beautiful 
shots and was unbeaten when bad light 
brought about an early end to the day's play. 
The Karnataka batsmen has so far added 67 
runs with Saha for the fourth wicket. 

Philander bowled steadily but couldn't 
pick up a wicket while Ngidi (1 /41), Mulder

COA’s guidelines on cooling off period, eligibility leaves units in a tizzy

AT LEAST 15 state associations went into a 
huddle via teleconference on Tuesday to de¬ 
cide their future course of action following 
the latest set of directives from the 
Committee of Administrators (CoA) issued 
on Monday. 

The CoA’s ‘9+9 advisory’ issued after the 
announcement of the elections, has created 
confusion among the BCCI members. 

It has clubbed an individual’s tenure in 
the working committee with his/her term as 
an office-bearer. For example, if a person has 
completed three years as an office-bearer in 
the BCCI and three years as a member of the 
working committee in a member associa¬ 
tion consecutively, then he/she will have to 
serve a three-year cooling-off period before 
contesting elections in the cricket board or 


state association. 

Also, if a person has completed nine years 
even as a working/managing/executive com¬ 
mittee member in a state association, he/she 
cannot come back as an office-bearer or a 
councillor in the state body. Somebody who 
has completed six years as a BCCI office¬ 
bearer and three years as a BCCI working 
committee member will have hang up his 
cricket board administrative boots. 

It is learnt that heavyweights like former 
BCCI president N Srinivasan, current Cricket 
Association of Bengal (CAB) president Sourav 
Ganguly and ex-cricket board secretary 
Niranjan Shah were part of the conference 
call where the members considered differ¬ 
ent options including keeping the upcoming 
state association elections in abeyance. 

Take the case of the CAB, where Ganguly 
is into his fifth year as an office-bearer - one 
year as a joint-secretary followed by four 
years as the president. As per the Lodha

Committee recommendation, he can hold 
office for one more year before going to a 
cooling-off period. Now, the former India 
captain had been part of the CAB working 
committee twice before becoming an office¬ 


bearer. Hence, there’s confusion if he would 
be eligible to contest in the forthcoming state 
association elections scheduled on 
September 28. According to a CAB func¬ 
tionary, though, Ganguly wasn’t part of the 
working committee for two consecutive 
terms and there was a break. So he would be 
“fully eligible”. 

Some members, however, took serious 
exception to the CoA advisory. “The new rule 
that they (CoA) have sent yesterday has 
changed the complete electorate of each as¬ 
sociation. That’s not as per the Supreme 
Court order. So the associations felt that as 
because it’s a change from the Supreme 
Court order, it won’t be possible for them to 
hold elections,” a member from a South Zone 
association told The Indian Express. 

An East Zone unit functionary, on the 
other hand, spoke about taking the matter 
before the general body of the association 
before writing to the amicus curiae PS 


Narasimha, who is the “mediator between 
the state associations and the CoA”. 

A member from a West Zone association 
considered taking the issue to the electoral 
officer first, with a plea to withhold the new 
CoA advisory. 

“We are very unhappy that suddenly, af¬ 
ter the elections were announced, this circu¬ 
lar has been issued. It changes a lot of things. 
First, they (CoA) were saying that only office¬ 
bearers will have to go for a cooling-off pe¬ 
riod. Now they are saying everybody (com¬ 
mittee members) will have to go for a 
cooling-off period. 

“Once the election is declared, there 
shouldn’t be any other direction. We will take 
the matter to the electoral officer first, ask¬ 
ing him to hold the elections as per the orig¬ 
inal guidelines. The next step will be to take 
it before the amicus,” he told this paper. 

The new advisory also creates confusion 
in state bodies like Kerala, Uttar Pradesh and 


Uttarakhand, for example, where elections 
have already been held. If they have office¬ 
bearers/councillors who are found to be in 
breach of the latest directives, what will hap¬ 
pen? “The new guidelines put state associa¬ 
tions in trouble that are already done with 
their elections,” said a BCCI functionary. 

Sources close to the CoA said if any office¬ 
bearer/councillor of a state association that is 
done with its elections is found to be in 
breach of the new directives, he/she would 
be ineligible for the BCCI elections. With re¬ 
gards to the state, though, there’s no clarity, 
for electoral officers are no longer in place 
post elections. 

The CoA, however, is likely to stick to the 
advisory. “The CoA has gone by the Lodha 
Committee recommendations and there 
shouldn’t be any doubt in anybody’s mind. 
There are rules and regulations that will be 
followed. Those who are not happy should 
go to the court,” sources said.

Vinesh loses battle but stays 
in fight for Tokyo ticket

SINCE THE 2016 World Championships, Mayu 
Mukaida has lost just twice in United World 
Wrestling competitions. Both times, in the fi¬ 
nal - first at the 2017 World Championship, 
and then at the Asian Championship this year. 

En route to winning her second Worlds 
gold last year, in the non-Olympic 55kg class, 
the wrestler with a unique mix of leg attacks 
scored a total of 44 points against her five op¬ 
ponents; and conceded just seven. 

Mukaida has been a cadet world cham¬ 
pion twice, a junior world champion, a Youth 
Olympic champion, two senior World 
Championship golds, and half a dozen other 
titles. And she's only 22. 

Vinesh Phogat had no illusions about the 
enormity of the challenge that stared her in 
the face when she stepped on to the mat for 
the 53 kg contest. India's number 1 wrestler 
had been preparing for the seemingly un¬ 
beatable Japanese the whole year. So much 
so that her personal coach, Woller Akos, tried 
to completely change the way she moved on 
the mat - her trademark forward-and-back- 
ward movement traded for a more circular 
motion to avoid being caught stationary. 

The circular motion, Akos said, was cru¬ 
cial to not give Mukaida an opportunity to at¬ 
tack. And that was, in fact, the gameplan as 
she stepped on the mat to face Mukaida, less 
than an hour after breezing past Rio Olympics 
bronze medallist Sofia Mattsson 13-0 in the 
opening round of the World Championships. 
“Our strategy was to keep the score close in 
the first period and ensure that the motion 
was to go left and circle her,” Akos told The 
Indian Express from Nur Sultan. 

For the first minute-and-a-half, Vinesh did 
just that - moving in circles, although from 
right to left until Akos prompted her from the 
comer to go anti-clockwise. The plan, though, 
was working - the constant movement did 
not give Mukaida a clear chance to grab 
Phogat's legs and if there's one thing that is 
typical of the Japanese wrestler, it is that if she 
gets to the opponent's legs, she scores quickly. 

However, Phogat looked so preoccupied 
in getting her movement right that after a 
minute and 35 seconds, she was warned for 
passivity, or not attacking enough. The pas¬ 
sivity call - and the consequent point con¬ 
ceded - seemed to throw her off for a bit. 

Actually, just three seconds. For those 
three seconds, Phogat remained still - 
crouched and arms interlocked with 
Mukaida. And after waiting patiently, three 
seconds was all Mukaida needed. In a flash, 
she caught hold of Phogat's left ankle; the 
Indian tried desperately to release herself 
from her opponent's grip. But such was the 
speed and strength of Mukaida's 20-second 
blitz that before Phogat could even realise 
what had hit her, she had conceded six points. 

Mukaida held on to her seven-point ad¬ 
vantage in the second period to beat Phogat

for the second time this year. 

‘Did not follow strategy’ 

Akos was honest in his assessment. “The 
first bout was perfect tactically and techni¬ 
cally. In the second, Vinesh did not follow the 
strategy with the left stance motion and that 
was enough for the Japanese to launch a leg 
attack. Only one mistake was enough for 
Mukaida,” he rued. 

Phogat's quest for a World Championship 
gold may have ended but she remains in con¬ 
tention to win an Olympic quota. 

Mukaida went on to thrash world num¬ 
ber 1 Sarah Ann Hildebrandt 12-1 and then 
defeated Greece's Maria Prevolaraki 4-0 to 
reach the final. That means Phogat will have 
a shot at a bronze medal, and a place at the 
Tokyo Olympics, via repechage. Mukaida and 
her opponent in the final, North Korea's Pak 
Yong Mi, seem to be operating on another 
level compared to the rest in this category 
and barring a major upset, the World 
Championship gold medal match could well 
be a preview to the Olympic final. 

For Phogat, the three repechage bouts 
should give her a fair idea of where she 
stands vis-a-vis the rest in her weight class. 
The onesided win over Mattsson would be 
reassuring. On Wednesday, she will need to 
win three bouts — first against Yuliia 
Khavaldzhy Blahinya of Ukraine, then 
Hildebrandt and finally Prevolaraki — to win 
a bronze. She will have to win the first two 
to assure herself of an Olympic berth. 

But Akos isn't getting ahead of himself. 
“We first need to win the first bout. Against 
Yuliia, she will need clear actions and clear 
attacks because the opponent is very good 
on counterattacks,” he said. “Once we beat 
her, we will focus on the bout that can get us 
the Olympic quota.” 


THE REPECHAGE ROUNDS 


VINESH PHOGAT (53kg) will have to 
beat three wrestlers to win bronze; 
and two to book an Olympic berth. 

Yuliia Khavaldzhy Blahinya: She 
won a silver at European Games this 
year but the Ukrainian is seemingly 
past her prime; her biggest triumph 
came at the Beijing Olympics, where 
she won bronze. 

Sarah Ann Hildebrandt: The biggest 
hurdle, if she wins the first bout. The 
American is the current world 
number 1 and 2018 World 
Championship silver medalist. Phogat 
defeated her earlier this year at Dan 
Kolov tournament. 

Maria Prevolaraki: The Greek won a 
bronze at 2017 World Championship 
but hasn't won anything noteworthy 
since. Her gold at Dan Kolov this year 
came in a non-Olympic category.

Sanjeet records an upset win over 2017 medallist to enter last eight on a great day for Indian boxers

IF YOU caught the heavyweight contest be¬ 
tween Sanjeet and Uzbekistan's Sanjar 
Tursunov, and immediately assumed the 
sound of 'dhols' blaring was what has long 
been a staple at Indian sporting events, don't 
worry. You weren't the only one. 

“Those beats sounded just like ours, but 
were all Uzbeki. Plus they kept cheering his 
name loudly. 'Sanjar, Sanjar! So at one 
point I just laughed and started imagining 
that all the Uzbeks were cheering for me,” 
says Sanjeet. 

Sanjeet's performance on Tuesday 
would have prompted at least a few Uzbeks 
to cheer for him. Maximising his advan¬ 
tages — height, reach and speed — the 21- 
year-old toppled 2017 Worlds bronze 
medallist and second seed Tursunov 4-1, 
to reach the World Championship quarter¬ 
finals on a fantastic day for the Indian con¬ 
tingent as Amit Panghal (52kg), Kavinder 
Singh Bisht (57kg) and Manish Kaushik 
(63kg) also advanced. 

“Till now, the crowds had been turning 
up for us,” says high performance director 
Santiago Nieva. “But Sanjeet's bout was the 
first time that our opponent had a lot more 
support. They sure were making their voices 
heard but at the end of the day a boxer has 
to get the job done regardless.” 

“I had the confidence because I had 
beaten him before,” Says Sanjeet. “But that 
was a split decision. Today was more one¬ 
sided, so improvement is there.” 

The first win came last February in the fi¬ 
nal of the inaugural India Open. “This wasn't 
a fun fight,” Sanjeet had said of the meeting 
at the time, sporting a busted nose, cut lip 
and the gold medal. Then India's number 3 
heavyweight, Sanjeet had a lot of raw poten¬ 
tial but was overshadowed by top prospect 
NamanTanwar. 

Tanwar, the youth Worlds bronze medal- 
list, got another chance at the Asian 
Championships in April where he lost in the 
quarterfinals. Sanjeet won the trials to make 
his Worlds debut. 

“I didn't have a lot of experience back 
then. But I feel much more comfortable in 
my game now and, more importantly, know 
how to use my physicality now.” 

Sanjeet, four inches taller than the 5'10 
Tursunov, kept the Uzbek at a distance, and 
frequently shut down his approaches with 
counters. The flashy Tursunov threw big and 
often, but Sanjeet evaded and landed the 
cleaner punches. The closing 30 seconds of 
the second round perfectly encapsulated the 
contest, as Tursunov played to the gallery, 
hands down and throwing to hurt. Sanjeet 
sidestepped, ducked, blocked and landed 
several counters. 

“Excellent finish,” yelled high perform¬ 
ance director Santiago Nieva in the corner. 
“Those types of moments to finish the round 
are very integral in getting the result. I 
thought he was very calm and countered 
Sanjar well,” says Nieva. “After Sanjeet's win 
in Delhi, we were a little worried because we 
expected an improved Sanjar. But Sanjeet

was clearly the better boxer today.” 

Sanjeet's performance was a far cry from 
his previous 4-1 win, against Scotland's Scott 
Forest on Sunday. The Scot came out on top 
in several exchanges, and many would say 
the Indian's win was fortuitous. 

“For sure we were all a little nervous be¬ 
fore that decision, it could've gone either 
way,” says Nieva. “I was very nervous making 
the walk. Everything before, the camp, the 
training had been great, but when you make 


that walk, for your first bout in a major com¬ 
petition, you will get nervous.” 

Clinical Panghal 

Earlier, Asian Games gold medallist 
Panghal continued his splendid run with a 
5-0 win against Turkey's Batuhan Citfci. 
The bout was, what is quickly becoming, a 
typical Panghal win: The 5'3 Indian is 
shorter than his opponent. Panghal side¬ 
steps, ducks and leaves opponent punch¬ 
ing the air. He closes distance and combos 
with an overhand and counterattacks in¬ 
coming opponents. 

The second-seeded flyweight next faces 
Carlo Paalam. The Filipino lost to Panghal in 
the Asian Games semifinals last year. 

Kaushik defeated Mongolia's Chinzorig 
Baatarsukh in the 63 kg contest. Baatarsukh, 
an Asian Games silver medallist and two- 
time Asian Championships medallist, went 
punch-for-punch with the Indian in an ugly 
fight and would feel hard done by the unan¬ 
imous 5-0 decision against him. Kaushik will 
take on Brazil's Wanderson de Oliveira. 

Bisht reached a successive Worlds quar¬ 
terfinal with a 3-2 win over Finland's Arslan 
Khataev. The 24-year-old landed better shots, 
but frequently displayed his old frailty of get¬ 


ting in heated exchanges in the pocket. 

“You have to stop wrestling and push him 
away,” yelled Nieva in the corner. The several 
clinches also resulted in yet another cut 
above the right eye for Bisht. And two of the 
five judges scoring all three rounds in his op¬ 
ponent's favour meant the decision could've 
easily gone against the bantamweight. 

“It happened at last world championship 
and also the Asian championship. Today was 
his opponent's fault, but yes, Kavinder needs 
to be a little more careful when he goes in 
because without the headgear, clashes will 
result in cuts,” says Nieva. “But, there's also 
the point that he has become used to fight¬ 
ing with cuts.” 

Standing between Bisht and a Worlds 
medal is fourth-seeded Englishman Peter 
McGrail, former gold medallist at the 
European Championships and reigning 
Commonwealth Games champion. 

“The cut is not going to be a factor in the 
quarterfinal,” says Bisht. “These things hap¬ 
pen in boxing. I am feeling confident and 
happy with the performances so far. 
Tomorrow, there will be nervousness before 
the bout, but it's the same even for an 
Olympic champion. I am focused on the bout. 
Rest is in God's hands.”

Mirabai aims for encore on return from injury 

Former champion Mirabai Chanu will look to repeat her 2017 gold-medal winning feat and 
seal an Olympic spot when she spearheads the Indian challenge at the World Weightlifting 
Championship starting in Pattaya (Thailand) on Wednesday. The ace Indian weightlifter, 
who won the gold in the 48kg category at the 2017 Worlds, remains India's brightest medal 
prospect but needs to step up her game significantly to salvage hopes of a podium finish. 
Mirabai made a strong comeback from a lower back injury that had kept her out of action 
for nearly nine months post the 2018 Commonwealth Games. The 25-year-old, who 
jumped from 48kg to 49kg following the International Weightlifting Federation’s (IWF) 
decision to rejig weight categories, has logged personal bests at two of the three events that 
she has competed in this year. In the Asian Championships, she lifted a personal best of 
199kg (86kg+113kg) but missed out on the podium by a whisker. This year Mirabai will 
be competing against 2018’s silver and bronze medallists China's Hou Zhihui, who is also 
the current world record holder in the 49kg category, and Jiang Huihua. 



Meghalaya school wins 
U-17 boys’ Subroto Cup 

Meghalaya’s Hopewel Elias Higher 
Secondary School defeated Krida Shiksha 
Prothishtan (BKSP) of Bangladesh 1-0 to 
win the U-17 junior boys’ Subroto Cup foot¬ 
ball tournament in New Delhi on Tuesday. 
With a scorcher of a shot from outside the 
box, Sangti Janai scored the match’s solitary 
goal in the 32nd minute. The ream from 
Bangladesh retaliated almost immediately 
but a brilliant stop from the Meghalaya 
goalkeeper, Wanteilang Malngiang, denied 
them the equaliser. The winning team took 
home a sum of Rs 4,00,000 and the run¬ 
ners-up walked away with a prize money 
of Rs 2,50,000. 

Cagliari unpunished 
for Lukaku racist abuse 

Italian team Cagliari has avoided punishment 
from Serie A after supporters aimed racist 
abuse at Inter Milan striker Romelu Lukaku. 
The monkey chants were audible on a video 
from the stands that was shared on social me¬ 
dia. The abuse came after Lukaku scored a 
penalty. But Serie A’s disciplinary body deter¬ 
mined it was not admissible in the case and 
evidence from police was not deemed suffi¬ 
cient to punish Cagliari. Moise Kean was sub¬ 
ject to racist abuse when he played against 
Cagliari forjuventus last season, as was Blaise 
Matuidi the year before. 



Panda the mascot for 
2022 Winter Olympics 

China has chosen its most iconic animal—the 
panda—to be the official mascot of the Beijing 
Olympics in 2022, the Winter Games organ¬ 
ising committee announced on Tuesday. The 
mascot, named “Bing Dwen Dwen,” is a 
chubby giant panda wearing a suit of ice. The 
black and white bear has a “heart of gold and 
a love of all things winter sports,” tweeted the 
Beijing Organising Committee for the 2022 
Olympic and Paralympic Winter Games. For 
the Paralympic Winter Games, the mascot is 
a blushing red lantern named “Shuey Rhon 
Rhon.” Beijing will be the first city to host both 
summer and winter Games, after winning 
the bid in 2015, beating underdog Almaty. The 
Chinese capital held the summer Olympics 
in 2008 in what was then seen as China seal¬ 
ing its place on the world stage as an emerg¬ 
ing superpower.

City boss Pep has waited since 2011 to add to his two Champions League titles

After a series of painful 
Champions League failures, Pep 
Guardiola is on a mission to seal 
his Manchester City legacy by fi¬ 
nally getting his hands on the tro¬ 
phy again. 

City start their latest bid to 
win the club’s first European Cup 
with a trip to Shakhtar Donetsk 
in the Group C opener on 
Wednesday.The long flight to the 
Ukraine will give Guardiola 
plenty of time to ponder his curi¬ 
ous streak of Champions League 
flops in recent years. Guardiola 
has conquered English football 
spectacularly after winning the 
last two Premier League titles, 
the first in record-breaking fash¬ 
ion and the second as part of an 
unprecedented domestic treble 
last season. Yet the Champions 
League has proved impossible for 
Guardiola to master since he ar¬ 
rived at the Etihad Stadium. 

In fact, Europe’s elite club 
competition has been a cruel 
mistress for Guardiola for most 
of the last decade, with a series 
of frustrating exits during his 
spells in charge of Barcelona, 
Bayern Munich and City. 

Guardiola first won the 
Champions League as a manager 
in 2009 with Barcelona. 

But he has failed to reach the 
semifinals in any of his three sea¬ 
sons as City boss, extending his 
long wait to win the tournament 
for the third time - his second tri¬ 
umph coming with Barca in 2011. 

City’s best Champions 
League run was under 
Guardiola’s predecessor Manuel 
Pellegrini, who made the semifi¬ 
nals in the last season before the 
Spaniard took over. And 
Guardiola’s inability to win the 
Champions League without 
Barcelona superstar Lionel Messi 
in his team is a black mark his 
critics use to question the 48-

year-old’s right to be ranked as a 
managerial legend. While that 
assessment is harsh on the inno¬ 
vative and inspirational 
Guardiola, his European cam¬ 
paigns with City have undoubt¬ 
edly been painful experiences 
that exposed the few flaws in his 
team. 

VAR was the scapegoat for 
last season’s dramatic quarterfi¬ 
nal defeat against Tottenham, but 
the real reasons for City’s failure 
to progress were a subdued first 
leg performance in north London 
and a defensive meltdown in the 
second leg. The year before that, 
Liverpool punished City’s oddly 
timid quarterfinal display at 
Anfield, while Monaco shock¬ 
ingly eliminated Guardiola’s side 
after an error-prone last-16 tie in 
his first season. 

The clock is ticking 

With five Champions League 
semifinal defeats on his CV - two 
with Barca and three with 
Bayern - Guardiola has become 


the competition’s nearly-man 
since 2011, when his Messi-in¬ 
spired team delivered a master¬ 
class in the Wembley final 
against Manchester United. 

That memorable evening 
stands as Guardiola’s last fond 
memory of the tournament and 
the clock is ticking on his hopes 
of winning it for the third time. 

There is the looming 
prospect of UEFA sanctions, with 
City potentially facing a 
Champions League ban from the 
ongoing investigation into their 
adherence to financial fair play 
regulations. 

Worryingly for Guardiola’s 
hopes of lifting the famous ‘cup 
with the big ears’ in Istanbul later 
this season, City have endured a 
rocky start to the new Premier 
League season. They are already 
five points behind leaders 
Liverpool after Saturday’s sur¬ 
prise 3-2 defeat at Norwich, a re¬ 
sult that showed how badly City 
will miss injured centre-back 
Aymeric Laporte.
